RAILROAD IN LUZON. 


AMERICAN AND BRITISH CAPITAL 
TO BUILD ONE, 


Meneyed Men of International Rep- 
utation Already Interested—Pro- 
moters Expect to Control Rice 
and Sugar Markets of the World. 


[BY DIRECT WIRF TO TIE TIMES.} 


CHICAGO, May 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] London, New York and Chi- 
cago capitalists will build a railroad 
in the Philippines. R. C. Stone, a Lon- 
don promoter, is pushing the plans, 
English and American capital already 
is heavily interested in the scheme 
and a strong effort is soon to be made 
to secure from Congress the necessary 
franchises and rights. 

Mr. Stone refuses to give out the 
names of the moneyed men interested, 
but the general plan already has been 
made known to financial men of. this 
city. When the company is fully or- 
ganized it will be incorporated in this 
country, and then all of the partic- 
ulars will be made known. 

Stone says: ‘‘The American members 
of the syndicate have international 
reputations as financiers, and some 
of thém have experience in 
railroad matters. They stand high in 
the financial world. As soon as the 


needed transportation facilities are 
assured, the ‘syndicate will invest 
heavily in tobacco, rice and sugar 
plantations. 


“A point in our favor will be the op- 
portunity to obtain native labor which, 
in the Philippines, is very cheap. If 
we were compelled to employ Ameri, 
cans for the entire work, it is probable 
money for the enterprise would not 
be so easy to obtain. But with native 


workmen and the American way of do-+ 


ing things, we should be able to con- 
trol the rice and sugar markets of the 
world.”’ 


SKING FOR RELIEF.

FIRST NEBRASKA REGIMENT HAS 
SEAT IN A PETITION, 


Soldiers are Still Willing to Fight, 
buat Do not Think That Theyare 
in Shape to Render Good Serv- 
ice—Have not Had Time to Wash. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA, May 12, via Hongkong, May 
12.—[By Asiatic Cable.] The First 
Regiment Nebraska Volunteer Infantry 
is taking the unusual step of resnect- 
fully petitioning the division com- 
mander, Maj:-Gen. MacArthur, to tem- 
porarily relieve them from duty at the 
front. The regiment is badly exhausted 
by the campaign, in which it has taken 
an active part, and not many more 
than three hundred men of the or- 
ganization are at present fit for duty. 
On Sunday last 160 men of this regi- 
ment responded to the sick call. 

The men, in view of the facts, have 
prepared a respectful memorial to Gen. 
MacArthur asking that their regiment 
be withdrawn for a short time from 
the fighting line in order that they may 
recuperate. The memorial states that 
the men are willing to fight, but are in 
no condition to do so, owing to the 
strain of long marching, continual 
fighting and outpost duty, in which they 
have been engaged. It is argued that 
many of the men have been unable to 
have their clothing washed for months 
past, having been compelled during all 
that time to sleep in their uniforms, so 
as to be tn readiness for fighting. The 
memorial adds‘that since February 2 
the regiment has lost 225 men in killed 
and wounded, and fifty-nine since the 
battle of Malolos. 

The officers of the regimefit) propose 
to present a similar memoria! on be- 
half of the men. The splendid record 
ef’ the First Nebraska in the entire 
campaign and the tone of the memorial 
prepared by the men is such that no 
imputation of insubordination can be 
brought against them. Officers of the 
regiment said to the correspondent of 
the Associated Press here today that 
they thought the men had been worked 
beyond endurance, and should be given 
a rest, and some of the regular regi- 


ments which are now guarding the 
city be sent to the front. 
Five volunteer regiments and the 


Utah Battery of artillery are at San 
Fernando. They muster in all about 
twenty-five hundred men. Many of the 
soldiers are in hospitels suffering from. 
heat or other causes. The wounded 
were all suffering acutely and showed 
the effects of exposure to the sun 
when they arrived. The three days’ 
rest has already worked rvonders. 

Since the army. entered Malolos, the 
soldiers have had little water to drink 
except that brought on railway trains 
from Manila, and that was of poor 
quality. ‘The artesian wells at San

ble.] The flagship Olympia, with Ad- 
miral Dewey aboard, will depart for 
home next week. She will go first to 
Hongkong, where she will dock and be 
cleaned. She will then head for Suez. 
Capt. Barker is already in charge of 
the fleet, with the Baltimore as flagship 
and Lieut. Eberle as flag lieutenant. 
Capt. Wilde has taken command of the 
Oregon, and Capt. Whiting will take 
the Boston home. 
PERMISSION TO COME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—‘'Send the 
Olympia’s mail to B. F. Stevens, No. 


4 Trafalgar Square, London, Eng.,”’ was 
the notice given out at the Navy De- 
partment today. This is the first for- 
mal indication that the famous flagship 
is coming home immediately. Upon 
inquiry it was ascertained that Secre- 
tary Long had, last evening, cabled 
Admiral Dewey permission to return 
at once to the United States. He has 
been relieved of the obligation of re- 
maining at Manila until the Philippine 
Commission completes its work. He is 
not even required to await the cessation 
of hostilities, but may start homeward 
at once. 

The notice posted at the Navy [le- 
partment indicates that the Olympia 
will not remain long enough to receive 
the next outward mail. The Mr. Ste- 
vens referred to is the Navy Depart- 
ment’s agent at London to distribute all 
of the mail for United States warships 
in European waters, so he will see to it 
that the Olympia receives her mail as 
soon as she passes the Suez Canal. 

It is estimated at the Navy Depart- 
ment that Dewey will reach the United 
States in time for a national Cemon- 
stration on the 4th of July next. The 
Olympia will not vome under full 
steam, but nevertheless she should 


make the run to the United Stetes in 
about fifty-five days from Manila. 
That she is to come to New York is 
nearly certain, as shown by the follow- 
ing response made by Secretary Long 
to the urgent message of invit&arion to 
Dewey from Mayor Van Wyck of New 
York. , It may be stated that this was 
sent before the notice was sent to 
Dewey that he might come home at 
once: 
“NAVY DEPARTMENT, 

“WASHINGTON, May 11.—Sir: I 
am in receipt of your telegram with 
regard to the return of Admiral 
Dewey, and expressing a desire that 
he arrive first in the country at New 
York. The time of his return has 
not been fixed, and the department 
has taken no other action than to 
authorize his return whenever the 
condition of the peace commission shal! 


permit. As to the route he shall take 
in returning, the department is in- 
clined to leave that to him. He has 
served with great ability, and must 
necessarily feel so much the effect of 


his arduous labors in a trying climate 
and under trying circumstances, that 
the department, is disposed to let him 
govern himself*‘in this respect largély 


by the consideration of his own per- 
sonal convenience and wish.

HAVOC WROUGHT AMONG CARS. 


Locomotive Plows Through Two 
Coaches and Mounts a Third, 
Senator Penrose Shaken Up—A 


Signal Man at Fault. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

READING“ (Pa.,) May 13.—A terrt- 
ble rear-end collision of passenger 
trains. occurred about 10 o'clock last 
night on the Philadelphia and Reade 
ing Railroad at Exeter, a small sta- 
tion six miles below Reading, re- 
sulting in the loss of about twenty- 
five lives. ProDably forty others are 
badly injured, and of these many will 
die. 

The express train for Philadelphia, 
scheduled to leave Reading at 8:30 
p.m., was about half an hour late in 
leaving. Meantime many passengers 
on the train from Harrisburg went 
aboard the Philadelphia express train 
while it stood in the station at Read- 
ing, but the number of Harrisburg 
passengers being too great to be ate 
commodated on the express train, it 
was decided to send an extra train to 
Philadelphia to run as a second sec- 
tion to the express. The extraordi- 
nary travel from Hagrisburg was due 
to the number of people who went 
to the State capital to witness the 
exercises connected with the unveiling 
of the Hartranft monument there yes- 
terday. | 

The second section left here about 
twenty minutes after the express 
train had gone. At Exeter station the 
first train stopped for orders, and 
while standing still was crashed into 
by the second section with terrific 
force, the latter train at the time 
running at great speed. 

The locomotive plowed clear through 
the two rear cars, reducing them to 
splinters, and then mounted the end 
of the third car from the rear. The 
first car of the second train was also 
wrecked. The havoc wrought among 
the occupants of the cars was appalling. 
Many were crushed to death instantly, 
while others were mangled and malmed 
in a horrible manner. 


Norristown was the home of the late. 


and many from that 
town had gone to Harrisburg to do 
honor to his memory. The first train 
consisted of two express cars, a mail 
and baggage car, a combination car, 
two day coaches, a parlor car and a 
day coach, in the order mentioned. The 
second train consisted of six day 
coaches, one of which had aboard @ 
company of the Sixth Regiment, Na- 
tional Guards, whose headquarters is 
at Norristown, and the rear car cone 
tained members of the Montgomery 
Hose Company of Norristown. The 
other four cars had regular passen- 
gers, including about twenty survivors 
of the Fifty-first Pennsylvania Volun- 
teers, Gen. Hartranft’s old command. 

Upon recovering from the effects of 
the shock, those who escaped injury or 
who had been injured but slightly, set 
to work to rescue their more unfore 
tunate fellow-passengers. Telegrams 
were hastily sent to Reading for ossist- 
ance, and two relief trains with sur- 
geons and nurses were dispatched to 
the scene. Medical aid was promvtly 
rendered to the injured upon the arrival 
of those trains at the scene, and these 
who could be removed were placed on 
trains and brought. to the hospitals 
here. The bodies of twenty dead were 
also brought in. Many of the dead 
have not yet been identified, and they 
now lie in the morgue awaiting the ar- 
rival of relatives or friends to make 
the identification.

it is said he failed te do this, whether 
on asccount of the signal falling to 
work or not is not known, 

While the express was standing on 
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the track, the crowded special en | 
dered along. On account of a curve the 
engineer Of the special could not see 
the train standing on the track ahead 
of him until too late. The special tore 
into the express with a crash, and 
shrieks of agony soon filled the air. 

The railroad, at the scene of the 
accident, runs over a hollow, and the 
embankment, on which are the tracks, 
is about fifty feet high. Several pas- 
sengers were hurled to the bottom of 
the embankment, but the cars all re- 
mained on the roadbed. The dead and 
wounded were strewn in heaps in the 
débris of the two cars. Little damage, 
however, was done to the rest of the 
train. 

Most of the injured, were brought 
to Reading, but many were sent to Nor- 
ristown and Pottstown, and some were 
taken to Philadelphia.

Gen. E. Burd Grubb of New Jersey, 
ex-United States Minister to Greece, 
and United States Senator Boies P#- 
rose of Philadelphia were among the 
passengers in the Pullman car on the 
first train. Both were badly shaken up, 
but neither sustained any injury. Sen- 
ator Penrose, when questioned by a 
reporter regarding the accident, said: 

“TIT was on the ordinary train, but es- 
caped with no injuries except a severe 
shaking-up. The train is what is 
known as the ‘Cannon ball express,’ and 
the second section of it crashed into 
the ordinary train. The regular train 
passed the signal tower all right, but 
orders were given for it to back toward 
Exeter, and this was done. We had 
only got back a very short distance, 
when the second section crashed into 
the rear portion of our train. 

“It is said that the second section 
started within two minutes after our 
train started. I don’t know how many 
were killed, but I think there must 
have been at least twenty, and about 
fifty injured. There were about 180 in 
our train, and the second section was 
also crowded. 

“There were a number of _ soldiers 
on the train, and I am glad they were, 
as they rendered valuable assistance 
in getting the dead and injured from 
the cars. 

“When the crash came I thought we 
would have beem all killed. It was a 
terrific crash. People were thrown in 
all directions, and those who were not 
injured by broken wood were more 
or less injured by being bumped 
@gainst the sides of the cars. The 
scene was a most distressing one, and 
._ i shall never forget it.” 

Henry Schively of Jenkintown, 
passenger on the regular train, sald: 

“I was in a smoking car of the 
reguiar train. Our train ran past the 
signal tower. An order was given for 
it to stop, and another order was 
given for it to reverse and go back. 
This was immediately done, ahd we 
had only got a short distance back 
along the line when the second sec- 
tion crashed into us. 

“There was a terrific crash. It 
sounded like a big thunderbolt, or an 
earthquake. People were thrown in 
all directions, Several of the cars 
were smashed like matchwood. 

“After the sounds of the crash, the 
screams and cries of women and men 
.could be heard on every hand. I saw 
a number of bodies of the killed and 
wounded. I do not know the number, 
but there must have been about 
twenty killed outright. Many others 
were unconscious. There must have 
been about seventy injured. The par- 
lor car on our train was smashed, but 
not badly. Its strength saved it, and 
the occupants of it escaped with less 
injuries, I believe, than those in the 
accommodation car next to it,” 

An official of the railway company 
gives the number of dead as twenty-

GOMEZ IS GOVERNOR. 


OLD CUBAN PLANTER’S VIEWS ON 
CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


Americans Rule the Cittes, bat In- 
surgeats Expect to Run the 
Island Government and “Fill 
Their Pockets—Gift of Three Mil- 
lion Dollars a Mistake, 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 12.—The Herald 
quotes Osgood Welsh, a Cuban planter 
of thirty years’ experience, as saying. 

“There is no ga@tting away from the 
fact that Gomez and not Gen. Brooke 
is the actual Governor of Cuba. The 
Americans own and rule the cities, but 
the insurgent knows this, and his army 
of officers know it. Brigandism is as 
bad now as at any time during the 
Spanish reign. Six, I believe, were shot 
the other day at Santiago. The Ameri- 
can people do not know what is going 
om because the information is kept 
from them. American owners of plan- 
tations are afraid to come out openly 
for examination, because they fear in- 
Ssurzents. But they are working under 
cover. As the owner of one of the 
largest plantations near Cienfuegos, | 
am not afraid to tell the truth. If 
legislation does not come pretty quickly 
this government is going to have more 
trouble than it has ever dreamed of.’ 

“It is stated,” it was suggested, 
“that the American plantation-owners 
cannot get men to®work on their plan- 
tations in Cuba, and that they run 
their property.” 

“I said that that difficulty is more 
anticipated than real, so far as the em- 
ployment of labor is concerned,” said 
he. “There is a scarcity of cane and 
cattle in Cuba this year. Everything 
Was eaten up when the island was in 
a state of blockade. I believe there 
are men enough to handle all the work 
there is to do this year, and in the fu- 
ture there will be no difficulty in get- 
ting men to work the plantations. 

“We needmnot expect much help from 
the insurgents in that respect. They 
do not want to work, and they will not 
work. That is not their idea of the 
victory the Americans have won for 
them. They are looking for govern- 
ment positions and for plunder. Their 
army is breaking up into bands of 
brigands. The Spaniards know this, 
and they know that under Cuban rule 
existence would be made a burden to 
them. They are fighting it out to a 
large @xtent already. That is why so 
many of them are leaving the island. 

“It was a mistake to send down $3,- 
000,000 to pay off the insurgent army. 
Gomez knows what he is about. e 
is a shrewd man, and is waiting his 
time. The Cubans do not hesitate to 
talk of making war upon the American 
troops. I question whether they could 
ever become really good citizens even 
after legislation. I believe the Span- 
iards who care to remain on the isl- 
and, will. Wealthy Spaniards who own 
property there want that property pro- 
tected. They would be obedient to an 
American government to have it pro- 
tected. They know the Cubans wil] 
never protect it.” 


ISLAND TREASURERS.

‘WASHINGTON, May 12.—Orders is- 
sued by the War Department today an- 
nounced the appointment of Maj. 
Eugene F. Ladd, quartermaster, U.S.V. 
(captain Ninth United ~ States Cav- 
alry,) as Treasurer of the Islan of 
Cuba, and the appointment of Capt. 
James A. Buchanan, Eleventh United 
States Infantry, as Treasurer of the 
Island of Porto Rico. Capt. Buchanan 
will act as Treasurer in addition to his 
duties as collector at San Juan. 

These officers are created by an 
executive order of May 8, which has 
not been promulgated. The order cre- 
ates a system for the .management 
of the finances of the islangs, providing 
for treasurers, auditors and other neces-_ 
sary officers for keeping the accounts 
of the receipts and expenditures of the 
islands.

all. the old officers were reélected; 
Louisville, Ky., wags chosen as_ the 
next place of meeting, and the ques- 
tion of Federal care of Confederate 
graves was disposed of by the adop- 
tion of a substitute resolution, which 
declines the President’s suggestion, ex- 
cept as to those graves located in the 
North, reserving to the women of the 
South the duty of caring for those in 
the seceding States and in Maryland. 

THE WRANGLING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHARLESTON (S. C.,) May 12.— 
The report of the Historical Commit- 
tee was read and ably presented to 
the Confederate veterans today. Rob- 
ert E. Lee, Jr., grandson of Gen. Robert 
FE. Lee, was introduced to the con- 
vention. and then Dr. John L. Curry 
addressed the gathering, reviewing the 
conditions that caused the wer. He 
declared there awas no rebellion and no 
rebels, but a fight for principles and 
right. His speech created wild enthu- 
siasm. He said the heroism of the 
Southern women had never even been 
approached in the history of the world. 

The Committee on Resolutions then 
reported the substitute for the resolu- 
tion on Federal care of the Confed- 
erate graves, recommending that the 
“United Confederates record their sin- 
cere appreciation of the utterances of 
the President of the United States in 
Atlanta in December last, concerning 
the assumption of the care of the 
graves of our Confederate dead 
by the national government;”’ that 
“we shall welcome any legisla- 
tion which shall result in the care of 
the graves of our compades in the 
northern States by our government.” 

In regard to the Confederate dead, it 
confides ‘“‘the care of their final resting 
place as a sacred trust, dear to the 
hearts of Southern women, and we be- 
lieve we can safely let it remain 
there.” 

Rev. Taylor Martin of Pulaski, Va., 
spoke against the adoption of the re- 
port. He said the veterans had noth- 
ing to do with any suggestion from the 
President, and they would never be 
placed in the attitude of being under 
obligations to the government that 
slew Southern men. He said the dead 
heroes had rather lie in unmarked 
graves, kept green by loyal Southern 
women than sleep beneath the costliest 
monument the, Federal government 
could erect. 

Theodore Busbee of North Carolina 
declared in a speech that it would de 
a discourtesy to the chief of the na- 
tion and a disgrace to the Confederacy 
if the report was not adopted as re- 
ceived from the committee. The dis- 
cussion then grew very bitter, and 
great confusion followed. 

“There is too much McKinleyism in 
it.”’ shouted a veteran in the audience. 
Various expressions followed this, 
many of them bitter and sensational. 

The report was finally adopted with 
cheers. 

The following officers for the ensu- 
ing year were e'ected: Commander-in- 
Chief. Gen. John B. Gordon: Com- 
mander of the Department of Northern 
Virginia, Gen. Wade Hampton; Com- 
mander of Tennessee, Gen. Stephen D. 
Lee: Commandez of the Department 
of the Transmississippi, Gen. W. L. 
Cabell. 

In accepting, Gen. Gordon said 
there were new Confederate camps in 
New York, Boston, Chicago and Co- 
lumbus, O. 

Gen. Colquitt of Atlanta was elected 
Commander-in-Chief. of the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans. His only op- 
ponent was Robert Lee of Virginia. 
The next reunion will be held at Louis- 
ville, Ky. 


OUR CANNED FRUITS. 


EASTERN DEALERS EXPECT THE 
PRICES TO OPEN HIGH, 


Increased Cost of Tin and Solder 
Figures as Well as the Condi- 

- tion of the Crops—Combination 
of Califrnia Pruit-packers Post- 
poned.

NEW YORK, May 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Eastern dealers have been 
advised that no prices have yet been 
made on California canned fruits. In 
view of the known’ condition-of the 
fruit crop in that State, the higher cost 
of packing goods, together with the in- 
creased cost of tin and solder, it is 
confidently expected that the opening 


prices will be higher than they were } 


last year, and that the price of Califor- 
nia goods will be maintained this sea- 
son at a higher price than formerly. 

This fact is said in the trade to be at 
the bottom of the present disposition to 
firmness in the market for canned 
fruits here. It is not considered un- 
likely that this firmness may be fur- 
ther accentuated before the prices of 
the new pack are made. 

As an element in the formation of 
these prices, the attempts to form a 
combination of California fruit-pack- 
ers have been eliminated, for this sea- 
son at least, by the withdrawal of a 
number of the principal packers from

| SYRIAN MANIFESTO. 


Is Taken ‘ns Evidence of Unrest 
Among Turkish Subjects. 
[ASSOCIA'TED TRESS DAY REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The mani- 
festo declaring the independence of 
Syria issued yesterday in New York by 
the Young Syria junta, is not taken se- 
riously in official quarters here, except 
as an evidence of the unrest which has 
prevailed among the Turkish subjects 
living abroad, including the Syrians, 
Armenians and the Turks themselves, 
who conduct a revolutionary organigza- 
tion known as “Young Turks.” 

The reports from United States offi- 
cers in Syria and from United States 
Minister Straus at Constantinople have 
shown no recent uprising or discontent 
in Syria. > 

The Turkish Minister, Ali Ferroup 
Bey, said today the manifesto was en- 
tirely Without importance, and did not 
represent a sentiment prevailing 
among the Syrians in this country or 
at home. Only recently the Minister 
was given a handsome reception in New 
York by the resident Syrians, during 
which the most cordial manifestations 
were shown him, and this is said to be 
the sentiment among the serious and 
responsible element of this people. The 
only opposition element, the Minister 
points out, is made up of a few per- 
sons interested in publishing Arabic 
papers in New York and other parts of 
the country, but these, he says, in no 
way voice the sentiments of the Syrians. 


ROCKED THE TOWN. 


FATAL EXPLOSION OF CHLORATE 
AT ST. HELEN’S, ENGLAND. 


Four Persons Killed rad Twenty In- 
jured at the Kurts Chemical 
Works—Most of the Buildings in 
the Place are Damaged. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A fearful explosion occurred to- 
day at the Kurts Chemical Works, St. 
Helen’s, Lancaster county, killing four 
persons and seriously injuring twenty. 

Fire broke out in the chlorate house, 
and a large quantity 4f chlorate ex- 
ploded, causing much destruction. 
Subseqtiently the boiler exploded, and 
the whole works were razed. The town 
was strewn with débris, and most of 
the buildings in the place were dam- 
aged. The total loss was £100,000. 

VITROL AND GAS.

LONDON, May 12.—EKighty tons of 
chlorate exploded. Vitrol, which 
streamed into the sewers, spread dev- 
astation.

TEXAS AGAINST TRUSTS. 


DRASTIC MEASURE PASSED BY THE 
STATE LEGISLATURE, 


It Will Prohibit Pooling.and the 
Handling or Sale of Products of 
Any Organization Designed to 
Crush Competitica. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


, AUSTIN (Tex.,) May 12.—The House 
of the Texas Legislature today finally 
passed the Anti-Trust Bill as it came 
from the Senate Tuesday. The Dill 
as passed is decidedly more drastic 
than the Arkansas law. It absolutely 
debars any pool or trust from doing 
business in the State, prevents their 
goods from being used in the State, 
for the reason that it clearly specifies 
that goods bought from any trust or 
corporation which may prove to be a 
trust, need not be paid for. It also 
provides that no corporation can fix 
a price on its goods and force mer- 
chants to sell at such a price. 

It provides further, that pooling is 
strictly prohibited, and that any cor- 
poration giving away its goods with 
a view of crushing competition shall 
be adjudged a member of a trust, and 
shall be debarred from doing busi- 
ness in the State. The bill passed the 
House this evening, and will be sent 
to the Governor at once. 

The House members who formerly 
favored the Arkansas law, accepted 
the Senate bill without any discussion. 
The bill passed by a vote of 101 to 3.

LAND OFFICE BUSINESS. 


Baker’s Lake Set Apart for a Fish 
Hatchery.

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ROSWELL P. FLOWER. 


EX-GOVERNOR OF NEW YORK 
DIES SUDDENLY. 
Was Taken Il Early in the Day 


With Acute Indigestion and 
Heart Failure Followed. 


A POWER IN WALL STREET. 


HIS RECENT PROFITS EXCEED TEN 
MILLION DOLLARS. 


Did Hard Work om a Farm as a 
'Boy—His Inmsight Into Stocks. 
Helped Tilden Down Tweed. 

The Steel Trast. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 12.—Former Gov- 
ernor Roswell P. Flower died tonight at 
10:30 o’clock at the Eastport Country 
Club, Eastport, L. I. 

Mr. Flower was taken ill early in the 
day with a severe attack of acute_.in- 
digestion. In the afternoon symptoms 
of heart failure supervened, and he 
grew steadily worse until the time of 
his death. The attack of heart failure 
was accompanied by a fainting spell, 
and Mr. Flower’s family in New York 
City were quickly notified. 

Mrs. Flower and the ex-Governar’s 
nephew, Frederick S. Flower, accom- 
panied by Dr. Thomas H. Allen, Mr. 
Flower’s physician, left at once on a 
special train for Eastport. When they 
arrived there, Flower had somewhat 
recovered, but tonight the attack of 
heart failure was marked, and he be- 
came unconscious an hour or more be- 
fore his death. » 

Mr. Flower has been a sufferer from 
gastritis for a long time, with every 
now and then an acute attack. For a 
month or two past he has been a reg- 
ular visitor at the Eastport Country 
Club, in the hope that he would find 
some relief in the outing. He appeared 
in robust health this morning when he 
arrived, and he intended to remain un- 
til Monday. The attack from which he. 
died today came on suddenly, and was 
of a more severe type at the outset 
than any that he had previously suf- 
fered. No arrangements for the fu- 
neral have yet been made. 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 12.—Roswell P. 
Flower was born in Theresa, Jeffer- 
son county, New York, August 7, 1835. 
Roswell was the sixth of nine children, 
and when his father died he was 8 
years old. He worked with his brother 
on two farms which his mother owned, 
and spent his time between school ses- 
sions in the hardest kind of labor. He 
became deputy postmaster of Water- 
town, N. Y., in 1853, and kept his place 
six years. Then he became a partner in 
the jewelry firm of Hitchcock & Flower, 
bought out his partner at the end. of 
two years and continued in the business 
until 1869. 

Flower came to New York in that 
year to take charge of the. estate of 
Henry Keep, whose widow was Mrs. 
Flower’s sister. Keep owned a great 
many railroad and other stocks, and 
during the months before his death he 
spent much time in instructing Flower 
about them. Having thus gained *n- 
sight into Wall street and its th- 
ods, Flower farmed, in 1870, the firm of 
Benedict, Flower & Co., in which he 
joined E. C. Benedict and H. H. Tru- 
man. This firm was dissolved.in 1872. 
Not long afterward he organized the 
banking firm of Flower & Co., which 
has since been a power in Wall street. 

Flowet always was a Democrat. In 
the early seventies he helped Samuel J. 
Tilden to develop the famous organiza- 
tion which exposed Tweed, and enjoyed 
many other triumphs. 

_ Flower was chosen chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee in 1877, 
and in 1881 he defeated William Wal- 
dorf Astor for Congress, after a hot 
campaign in the Eleventh District. He 
yee elected Governor of the State in 

Fiower took up the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit project less than two years 
ago, buying from 20,000 to 30,000 shares 
at about 25, when the capital stock 
was only $25,000,000. He absorbed 
many subordinate lines, among them 
the Nassau Electric Company, and in- 
creased the capital stock to $45,000,000, 
and by his extraordinary successful 
manipulation put the price upto 137. 
His holdings in Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit alone, which.cost him, two years 
ago, little more than $500,000, are 
worth, at today’s market price, more 
than $3,000,000. 

Flower was one of the founders of 
the Federal Steel trust, which is capi- 
talized at over $99,000,000. Good au- 
thorities estimate that his profits in 
the last eighteen months in Wall 
street have exceeded $10,000,000. He has 
become in that time the acknowledged 
leader in the finance markets of New 
York. 

Flower married Sarah Woodruff, a 
daughter of Morris M. Woodruff of 
Watertown, N. Y. Three children were 
born, of whom. only one_ survives, 
Emma Gertrude, who is the wife of 
John B. Taylor. 


EXPORT STATISTICS. 


Decrease in the Amount of Stuffs 
Sent Aboard.

— The 
monthly statement of the exports of 
domestic breadstuffs, provisions, cot-.

Breadstuffs, $15,131,485; decrease, as 
compared with April, 1898, about $12,- 
298,000; cattle and ‘hogs, $2,551,362: de- 
crease, $185,000; provisions, $12,636,650;

crease, $6,330,000; mmneral oils, $4,267,- 
075; increase, $300,000; total, $42,352,154; 
decrease, $20,000,000. 

For the ten months of the present 
year the total exports of these products 
were $617,079,957, against $674,443,2%5 for 
the corresponding period of 1896.

sistent and prevailing feeling that we 
ought to do more; that the American 
nation in some unofficial and spon- 
taneous way should recognize the 
services of Dewey, as the British na- 
tion recognized the services of Well- 
ington, when it presented him with 
the estate of Strathfieldsay. 

“Evidently it will not do to make 
any ‘exclusive’ acknowledgment of the 
services of an American hero, to whom 
all Americans feel equally grateful. 
Evidently it will not do to leave him 
at the mercy of a group of million- 
aires. Evidently it will not do to 
exclude from the national testimonial 
to the admiral any American citizen 
who desires to bear his part in it. 
Why not appeal directly to the pub- 
lic, through its immediate organs and 
agents, the newspapers, which get 
their living by representing its senti- 
ments? 

“There are some 20,000 periodicals in 
the United States which are entitled 
to transmission as such through the 
mails, Among them are 2119 daily 
papers, which represent most imme- 
diately and most accurately the senti- 
ment of the United States. Let us as- 
sume that only one-fourth part of 
these are in a position to act as col- 
lecting and distributing agents for a 
national Dewey testimonial, and that 
each one of these 500 is willing to 
pledge itself to the collection from 
its readers, and the transmission to, 
the appointed trustees of the sum of 
$500 for that fund. 

“Surely this estimate is moderate 
enough, and surely the amount of 
each individual subscription, which 
must be strictly fixed and limfted, is 
moderate enough to prevent any news- 
paper from exploiting the admiral for 
the purpose of advertising itself. And 
yet, the aggregate of the subscriptions 
would be $250,000. Half of this should 
go to the erection of a residence for 
the admiral in whatever place in the 
United States he might prefer to put 
it, and the other half for his personal 
use. 

“The President of the United States, 
the Secretary of State and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury would be appro- 
priate custodians of the fund, and 
their willingness to assume its custody 
may be taken for granted.’’

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Rear-Ad- 
miral Watson will sail from San Fran- 
cisco next Tuesday as a passenger on one 
of the regular Pacific Mail steamships, 
but cannot possibly reach Manila be- 
fort the middle of June. Orders have 
been issued placing Capt. A. S. Barker 
in command of the Asiatic squadron 
after Admiral Dewey's departure, until 
relieved by Watson. 

Capt. Barker is now in command of 
the battleship Oregon, the pride of 
the navy, and, next to Admiral Dewey, 
is the senior officer on the station. 
He is an officer of ability and discre- 
tion, and may be depended on to take 
good care of the interests of the United 
States. He was assistant chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation during Admiral 
Ramsey’s term of office, and a mem- 
ber of the Naval War or Strategy 
Board during the Spanish war. At the 
close of the war, he relieved Capt.

Oregon and took that magnificent war- 
ship from New York around the Horn 
to Callao, Peru, and thence by way 
of Honolulu to Manila, where she ar- 
rived several weeks ago. 

As soon as relieved of command of 
the Asiatic squadron by Rear-Admiral 
Watson, about the middle of June, 
Capt. Barker will start for home under 
a leave of absence, granted a few days 
ego.

The party established winter 
quarters 300 miles up the Kowak River. 
After- untold hardships and labor, they 
decided that there was no gold in the 
country. On February 19 Fysh and Wil- 
liams struck out over the divide to 
Koyukuk, thence to Dawson, a dis- 
tance of 1500 miles. 

Fysh reports that Kotzebue Sound is 
thickly peopled with an intelligent race 
of Indians closely resembling the Jap- 
anese in habits and physique. The 
principal diet heretofore has been dried 
salmon, but the abundance of white 
man’s food last summer was the cause 
of laying away less than half a crop 
of salmon. The result this winter ws 
that the illy-nourished natives have 
been dying off like sheep. He says the 
opening of the Bering Sea will see the 
exodus of the last white man, and only 
a scattering of cabins will mark the 
scene of one of the most disastrous 
gold-hunting expeditions since Cortez 
landed on the coast of Florida. 

I. Siegel, a United States mail- 
carrier, arrived from Daw® today 
with 165 pounds of mail matter from 
points on the American side of the 
Yukon, commencing at St. Michael's. 
He made the trip in fifteen days. He 
broke through the ice several times, 
having many narrow escapes. He re- 
ports that five large mails for Dawson 
are hung up at Selkirk, Hootalinqua 
and White Horse, and will have to wait 
the opening of navigation. The Yukon 
and its tributaries are fast breaking up. 
Thirty-Mile River is free of ice, and 
Fifty-Mile River is open from White 
Horse Rapids to Lake Marsh.

THE DERELICT SIGHTED. 


Elihu Thompson’s Captain Refuscd 
Offer of a Tow. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—The 
steamer Santa Rosa, which arrived 
from Southern California ports today, 
reports having sighted shortly after 
midnight the derelict steamer Elihu 
Thompson, which became disabled at 
sea on the morning of April 30 by 
the breaking of her shaft. 

The Thompson sailed from Honolulu 
for San Francisco April 19, and was 
spoken by the United States transport 
steamer Senator a few hours after “e 
accident. The Senator supplied the 
vessel with rations for two months, 
and took fourteen of her crew on board. 
with the intention of landing them at 
Honolulu, but they were transferred 
to the steamer Moang at sea and 
brought to this city.. On news of the 
disaster reaching here several tugs were 
sent out to pick the vessel up, but thev 
were unfortunate in their search and 
returned to this city. 

The steamer City of Peking sighted 
the Thompson a week ago and suppli¢' 
her with canvas. The captain of the 
Santa Rosa offered the Thompson a 
tow, but Capt. Whitney refused aid. 
He wished to be reported as well, and 
seid he would try to make either the 
port of Santa Cruz or Monterey. It is 
expected that fhe disabled vessel will 
arrive at one of these ports some time 
today. The Thompson is owned by 
Seattle parties. 


REAGHES SANTA CRUZ. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SANTA CRUZ, May 12.—The steamer 
Elihu Thompson, for which tugboats 
have been vainly searching for over a 
week, arrived at this port today under 
sail, and dropped anchor off Lighthouse 
Point. Capt. Whitney and all on board 
are well. 

The Thompson sailed from Honolulu 
April 19, with 1089 tons of sugar for San 
Francisco.-When 250 miles from the 
jatter port, on the morning of April 30, 
her propeller broke and became use- 
less. Four hours later the transport 
Senator was sighted, and in answer to 
signals of distress, came alongside the 
Thompson. The Senator was preparing 
to take the disabled vessel in tow 
when the -colonel commanding the 
troops on board the Senator forbade 
such delay in getting his men to Hono- 
lulu as this would cause. 

The captain of the Senator then of- 
fered to transport the officers and crew 
of the Thompson to Honolulu. This 
offer was accepted by thirteen sailors. 
‘apt. Whitney, First Mate Angreton, 
Second Mate Stevenson, twe engineers 
and three sailors, remained on the 
Thompson. A supply of fresh provis- 
ions were taken on board, all sails were 
set and the Thompson resumed her 
vovage. 

For two days she drifted southward, 
making little progress. Then more 
sails were improvised, canvas awnings 
and tarpaulins being utilized.. This 
enabled the vessel to make from thirty 
to thirty-five miles headway a day. 
Last Friday the City of Peking was 
spoken, but her offer to tow the 
Thompson to port was declined. At 
1:30 a’clock this morning the steamer 
Santa Rosa was met off Pigeon Point, 
and another offer of a tow was re- 
fused with thanks. 

The Thompson would have made San 
Francisco today, but owing to the fog, 
her captain decided to put into this 
piace. She will be towed to her des- 
tination by the tug Fearless. During 
her votage, heavy winds were encoun- 
tered, but the steamer has arrived in 
good condition. 


NOW THE ATTORNEYS. 


Murdock Case Reaches the Stage of 
Counsel’s Arguments.

WILLOWS May 12.—Argument in 
the Murdock note case commenced this 
morning, Attorney W. Cannon making 
the opening statement to the jury.

County.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—Supe- 
rior Judge Belcher’ today rendered 
judgment in favor of James and Ar- 
thur Dowdell in: their action against 
Charles Carpy, the well-known wine 
merchant, to recover the value of 368,- 
000 gallons of wine sold at a forced 
sale under a judgment which was sub- 
sequently reversed. 

The plaintiffs, Dowdell & Son, were

wine-makers in Napa county. They 
borrowed $27,500 from the Bank of 
St. Helena, and gave notes therefore 


secured by: chattel mortgages upon 
450,000 gallons of wine, more or less, 
with the cooperage, then stored in 
their cellars. Afterward, with the 
consent of the mortgagee, they sold 
some of the wine, and there was then 
left in the cellars some 368,000 gallons 
of wine and its cooperage, covered 
by the mortgage. 

Lac:er the plaintiffs agreed with Che- 
valier, another wine-grower, to sell him 
the 368,000 gallons at 11 cents a gallon, 
payment to be made at the St. Helena 
Bank and there applied on the account 
of the plaintiffs with the bank. The 
agreement was approved by the bank 
mortgagee, who consented that the 
wine be removed from Napa county, 
and released the wine from the liens of 
its mortgages. 

Carpy, who was business rival, 
heard of the transaction and immedi- 
ately bought up the mortgage and com- 
menced action to foreclose. A receiver 
was appointed and thé Wine was sold, 
the money being used in the liquidation 
of the debt. The judgment was reversed 
by the Supreme Court. On the second 
trial, Carpy got the judgment and the 
+ tee from this decision is still pend- 
ng. 

The acgion decided by Judge Belcher 
today w3 in tort, asking the court to 
award tit plaintiff the highest market 
value of the wine within a reasonable 
time of the sale, with recovery of all 
expenses paid. Carpy, in defense, ad- 
mitted their right of action, but in- 
sisted that the plaintiff could re- 
ecver only the amount received at the 
sale, less expenses; that is to say, $28,- 
‘28.73, with interest amounting to $7,- 
469.46, making $36,198.19 in all. Against 
this he insisted upon his right to set 
off his judgment of $34,122.50, plus in- 
terest $5,382.86, making a total of $37,- 
(05.37, leaving a balance in his favor 
of $1507.16. The case was brought before 
Judge Belcher, and occupied several 
weeks in trial. :

PEOPLE OF JENOTEPE ENTERTAIN 
THEIR PRESIDENT.

Rumors Current That He Intends to 
Resign and Visit This Country 
and Europe—Saginaw Man Gets 
a Concession. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) April 22.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press. Wired from Chicago, May 12.] 


Considerable preparations were made: 


by government officials for the arrival 
at the puebla of Jenotepe, today, of 
President Zelaya and his ‘‘abinet, 
who expect to make this town the capi- 
tal for a month or so. Speeches were 
made in laudation of Zelaya, and a 
dinner and ball were given in his honor. 
The expenses of all such affairs are 
usually paid by the government in 
these Central American states. 

The reported sale of the govern- 
ment railroads, steamboats and ma- 
chine shops to an English syndicate 
for $6,500.000 in silver (soles) proves 
to have been erroneous. It now ap- 
pears that an English syndicate_has 
obtained from the government an 
eight-months’ option on the proper- 
ties at a price about twice that at 
which they had been offered to the 
Maritime Canal Company of ‘Nicar- 
agua. 

Rumors are still current that Presi- 
dent Zelaya intends to resign and visit 
the United States and Europe as soon 
as the government can get enough 
money. 

On April 19, the government of Nica- 
ragua conceded to Herbert Savage of 
Saginaw, Mich., the right to utilize 
as much of the waters of Tipitape, a 
river having about sixteen feet fall. 
connecting Lakes Nicaragua end 
Managua, as may be needed for oper- 
ating electric power and lights at the 
locality and in the cities of Managua 
and Granada, eech about twenty miles 
fvom the river. The conces- 
sion is subject, however, to the pre- 
vious rights granted to the Maritime 
Canal Company. Provisions for car- 
rying passengers and freight on his 
trollev lines and for electric lights 
should be apvroved by both the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua and the munici- 
pal governments of the cities named, 
all adjudications to be made by the 
judiciary of the government of Nica- 
rageua. The concessionaire the 
right to elevate the water in Lake 
Managua about eight feet by a dam 
across Rio Tipitape if he can do so, 
during the short rainy season of each 
year, as a provision against the evap- 
oration from the present level of the 
lake of over five inches ver month. 

The steamer on the Rio Juan del 
Norte. having as passengers Hon. Wil- 
liam L. Merry, United States Minister 
to Nicaragua, Costa Rica and Salva- 
dor. en route from Greytown to Blue- 
fields. broke her rudder after leaving 
Sean Carlos and floated, sruided by 
poles. to Castillo. None of the pas- 
sengers were injured.

THE PACIFIC ROADS AND THE 
SANTA FE AGREED. : 


One Fare for the Round Trip Plas 
the Usual Extra Charge of Two 
Dollars—Chances Good for a 
Lively Scramble. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, May 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The three transcontinen- 
tal lines that, for some time, have 
assumed a menacing attitude on the 
subject of rates to the annual con- 
vention of the National Educational 
Association in Los Angeles in July, 
have finally reached an amicable un- 
derstanding. These are the Southern 
Pacific, Santa Fé and the Union Pa- 
cific.

RATES IN THE SOUTH.# 


RAILWAY OFFICIALS CONFER 
WITH THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Repre- 
sented at the Hearing Had in 
Washington Yesterday — Export 
Rates at New York to Be Investi. 
gated. 


About Twenty-five Roads 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Another 
conference of railway officials witl} 
the Interstate Commerce Commission- 
ers began here today, the subject this 
time being the rate situation in the 
South. About twenty-five reads were 
represented, cévering the territory 
south of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi. The published rates in 
the South are stated to be better 
maintained than in most sections, but 
there have been complaints of dis- 
crimination in some cases in favor of 
the larger cities and towns. 

The. commission will, next Monday, 
begin in New York an investigation 
into the subject of the export rates 
by the various transcontinental lines, 
ithe most discouraging feature of the 
present rate situation. Many of the 
roads have represented to the com- 
mission that they are under-no obliga~ 
tion to publish the export rates, hold- 
ing that the sixth section of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act regarding pub- 
lication does not apply to these 
rates. The commission, however, pur- 
poses to contest this assertion, and 
will make a thorough inquiry with a 
view to remedying the demoralization 
of rates in which all the transconti- 
nental lines figure. The trouble is an 
old one, and is due to the competition 
for business among commission agents 
of the road.t 

This export freight demoralization is 
general, the rates in some cases be- 
ing cut 50 to 100 per cent., it is said, 
below domestic rates.

WASHINGTON COMMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—No dis- 
patch received recently from Manila 
has been received with deeper interest 
at the War Department than that 
which was sent by the Associated Press 
via Hongkong. War Department offi- 
cials and army officials did not like to 
be quoted upon the subject, but the 
comment generally among army offi- 
cers was that the troops which had 
been fighting so long and continuously 
are exhausted and were really in need 
of rest. It was explained that the 
men did not fear fighting, but after 
fighting and marching and constant 
picket duty they were, no doubt, much 
exhausted. 

Some army officers suggested that the 
action of the Nebraska regiment was 
like a town meeting, and that an army 
could not be conducted upon ‘such lines. 
Comment was made to the effect that 
the dispatches indicated various regi- 
ments were on duty constantly, and 
that there ‘was no reserve to relieve 
them when they reached the limit of 
endurance. 

It was stated by an officer in the de- 
partment that one reason why it had 
been impossible to relieve the volun- 
teers with the regulars now at Manila 
was because the regulars recently sent 
to the Philippines were at least two- 
thirds recruits, and were necessarily 
untrained, and lacked the dfscipline of 
the volunteers, who are now veterans. 
It is believed that Gen. Otis does not 
care to risk the hard fighting to un- 
tried men, and that he desires the 
volunteers to remain at the front be- 
cause he is sure of them in any emer- 
gency.

SERVICE COMMISSION HAS 
SOME IDEAS. 


CIVIL 


Would Recommend a Form of Gov- 
ernment for the New Possessions 
Fashioned Aftér the British 

Policy. 


[BY DIRECT WMP TO THP TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, May 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says the report of the Civil Service 
Commission, now in course of prepara- 
tion, will contain some recommenda- 
tions concerning the system of govern- 
ment for the Philippines and Porto 
Rico. 

The commission will lay great stress 
on the policy of the British govern- 
ment not to grant autonomy to its 
colonies in the tropics, unless a con- 
siderable number of the inhabitants 
are of the Anglo-Saxon race, and will 
inferentially contend that the United 
States should follow that system. 
This is seemingly outside the province 
of the commission’s functions, but. the 
commission is apparently red-hot for 
expansion and believes it should have 
some say about the manner in which 
offices are to be distributed if: the 
United States is to maintain permanent 
control over the new possessions. 

The commission will recommend that 
all the higher offices should be filled 
according to merit, and not be sub- 
ject to political fluctuations, as in the 
United States, and that all offices.in- 
volving the handling of the revenues 
should be under the merit system. | 

The commission will als® 
that all revenues collected in tie néw 
insular possessions be -.expended- for 
the benefit of those possessions, . 

A system of promotion, based 
on the British colonial policy, is pro- 
posed. Under this, appointments in the 
insular service will first be made to 
the smaller offices, and appointees be 
advanced according to merit to more 
desirable places. In the course of 
time, when the system is well under 
way, new appointees would be sent 
to the smaller colonies and permitted 
to work their way up to places in the 
larger islands. | 


HISTORY RETOLD. 


The Story of How Loretta Addis 
Came to Be Lady Sholto Douglas. 


[Bakersfield Californian:] The Te- 
hachapi Times, Gray Oliver editor, 
contains a society item. relating to the 
fact that Lady Sholto Douglas was a 
guest lately at a swell wedding in Lon- 
don. Anything concerning this titled 
lady interests Mr. Oliver and other 
newspaper men who were working on 
the Bakersfield papers some four years 
ago, for she is their joint creation. She, 
Loretta Mooney, was a dive attraction 
and was known to the tenderloin. fre- 
quenters as Loretta Addis. That was 
her “stage name.” One night Douglas, 
long on appetite, short on brains and 
fairly well fixed for cash, drifted in and 
allowed the fair creature to sell beer 
to him on commission and make love 
to him for th? sake of more commis- 
sions. He became infatuated with her 
dark curls and freckled, stubby nose. 
He raved about her, and wanted to 
marry her straight away, and his 
friends charged him with insanity. 
Locked in jail, the stream of his money 
dammed up, he was no longer an at- 
traction to Miss Addis, and she pro- 
posed to shake him. He was a fool, 
anyway, she thought. 

The episode had been a sensation. 
The city papers had printed columns 
of stuff and paid a lot of good money 
for it. The reporters’ harvest was end- 
ed if something was not done. The girl 
must not turn away from her lordly 
edmirer. So she was visited by a com- 
mittee of reporters. They called to her 
attention the splendid career before 
her. They described her brilliant stage 
future. They showed her that she had 
the chance to choose between remaining 
a low dive performer and becoming the 
famous Lady Sholto Douglas drawing 
a big salary at the vaudeville shows. 
She listened eagerly and consented to 
marry. The newspaper men accom- 
panied her to the jail and the Douglas 
Rave audience to her. There and then 
the marriage agreement was made and 
shortly afterward Sholto was set at lib- 
erty. He walked directly to the Cali- 
fornian office, tried to whip the then 
editor, and was thrown out upon the 
sidewalk. A friend accused him in a 
justice’s court With battery. He plead- 
ed guilty, paid a fine and left on the 
first train for San Franciseo, where 
he was joined by the woman in the 
case, and where they were married 
soon after.

VESUVIUS FIRED NO DYNAMITE. 


None of the So-called Dynamite 
Cruisers or Guns Does. 


[New York Sun:] “One of the com- 
monest errors,” said a man who makes 
explosive shells for the big guns used 
by the army and navy, “is the descrip- 
tion of any gun as a dynamite gun. 
Two-thirds of the people believe that 
the so-called dynamite guns really hurl 
dynamite. The Vesuvius, you know, is 
called a dynamite cruiser. As a 
matter of fact, I can state that there 
never was a pound of dynamite on the 
Vesuvius, and no dynamite guns, so- 
called, have ever fired any dynamite. | 
Dynamite shells, so-called, are never 
loaded with dynamite. Dynamite 
never has been, and I don’t believe it 
ever will be, used in time of war, be- 
cause it is not a safe explosive - to han- 
dle. It would be more dangerous to the 
side using it than*it would be to the 
enemy: Another reason it will névéer 
be used is that there are other explo- 
sives that are more powerful than dy- 
namite that can be handled with 
safety. Gun cotton, for instance, will 
give a greater number of expansions 
than dynamite, provided it is properly 
made and properly used. I don’t know 
the exact composition of the 
that were used by the Vesuvius during 
the Santiago campaign, but I remember 
reading in the Sun that the Spaniards 
who left the city and. were picked up 
by the American troops said when they 
were asked how the people in the city 
were getting on: ‘Oh, we got on all 
right until the Yankees began to throw 
earthquakes at us.’ 

“By the way, the only thing I ever 
saw printed about those shells’ the 
Vesuvius fired is in a pamphlet issued 
by the office of naval intelligence, writ- 
ten by Lieut. José Muller. He says: 
‘One. of the projectiles which fell on 
the northern slope of the Socapa tore 
up trees right and left for a distance 
of about twenty meters... From a cer- 
tain distance, as I could see the day I 
went to the Mercedes, it looked as 
though a road had been opened across 
the mountain. Another, which fell a 
short distance from the one just re- 
ferred to,, made an excavation, not 
deep, but very wide. I was told that it 
would hold twenty horses. If the 
projectiles dropped close to a battery, 
its ruin was certain, for one must see 
the effects of one of these projectiles 
to understand them.’ ”’ 


MEXICO’S QUEEREST CITY. 


_Catorce, So Named Because it Was 


Stronghold of Fourteen Robbers. 


{Modern Mexico:] Eight miles due 
east over the mountains from Catorce 
station, on the Mexican National il- 
road, is the city of that name, a 
along whose steep, winding street 
neither wagon nor cart, neither stage 
nor ’bus, nor any other wheeled vehicle 
was ever known to pass, although it 
has often boasted of a population of 
40.000 souls. 

The city takes its name from once 
being the stronghold and the property 
of a band of fourteen of the most dar- 
ing, desperate, dangerous and success- 
ful robbers that ever laid tribute on 
roads of Mexico. They discovered, and 
for many years worked, the rich de- 
posits of silver that abound in this 
entire section of the country—deposits, 
the value of which, if current report 
be true, for hundreds of years out- 
rivalled the mythical riches related of 
Ophir. Strange to relate, every piece 
of machinery, every pound of freight, 
and every passenger to and from Ca- 
torce is transported today. as for cen- 
turies past, either on the backs of men 
or mules. 

Catorce is one of the most interest- 
ing places in Mexico. Here are found 
the customs of Mexico in their purity, 
unaffected by the influence of the 
stranger. Difficult of access, the town 
can be reached only by horseback or 
on foot. Catorce has seldom been vis- 
ited by any except those making busi- 
ness trips. The ride up the mountains 
into the town is something, once ac- 
complished, always to be remembered, 
partly from its element of personal 


peril, but more because of the beauty 


of the landscape encountered at every 
turn. Glancing down, as you near 
your journey’s end, you catch a gleam 
of the white walls of Los Catorce out- 
lined against the green of the moun- 
tain side. Thousands of feet below 
shimmer the waters of a mountain 
stream. The shifting coloring of- the 
‘mountains as light and shade chase 
each other over their rugged expanse, 
the browns and greens of the valley 
below, and the hills in the hazy _dis- 
tance are “beautiful exceedingly.” 
The Real de Catorce is built on the 
side of a ravine near the top of the 
range, and has a varying ponulation 
of from 8000 to '0,000, as the mines are 
paying well of poorly. Here are found 
all varieties of silver ore, from carbon- 
ates to refractory ore, assaying $15,- 
000 to the ton. Catorce has a (fine 
cathedral, richly decorated. and a 
pretty plaza, the only level spot in the 
place. -To use a railroad phrase, it is 
a combination of cut and fill, so that 
to tumble into it on one side and out 
the other would be extremly disastrous. 
The streets are neatly paved, and run 
up and down hill, many of them at an 
angle of 45 deg.. Altogether, this is 
one. of the show places of Mexich. ~

It Has Pat on the Screws and Put 
Up the Price. 


(Cincinnati Enquirer:}] Within the 
fortnight. since the bananas, the poor 
man’s fruit America over, fell into 
the control of a trust, the screws on 
the price have been twisted 25 per 
cent, tighter. This astounding adr 
vance was felt painfully in Cincinnati 
last week. Twenty-five per cent.! 
Sing again that beautiful song, 
“Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean, the 
Home or thé Freé and the Brave!” 
Where will you find greater bravery 
or greater freedom than this’ twist 


chalks up for the men. at the twister? de 


These shining examples of bravery 
and freedom are gentlemen of supe- 
rior education and polish, with the 
brand of the bean pot on their brow 
and Plymouth Rock in their back 
yards. They are Boston millionaires. 
these gentlemen who have felt called 
upon to snatch away the poor man’s 
fruit, and then demand that he shall 
add unrighteous sums to their mil- 
lions before he can partake of it. 
Before the trust that now controls 
the entire banana trade of America 
got down to business the fruit re 
tailed at 5 to 10 cents a dozen through- 
out the entire country, Cincinnati in- 
cluded.» Since the trust fangs closed 
in the consumers must pay 15 cents 
a dozen for bananas. To get an idea 
of the magnitude of the quantity of 
this fruit consumed in America notice 
how much of it is eaten in Cincinnati 
alone in the course of a year. The 
amount is 1000 carloads. There are 
500 bunches to a car, and 100 bananas 
to a bunch. Four million dozen of 
bananas consumed in Cincinnati every 
year! And this almost exclusively by 
the poor and the middle classes, the 
fruit being too common for the rich, 
according to statements made by the 
dealers. With Cincinnati eating 4,000,- 
000 dozen a year, what must be the 
total for the entire United States? 
Such is the business the absolute con- 
trol of which has been gained by these 
Bostonese, who put up — $20,000,000 
therefor. This robber rise of 25 per 
cent. means that they pocket $200,000 
of Cincinnati money alone, extra 
profits over and above the usual 
larger regular profits per annum that 
the business has always paid. The 
millions into which this profit wrung 
from the poor of the country runs 
must be something staggering. If it 
was only a “corner” deal there would 
hope ahead, but this trust has 
bought outright practically the ‘entire 
supply and absolutely all banana ship- 
ping facilities for all America, thereby 
shutting out all opposition, 


THE TELEPHONE IN AFRICA. 


Two Important Lines Being Pushed 
on the Dark Contiaent. 


[Philadelphia Record:] Two expedi- 
tions engaged in laying telegraphs re- 
cently met almost in the very heart of: 
Africa. One expedition was promoted 
by Mr. Rhodes, under the direction of 
the Transcontinental Telegraph Com- 
pany. It is pushing its wires north- 
ward, and has reached a point a few 
miles north of Karonga, situated at the 
northern end of Lake Nyassa. It has 
surveyed the country from this point to 
the southern end of Lake Tanganyika. 
The other, a Belgian expedition, headed 
by R. D. L. Mohun, formerly United 
States Consul at Bombay, while 
financed by Belgians, consists entirely 
of Englishmen and Americans. Its ob- 
ject is to carry the telegraph wire from 
Mtowa on Lake Tanganyika to Ka- 
songo on the Congo, a distance of 200 
miles. From this point, another section 
will be carried to the Stanley Falls, 
and will ultimately join the Egyptian 
and Uganda, sections, compelling com- 
munication w the East and Central 
Africa. 

The picture represents the first tele- 
phone set up in Central Africa. It is 
used in connection with the expedition 
of the Transcontinental Telegraph 
Company, and connects Karonga with 
Cambwe, on temporary posts, with an 
intermediate station. The telephone 
was a source of considerable astonish- 
ment to the natives, when they were 
told that we could talk to Mr. Fox, the 
chief constructor of the African Trans- 
continental Telegraph Company’s line, 
at Cambwe, instead of sending them up 
with ‘chits.” Their astonishment was 
mixed with some degree of fear when 
they put their fingers upon the instru- 
ment. They could not believe at first 
— their fingers were not full of nee- 

es. 


DOG CEMETERY. 


Such a Place Regularly Maintained 
in Hyde Park, London. 


[Cincinnati Enquirer:} A good-na- 
tured, intelligent dog is something 
that all of us can’t help but like. It 
is doubtful, however, if any of uy 
would advocate having a regular dog 
cemetery or carefully-kept public 
burying ground for even our own 
favorite dogs. But this is just what 
they have in Hyde Park, London, Eng. 
The English people, and particularly 
the lords and ladies, are probably 
more fond of dogs, and pay far more 
attention to them than do the men 
and women of any other country in 
the world. They make a great dea] 
out of them in the way of hunting 
companions and pets generally. Per- 
haps, it is not so very remarkable, 
then, that these wealthy lovers of 
dogs should provide a cemetery for 
these great pets of theirs. Anyhow, 
they do so, and right in a very promi- 
nent part of their big city of Lon- 
don, too. In this dogs’ cemetery. in 
Hyde Park, London, one may see rows 
and rows of handsome tombstones 


j erected by sorrowing masters and 


mistresses in loving memory of their 
departed canine pets. There, close to 
the iron railing in the rear of one 
of the keepers’ houses repose the 
bedies of deceased St. Bernards, pugs, 
Irish terriers, fox hounds, and nearly 
every other kind of dogs. It is a 
very aristocratic cemetery, for only 
those’dogs that had the good fortune 
to have wealthy masters are ever 
buried here. 

A peculiar feature of this cemetery 


is that no one ever knows who fhe 
owners of the dogs were, the keeper 
the burial ground, being the 


guardian of that. Most of the graves 
are visited regularly, and kept in per- 
fect condition by the admirers of the 
parted doggie. Over them flowers 
are planted, and on the grave stones 
tender epitaphs are engraved.

GEN. JOHN HARTRANFT’S STATUE 
UNVEILED IN CAPITAL PARK.

Designed by F. Wellington Ruck- 
stuhi~—Is Artistic and Lifelike. 
Procession Follows the Cere- 
monies Ending With a Gracefal 
Tribute to the General’s Family. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) May 12.—The 
equestrian statue of Gen. John F. 
Hartranft in Capitol Park was un- 
veiled with impressive ceremonies this 
afternoon in the presence of a large 
concourse. President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley were expected to be present, 
but they could not come on account 
of the condition of the President's 
health. 

A telegram was received this morn- 
ing by the Reception Committee from 
Maj.-Gen. Miles, stating that on ac- 
count of official business at Washing- 


ton he would be unable to come. 
Postmaster-General Smith, Secretary 
Alger and Adjt.-Gen. Corbin were 


present to do honor to the hero of 
Fort Stedman. Another guest of honor 
was Gen, Douglass of Haggérstown, 
an aide on the staff of Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson. 

The statue was designed by F. Wel- 
lington Ruckstuhl of New York, and 
is regarded as one of the most ar- 
tistic and life-like equestrian statues 
in this country. It represents Gen. 
Hartranft returning from war, receiv- 
ing the plaudits of the people. 

The exercises opened with music by 
the Carlisle Indian Band. The statue 
was unveiled by Miss Leonora Em- 
bick, daughter of ex-Representative 
M. Embick of Boiling Springs, a mem- 
ber of the Hantranft division. Maj. 
Isaac D. Brown, deputy Secretary of 
Internal Affairs, delivered am oration, 
in which he paid high tribute to Gen. 
Hartranft as a soldier and a states- 
Maj. Brown served under Hart- 
ranft. 

The statue was presented to the 
State by Dr. J. E. Van Camp of Car- 
lisle. and was received in a _ short 
speech by Gov. Stone. The cere- 
monies closed with music by the Steel- 
ton Band. 

After the ceremonies in Capitol Park, 
@ procession formed, with Gen. Levi 
A. Dodd of Baltimore as chief marshal. 
The reviewing marty included Gov. 
and Mrs. Stone, Mrs. Hartranft and 
family, Secretary Alger, Postmaster- 
General. Smith, Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, Mrs. 
Levi A. Dodd, Maj.-Gen. Gregg of 
Reading and members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives. 

There were over three thousand 
men in line. The survivors of the 
Third Division of the Ninth Army 


Corps, commanded by Gen. Hartranft 
in the civil war, had the right of line. 


The procession also iricluded the Ninth 
immunes, from Camp 
a provisional brigade of the 
Guard and Grand Army 


posts, and Sons of Veterans, camps 


of Harrisburg and vicinity. 


Following the reunion of the sur- 
vivors of the Fifty-first Regiment. 
Pennsylvania volunteers, of which 
Hartranft was Colonel, the old soldiers 


marched to the executive mansion to 


pay their respects to Mrs. Hartranft 
and her two sons and daughters, whe 
are the -guests of Gov. and Mrs. 
tone.

cil in the Palace of the Elysée today, 


the President, M. Loubet, on the sug- 
gestion of the Minister of War, M. 


havirg divulged to the Petit Journal 
the contents of certain letters. 

In the Chamber of Deputies today, 
M. Rene Viviani, Radical-Socialist, 


questioned the government regarding 
the 


letters published in the Petit 
Journal. In reply M. Krantz said that 
M. Cuignet came spontaneously to him 


and confessed that he gave the letters 


to a friend, who had communicated 
them to the Petit Journal. 

M. del Casse, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the letters, as published, 
were gerbled and mutilated. Among 
cheers and hisses, M. del Casse ex- 
plained his own position in the matter, 
and asserted that M. Cuignet, as a 
member of the War Office, had im- 
pugned the good faith of the Foreign 
Office in certain matters. He (M. del 
Casse) therefore wrote M. de Frey- 
cinet, the then Minister of War, asking 
apologies for the War Office,-and show- 
ing that M. Cuignet’s accusations were 
unfounded. 

The impression gained from M. del 
Casse’s speech was that M. de Freyci- 
net resigned the War Portfolio instead 
of making reparation. Discussion in 
the chamber ended with a vote of con- 
fidence in the government by 389-to 64. 


NIGER-NILE CONCESSIONS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY NEPORT.} 
PARIS, May 12.—The Chamber of 
Deputies today approved the Anglo- 
French Niger-Nile conventions. This 


«|agreement between Great Britain and 
'France disposes of hundreds of thous- 


ands of square miles of African terri- 
tory, and leaves only four recognized 
independent States throughout the 
continent, namely. Morocco, Abyssinia 
and Liberia and the Congo Free State. 
An important feature of the agree- 
ment provides for an equality in the 
commercial treatment of the territory 
between Lake Tohad and the Nile. 


UNCLE SAM’S MILITARY. 


Gen. Anderson Thinks Militia aad 
Regulars Should Harmonize. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, May 12.—Since assuming 
the command of the Department of the 

Lakes. Maj.-Gen. Thomas M. Ander- 

son has given much thought to the 


reorganization of the regular army, | 
and ‘fncidentally the future of the. 


National Guard. The result of this 
study, based as it is upon his expe- 
rience as commanding general of the 
American expedition to the Philippines, 
which comprised regulurs and volun- 
teers, leads him to the conclusion that 
the internal military organization of 
the United States should be more 
thorough than it ever has _. been. 
Without expressing his position and 
views on the present issues which 
have arisen since war with Spain, 
the general talked decidedly about 
the country’s military organization and 
the policy which he thought should be 
carried out to meet requirements of 
growing emetgencies. 


“The reorganization of the standing 


army will all depend upon what ac- 
tion the next Congress takes upon the 
President's suggestions. It remains 
for existing conditions and the policy 
of the American people, with reference 
to colonial questions, to give the 
grounds upon which to base future 
military legislation. Yet I do believe 
that the war with Spain has opened the 
eyes of. the people to the fact that 
the strength of the standing army, as 
‘it was constituted at the outbreak of 
the war, is not sufficient to the re- 
quirements of the country, as it has 
developed and progressed since the 
civil war. 

“My experience in the Philippines 
was that the volunteers were a brave, 
patriotic body, well offitered as to 
companies, but as ja. rule carrying 
inefficient ‘field officers. The difficulty 
lay th \the field officers who com- 


manded. because Gen. Otis gave them 
the authority to command. This 
method gave to many inferior military 
men positions they were unable to fill. 

“IT am still a firm believer in the 
worth of the system which England 
established many years ago, to brin 
the militia into close harmony with 
the standing army of that empire— 
the system of linking regiments. In 
1872 I advocated this system for our 
volunteer army, and although it was 
not adopted, the war with Spain has 


demonstrated that it deserves to be 
introduced. 

“This system is simple enough. It 
places the National Guard and the 
regular army on an equal footing, so 
far as military education goes, giv- 


ing the militia the benefits of the reg- 
ular army practices and drills and 
military instruction on the field for 
a certain period each year. and giv- 
ing the~regular troops the advantage 
of the excellent companionship which 
well-organized national guarde com- 
panies furnish. By this intermingling 
once @ year, volunteer officers would 
have an opportunity to learn impor- 
tant duties of war from the regular 
army officers, and the soldiers would 
be the gainers thereby.” 


FOUR MEN MEN KILLED. 


Bank of Coal Retuse Buartes Work. 
men—Others Injured. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SHAMOKIN (Pa.,) May 12.—Four 
men were instantly killed today by a 
slide of a portion of a large culmbake 
at Centralia. Five others are missing, 
and are probably dead. Several were 
badly injured. The four bodies re- 
covered were so badly disfigured that 
it was difficult to identify them. 

The accident occurred while a large 
number of Hungarians were screening 
coal. The big bank of coal refuse 
which towered above was seen to quiver 
and. collapse, completely burying the 
workmen. A rescuing force immedi- 
ately started to work, and succeeded 
in recovering the four bodies. Two 
Hungarians were found wedged in be- 


tween piles of timber. They were - 
badly injured.

pute in a manner honorable and pleas- 
ing to the two countries.”

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ARBITRATOR'S REPORT SUBMITTED. THE FRUIT INDUSTRY THREATENED. 
The Board of Arbitration in the In the tarm department of THR 


mattter of the purchase, by the city, 
of the Los Angeles Water Company’s 
improvements, submitted its report 
at a late hour yesterday § afternoon. 
The report awards the water company 
$1,183,591.42 as the total value of the 
improvements which, under the con- 
tract, are to be purchased by the city. 
The water company has declined to 
accept this decision, and the matter, 
it now appears, must go to the courts 
for final adjudication, as there is ap- 
parently no means for enforcing the 
decision of the arbitration board. 

The contract between the city and 
the water company merely provides 
that the decision of the board of 
three arbitrators final. 
in the decision submitted yesterday, 
the member of the board appointed 
by the water company, Charles. T. 
Healey, refused to sign the report ap- 
Proved by Col. George 
and James C. Kays, the other mem- 
bers of the board. 

On July 26, 1897, City Engineer 
Dockweiler, acting under instructions 
from the Council, submitted a report 
covering the value of the water com- 
pany’s improvements at that. time. 
Mr. Dockweiler’s report sub- 
mitted after a careful and most thor- 
ough investigation of the entire ques- 
tion, including estimates of the value 
of all pipes, reservoirs, machinery, 
and other appliances owned by the 
company. The City Engineer's re- 
port fixed the value of the water 
company’s property at $1,190,655. At 
- @ meeting of the City Council, held 
on July 17, 1898, the report of the 
Water Supply Committee of that 
body was unanimously adopted, plac- 
ing the amount which the city would 
pay for the water company’s im- 
provements at $1,300,000. This offer 


But,

the water company declined. Jt had. 


previously demanded the sum of $3,- 
000,000 for its property, which 
amount the city had refused to pay. 
Thus, with this wide difference of 
opinion as to the value of the prop- 
erty, the matter went to a board of 
arbitration, under the terms of the 
contract. 

The work of this board of arbitra- 
tion has been thorough. Its sessions 
have ‘continued over a period of sev- 
eral months, and it has had ample 
opportunity to ascertain the actual 
value of the property which the com- 
pany has to sell, and which the city 

is under contract to buy. It is a per- 

fectly safe and reasonable presump- 
tion that the conclusions arrived at 
by this board are correct and just. 

The city has faithfully complied 
with the terms of the contract, and 
has paid out something like $30,000 
as the cost of arbitration and to 
meet the mnecessary expenses pre- 
liminary thereto. In offering the 
Water company $1,300,000 for its 
property, the city was exceedingly 
generous, as the report of the arbi- 
tration board shows, the offer of the 
city being nearly $117,000 in excess 
of the amount awarded fo the com- 
pany by the board of arbitration, 
while the latter's report places the 
valuation of the property over $7000 
below the City Engineer’s estimate. 

The result of the arbitration can- 
not be regarded otherwise than as a 
distinct victory for the city. Unfor- 
tunately, it is not of necessity final. 
The fact that the full report was 
mot signed by all the arbitrators af- 
fords the company a technical peg 
upon which to hang its objections, 
and there may be a long period of 
litigation before the matter is finally 
determined. But it is altogether 
probable that this litigation will re- 
sult in a further victory for the city, 
as the maximum value of ‘ne com- 
pany’s property appears zo have been 
pretty effectually determined. It 
would seem to be the part of wisdom 
for the company to accept the award 
and to turn over the property to the 
city as soon as funds to the amount 
awarded are forthcoming. |

TIMES of Friday last, reference was 
made, at some length, to a subject 
which is at present agitating the 
fruit-growers of the northern part of 
the State, and should at once _ re- 
ceive the attention of Southern Ca)- 
ifornia horticulturists. 

Until a few years ago, the business 
of marketing the fresh fruit crop of 
California was almost entirely in 
the hands of a few commission-houses 
who reaped rich harvests, doing 
about as they pleased with the crop, 
so that at length it went so far that 
fruit-growers considered themselves 
fortunate if they did not receive a bill 
for the balance due for expenses. of 
Shipmenf* instead of getting a check. 
At length, many of the growers grew 
tired of this condition of affairs. They 
came together in various parts of the 
State and formed several cooperative 
associations for the marketing of the 
fruit product, chief among which is 
the Deciduous Fruit-Growers’ Asso- 
ciation of Santa Clara county, ana 
the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change, which handles a large portion 
of the citrus fruit crop of this sec- 
tion. The business of the commission 
houses was miich cut down, and sev- 
eral of them went to the wall. Two 
of the leading firms have now evolved 
a plan by which they hope to be able 
to once more get the whip hand ot 
the growers, as far as the deciduous 
fruit crop is concerned. The fresn 
deciduous fruit of California has to 
be shipped East in refrigerator cars, 
the charge for which is a heavy item 


of expense. Until recently there have 
been several companies operating 
these cars. Most of them gradually 


disappeared, until there were only 
two, and now those have combined 
with two commission firms, and it ‘is 
supposed that the Southern Pacific 
Company is back of the deal. Un- 
less something is done by the figrit 
growers to offset this combination it 
is evident that the refrigerator trust 
will be able to squeeze out every cent 
of revenue there is in the fruit in- 
dustry of California. 

A meeting has been called to con- 
sider the question at Sacramento on 
Tuesday next. Southern California 
should be represented there. What 
the growers should do is to coéperate 
and start an independent refrigerator 
car line to be managed by the grow- 
ers and operated for their benefit. 
It is entirely within their power to 
do this. There are plenty of re- 
frigerator cars to be had. The South- 
ern’ Pacific Company would, doubt- 
less, try to block such an enterprise 
by giving the combine special rates 
but this would be contrary to the 
interstate commerce law, and could 
be stopped. Then, it is possible that 
arrangements might be made with 
the Santa Fé system to run a line oF 
refrigerator cars for the growers. In 
any case, if the deciduous fruit-grow- 
ers of California do not wish to put 
themselves in a position of peons 
working for the transportation com- 


bine, they must unite at once and. 


form a strong opposition combination. 
The petty jealousies which have pre- 
vented a general union of the horti- 
culturists of the State in the past 
must be laid aside, or fruit growing 
in California will be no more profit- 
able to the growers than cotton-rals- 
ing is at present in the Southern 
States. 


MILWAUKEE'S CARNIVAL. 

The enterprising city of Milwaukee 
is going to try to outdo itself with 
its annual carnival, which is to be 
held from June 27 to June 30. A 
circular, embellished with a hand- 
some vignette, has been received, giv- 
ing particulars of the event, for 


which a most attractive programme | 


has been outlined. There will be 
among other things, a water carnival 
on Milwaukee Bay, a grand floral pa> 
rade, a carnival street parade, and 
to close the celebration, a great car- 
nival pageant. Los Angeles, which 


has done something herself in the 
carnival line, is in full sympathy 
with our northwestern neighbor, 


which now claims a popniation of 
nearly 300,000, and trusts that the 
celebration wih be a grand success.

THE POLL TAX. 

The. poll tax is, undoubtedly, the 
most unpopular contribution to the 
expenses of government which our 
citizens are called upon to pay. 
There is always a big roar when the 
poll-tax collector comes around, and 
many efforts are made to evade its 
payment, However, as long as it is 
the law, it should be paid by all alike 
who are subject to it. An attempt 
was made in the last Legislature to 
abolish the tax, but it was not suc- 
cessful. 

During the past few days, a num- 
ber of employés of the city have been 
notified that they are expected to pay 
the tax, and it is said that they will 
make an attempt to avoid paying. 
This is not right. These city em- 
ployés have comfortable positions and 
good salaries, and should be willing 
to take up their share of the “white 
man’s burden” like other citizens. 

There is one feature of the law in 
connection with the collection of the 
poll tax which might well have been 
changed by the late Legislature. Un- 
der the present County Government 
Act, the Assessor is entitled to a 
commission of 15 per cent. en all 
poll taxes collected, in addition to 
his salary. This is, in effect, an in- 
ducement offered to the Assessor to 
collect as many poll taxes as possi- 
ble, even should the collection of 
other taxes thereby be, in a measure, 
neglected. A perusal of the poll-tax 
index will, indeed, convince the most 
skeptical that there are a great many 
who pay poll tax, and do not pay 
any other tax whatever. 

While, as we have said, the poll 
tax is unpopular—and to some extent 
an objectionable imposition—yet, as 
long as the Jaw remains on the 
Statute books all good citizens should 
be willing to pay it; while working 
for a repeal of the law if they con- 
sider it an undesirable one. 


BUFFALO'S RAILWAY 8TATION. 
Buffalo is one of the great railway 
centers of this country, and one of 
the most. noticeable objects of inter- 
est to the traveler who has passed 
through that city during the last 
twenty-five years has been the Ex- 
change-street depot, not on account 
of its elegance, as might be supposed 
from the fact that the great Vander- 
bilt railways enter it, but because of 
its general state of dilapidation and 
antiquity. A mbodvement is on foot 
now, however, to secure the erection 
of a new structure, which shall be 
worthy of the city. Plans have been 
prepared for a building which will 
compare favorably with the magnifi- 
cent new Boston station, and will be 
larger than the St. Louis station. 
The design is by the architects who 
designed the station at  Roston. 
Judging from the reproduction of the 
perspective in the Buffalo Express 
the structure will be one of admirable 
outlines, as well as of great utility. 


NATIONAL PEACE JUBILEE, 

In the city of Washington, D. C., 
on May 23, 24, and 25, will be held a 
national Peace Jubilee to celebrate 
the reéstablishment of peace be- 
tween the United State and Spain. An 
elaborate and interesting programme 
has been arranged for the occasion, 
and it is a safe proposition that the 
village of Washington, will be painted 
a bright vermilion for three days 
(and eke for three nights) in succes- 
sion. 

The programme includes no end 
of artillery salutes, floral parades, 
ringing of bells, fireworks, and other 
methods of expressing enthusiasm, 
joy, and general thanksgiving. 

This formal celebration, at the na- 
tional capital, of the return of peace 
will be fitting and auspicious. It is 
to be hoped that there will be no oc- 
currence to mar the anthem of 
thanksgiving, in which the nation at 
large. will participate in spirit.

“Frank W. McCarthy, one of the 
most prominent negroes in Southeast 
Georgia, died at his home in this city 
last night.

For the first time in the his- 
tory of Albany, a town of 8000 in- 
habitants, every store and office was 
closed in honor of a negro, no busi- 
ness being transacted while the fu- 
neral was in progress. McCarthy never 
dabbled in politics; but was probably 
the most influential negro in the 
country. His death is deplored by 
white and colored people.”

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


Nat M.~ Brigham’s announcement of 
a ballad concert proved so strong 
a drawing card that Blanchard Music 
Hall was comfor@ably filled last even- 
ing. The audience was made up of 
musicians, the regular concert-going 
contingent, and a great many more 
people, who wanted to hear “the songs 
that mother used to sing,” and other 
more modern ballads, but of the same 
general order. Simple songs full of 
melody and delicate refined sentiment, 
which in greeting the ears, arouse 
memories that a whiff of old-fashioned 
lavender or rosemary bring back from 
the past. Such ballads are distinctly 
Mr. Brigham’s métier, and he inter- 
prets them with ‘a particularly nice 
and discriminating art. His voice, 
which embraces the full chest tones of 
a baritone and the smooth, sweet 
head tones of a tenor, has a sympar 
thetic quality that lends itself readily 
to the feeling he expresses, his enun- 
ciation is distinct, and his mezzo 
voce is beautifully tender, clear and 
satisfying. Of all the ten songs on 
his programme last evening, Mr. 
Brigham’s handling was, throughout, 
artistic, and in the last group, ‘“Bende- 
mere’s Stream” (old Irish melody,) 
and Behrend’s ‘“‘Daddy,”’ were quite 
the most choice bits of the evening. 
Owen Foster’s accompaniments were 
sympathetic to a degree, and added 
no little to the enjoyment. 

Mr. Brigham was assisted by the 
St. Cecilia Quartette, Miss Eisen- 
meyer, first soprano; Miss Whitehorn, 
second soprano; Miss Gilman, first 
contralto, and Miss Williams, second 
contralto. The voices all good, indi- 
vidually, blend well in the ensemble. 
The liquid ringing quality in Miss 
Eisenmeyer’s high, clear soprano, and 
the deep organ tones in Miss Wil- 
liams’s alto, made especially good 
effect, and the unaccompanied quar- 
tette numbers proved a very nice 
contrast to Mr. Brigham’s solos. The 
evening, as a whole, was, therefore, 
as delightful as it was unusual, and 
the audience gave cordial evidence 
that it was more than satisfied.

GEN. OTIS WELCOMED. 


RECEPTION

POST, G.A.R. 


Short Sketch of Philippine War Ex- 
perience—Some Problems Which 
are Presented—Malays Put Up a 
Stubborn Fight—American Boys. 


Stanton Post, G.A.R., assisted by 
Bartlett-Logan and Kennesaw posts 
and the Woman’s Relief Corps and 
Ladies of the G.A.R., tendered a recep- 
tion last evening to Brig.-Gen. Harri- 
son Gray Otis at Kramer’s Hall, which 
was crowded to its utmost capacity. 

The hall was rich in floral decora- 
tions, and the programme was inter- 
spersed with both vocal and instru- 
mental music, including a number of 
patriotic airs by the Veteran Fife and 
Drum Corps. 

Capt. A. W. Hyatt, Commander of 
Stanton Post, presided, and introduced 
the speakers. Gen. Otis was accom- 
panied by his daughter, Mrs. ° Booth, 
and they were escorted to the platform 
by four ladies of the Relief Corps, each 
bearing a flag, and by Chairman Davis 
of the Board of Supervisors. 

Capt. Hyatt made a brief address of 
welcome. He said the object of the 
meeting was to welcome a friend and 
comrade belonging to a type of soldiers 


which no other nation can produce, | 


(meaning the American volunteers.) 
In other countries the armies are 
composed of professional soldiers and 
conscripts. In this country the sol- 
diers are men who have enlisted 
through love of country. He paid 
a tribute to the record of Gen. Otis 
made in the civil war and in civil 
life. He said that were there noth- 
ing else to record than that he had 
built up The Times, that fact graven 
on his tomb would perpetuate his name 
until granite should crumble to dust. 
As citizens, as late comrades in arms, 
and as members of Stanton Post, the 
speaker said those present welcomed 
Gen. Otis to his home. ; 

Gen. Otis was greeted with a rising 
salute by the audience when he was 
introduced. He returned the salute 
like a soldier and then said he was 
deeply touched by the cordiality of 
the reception, and was only embar- 
rassed by the fear that the honor done 
him was beyond his deserts. He 
said that the veterans knew 
by experience what war 
and because they knew, 
preciated their good opinion better than 
that of any other body of men on earth, 
and therefore, if he had aone aught to 
win their favor, he was happy indeed. 

“T want to say a wor for the 
young men who have beer fighting in 
the Philippines. I want to assure you 
that the conduct of your sons and 
brothers and neighbors has been of the 
best. You may well be proud of them 
and give them honor, confidence and 
support when they return to their 
homes. I thank you again for your 
kindness.”’ 

Miss Florence Fitch, on behalf of 
the Woman’s Relief Corps of Stanton 
Post, then presented Gen. Otis with a 
basket of red and white carnations and 
smilax of great beauty. The General 
accepted the gift, and later especially 
thanked Miss Fitch and her associate 
donors for it. . 

Ex-Gov. Gosper and Rev. Will A. 
Knighten were on the programme for 
addresses, but withdrew, urging Gen. 
Otis to take their time and give an 
account of his personal experjence in 
the Philippine Islands. 

Gen, Otis responded that. he wats 
reluctant to speak of himself and his 
personal service, but added: ‘There 
are some pertinent things that might 
be said, some things which are not 
well understood. The army expe- 
riences in this war have been greatly 
at. variance with those of the war of 
the rebellion. In order that you may 
have a just conception of the difficul- 
ties encountered, I will touch upon 
some of them. 

“In the first place, after the de 
struction of the Spanish fleet by Ad- 
miral Dewey—justly the favorite of 
the whole country—[applause,] and 
after the capture of Manila, our 
troops were in the eost trying situa- 
tion in which American forces were 
ever placed. They were required at 
the same time to hold their positions 
and yet to maintain peace. The 
Filipinos wereanxious to enter the city 
at the time of its surrender, in order 
to loot it. To prevent this, force was 
used, and later the United States troops 
were drawn up at a certain distance 
from the city limits. Just beyond the 
American lines were the lines of the 
insurgents, in some cases the lines 
being so near to one another that the 
sentries of one army held one end of 
a bridge and those of the other army 


the other end. This went on for 
months. The hands of the corps com- 
mander, Maj.-Gen. Otis, were tied. 


He could do nothing, because it was 
the policy of the administration to’ 
avoid an outbreak. The Filipino 
soldiers were permitted to enter 
the city at pleasure, with only 
the condition that they should 
not carry their arms with them. 
They came into the city by hun- 
dreds in their uniforms. 
had every opportunity for familiariz- 
ing themselves with our strength and 
positions. At that time (last fall,) 
we had but about 20,000 men at Ma- 
nila, barely enough to man our lines, 
and this encouraged the insurgents to 
believe they could overcome our forcés. 
Little by little they became more hos- 
tile. The too-free fraternization that 
had existed between the opposing 
forces tended to create in the untutored 
Filipino mind something akin to con- 
tempt for the American forces, as it 
was so different from the relations 
they had experienced with the Spanish 
army, with which they had been 60 
long familiar. This condition went on 
until the differences regarding our pol- 
icy in the Philippines became so notice- 
able that Aguinaldo’s emissaries sent 
him oword that the American people 
were divided. 

“The insurgents finally concluded 
that to oppose the 20,000 American 
troops they could raise an army of 70- 
000 or more and drive the Americans 
into the sea. With increased confidence 
came increased aggressiveness. The 
situation thus grew worse day by day 
until February 4, when the outbreak 
came. It was preconcerted. One shot 
was fired, and this was the signal for 
a general assault, and within half an 
hour the conflict had begun along the 
entire front, five miles in length, which 
was speedily ablaze with rifle fire. 
Aguinaldo tried to make out that the 
fighting was begun without his orders, 
a pretense which was in line with his 
whole deceitful policy. 

“The war once begun, our troops 
moved forward, always forward, and 
never backward. The conditions of 
warfare in Luzon were different, es- 


| sentially different, from those of the 


civil war, and the soldiers’ trials were 
often greater. The insurgents are 
neither negroes nor Indians. They are 
Malays, and are very stiff, though un- 
trained, fighters. The country is diffi- 
cult to traverse, and is dotted with 
natural defenses of almost every kind. 
The insurgents know how to utilize 
these defenses as well as we do, and 
from behind them they put up ‘a 
strong fight and showed that they have 
a good deal of ginger in them. Of 
course we sustained none of the heavy 
losses experienced in the battles of the 
war of the rebellion, but there were all 
too heavy losses, if they had not been 
imperatively required for the vindica- 
tion of the assailed flag. The losses 
of the enemy were at least five or six 
times greater than those on our side.” 

The speaker described a written order 
which he had seen, signed by Luna, 
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“general-in-chief of operations,” direct- 
ing his troops to burn each town and 
city when they were forced to evacu- 
ate it. Every inhabitant, in consequence 
of this order, was banished from the 
towns on the line of march to Malolos, 
when they could no longer be held by 
the insurgents, and the houses were 
then burned. He said he spoke par- 
ticularly of this because it was being 
represented by opponents of our policy 
in the Philippines that the American 
troops were going through the land 
with fire and sword, and Aguinaldo is 
claiming the same to get the sympa- 
thy of European countries. 

Gen. Otis closed his remarks by say- 
ing: “The conduct of our troops has 
been such that you may well be proud 
of them. And when these young fel- 
lows who have been carrying the flag 
and fighting in the Philippines, return, 
I ask you veterans to give them all 
honor for their good services. For 
valor, bravery and discipline they are 
worthy of places by your sides.” 

Gen. Otis was asked if he thought 
the rebellion would be crushed soon, 
and he replied that he was as sure of 
it as of the sunrise of tomorrow. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Brief addresses were then made by 
ex-Gov. Gosper and Rev. Will A. 
Knighten, after which Gen. Otls 
greeted the people present individu- 
ally, taking each by the hand. 

Gen. Otis expressed himself as highly 
appreciative of the cordiality of the 
te ga and considered it a distinct 

onor. 


FINE CONVENTION HALL. 


Great Structure Will De Buailt—Fire 
Marshal Wanted . 


By a unanimous vote of the board 
of directors of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association it was de- 
cided last evening to build a conyn- 
tion hall in this city with a seating 
capacity of from 15,000 to 20,000,.aspon 
&® popular-subscription basis. The 
matter was thoroughly discussed and 
from the opinions expressed from maby 
of the erchants and capitalists it 
was learned that the people of this 
city realize the necessity of such a 
building, and are willing to support the 
project in a most liberal manner. 

From reports received from Kansas 
City, it was shown that the building 
and grounds cost $225,000. of which 
$72,000 was obtained from large sub- 
scribers, while it is difficult to find 
a resident of Kansas City who had 
not contributed at least $1 toward the 
enterprise. The cost of the buwliding 
and ground in this city has been in- 
vestigated, and it is believed that for 
$125,000 to $150,000 a magnificent build- 
ing can be constructed, modeled after 
the administration building at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. 

Many pledges of strong financial 
support have already been received, 
and President Craig was authorized 
to appoint a special committee to make 
preliminary arrangements, decide upon 
the plan of raising funds, invite plans 
and specifications from architects, and 
take general charge of all matters con- 
nected with the project. The following 
citizens were named: R. E. Marx, W. 
G. Hutchison, C. C. Reynolds, F. W. 
King, J. O. Koepfli, F. W. Braun, A. 
Haas,. M. A. Newmark, R. H. Howell, 
H. W. Frank, W. C. Patterson, John

der, H. J. Woollacott, I. A. 
R. J. Waters, Jotham Bixby, 
Perry, W. G. Kerckhoff, Ferd K. Rule, 
John BE.

The first 
meeting of this special committee will 
be hela next Thursday afternoon at 
the association rooms, at 3:30 o’clock. 

The following resolutions were unan- 
imously adopted: 

“Whereas, it is incumbent upon the 
city authorities to protect the Tfives 
and guard the safety of the large num- 
ber of visitors who will be here dur- 
ing the National Educational Conven- 
tion, and, whereas, every precaution 
should be taken against accidents and

“Resolved, that the Honorable Board 
of Fire Gommissioners be and they 
are hereby urgently requested to ~~ 
point a fire marshal, whose duty it 
shall be to make a careful inspection of 
all the hotels, lodging-houses and places 
of emusement in this city, and cause 
adequate fire escapes and exits to be 
constructed and maintained: to compel 
proprietors of hotels, lodging-houses 
and places of amusements to display 
in prominent parts of the building 
large signs directing the guests to 
such fire escapes, and to strictly en- 
force the ordinances against the oc- 
cupancy of aisles in places where 
large numbers of people congregate. 

“Resolved, that if it is considered in- 
expedient at this time to elect such a 
fire marshal, that the chief of the 
fire department, or a competent offi- 
cial selected by him, be specially de- 
tailed for the purposes above desig- 
nated.”’

GEN. M’NUTT’S CLIMAX. 
Stirring Speech at a Loyalist Meet- 
ing—Resolutions Adopted. 

[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] : 


CHICAGO, May 12.—‘If by the acts 
of men living among us in feace and 
under the protection of our govern- 
ment, this war is prolonged so that my 
boy, fighting in the front rank there 
with Lawton, is killed, they have mur- 
dered him. Men like those who spoke 
at the anti-Imperialist meeting at Cen- 
tral Music Hall should be held respon- 
sible for the death of every soldier who 
falls thereby, and every man who thus 
encourages an enemy in time of war 
is a traitor.” 

This was the striking climax of Gen. 
John McNutt’s speech at the First 
Congress District Loyalist meeting in 
Oakland Music Hall last evening, 
where steps were taken for the organi- 
zation of a McKinley Club in the dis- 
trict to foster loyalty. Among other 
speakers at the meeting were Maj. 
Frank M. Denison, U.S.A.; William 
Williams, Assistant United States 
Treasurer; W. J. Hynes and Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch. The resolutions adopted 
conclude as follows: 

“We cannot avoid our responsibilities. 
We would not shirk our duty. We have 
faith in our government and in our 
people. We have faith in our Presi- 
dent and we earnestly and faithfully 
support the government in these per- 
plexing questions.”

FOREST AND PASTURE. 


Lecture by Abbot “Kinney Before 
the Forestry School. 

Abbot Kinney lectured before the 
School of Forestry at the University of 
Southern California yesterday morning 
on “Pasturage in Forests.’ He said in 
part: 

“Pasturage in forests has been at all 
times and in all countries a difficult 
problem to deal with. Both our laws 
and customs in this country reflect 
the old European folkland system. The 
feeling among our people and espe- 
cially among pioneers is that the forest 
is common property. The present law 
permits settlers to take what timber 
they need for buildings, fences, flumes, 
etc., and miners enjoy the same privi- 
leges under permits from the Interior 
Department. 

“In Southern California the highest 
use of the forest is for,.the preserva- 
tion of the watersheds. ‘Our American 
experience has been short, in the com- 
mon use of public forests. As far as 
it has gone it has duplicated that of 
Southern Europe. Everywhere the for- 
est and even. the pasturage is injured 
both by premature and excessive use. 
Large stock and sheepowners generally 
parcel these forest pastures out by 
agreement, and enforce this arbitrary 
division by armed force. This often 
leads to serious trouble. While I was 
in the Sierra Nevada last year there 
were three shooting affrays among 
rival stockmen in ten days. All oc- 
curred in the Yosemite National Park, 
in which none of them had any right 
whatever. 

“We must take politics as they are 
in seeking a remedy. We must form 
an organization of the general public, 
led by irrigators, and intelligent public- 
spirited citizens to show politicians 
that the vast preponderance of voting 
power is opposed to the robbery and 
destruction of public forest property. 
Such an organization will end these 
abuses. Such an organization is now 
being formerd in Southern California. 

“For a number of years the timber 


}on the back ranges of the Sierra 


Madre was burned quite exten- 
sively by horsemen to improve the 
pasturage. The watersheds most af- 
fected were those of the Soledad, Te- 
junga and San Gabriel. This resulted 
during the heavy rainfall of 1884 in 
widespread damage by torrential ac- 
tion. Several bridges and houses in 
the city of Los Angeles were washed 
away. The Soledad Cafion became, 
over and over again, a raging torrent; 
the entire Southern Pacific roadbed 
in the cafion was washed away, and 
railway travel was suspended for six 
weeks. If the Southern Pacific had 
paid $10,000 apiece for the fifty head 
of scrub horses that occasioned the 
devastation, and had thereby kept the 
mountain covering intact, the $500,000 
involved would have been a mere 
bagatelle beside the loss they suffered 
in property and travel. 

“Southern California is fortunte in 
having no vested right upon her water- 
sheds that will be affected by prohibit- 
ing pasturage. All we require for the 
safety of our mountain forests and the 
preservation of our watersheds is an 
intelligent scheme of management for 
the forest; an intelligent body of men 
to carry the scheme into effect, and a 
forceful leader to see that they do it.” 

Prof. Laird J. Stabler followed with 
a scientific discource on “Soil and 
Water.” 


RECEPTION TO GEN. WILSON. 


Army Engineers’ Chief Welcomed at 
Chamber of Commerce, 

- Gen. John M. Wilson, chief of the 
United States Army Engineering Corps, 
was tendered an informal reception at 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
afternoon. Nearly a hundred citizens 
were present and greeted the general. 

President Slauson of the Chamber of 
Commerce welcomed the guest on be- 
half of the chamber, and suggested 
that inasmuch as all those present ex- 
cept the general were “‘tenderfeet,”’ and 
that inasmuch as he had been -in the 
city twelve hours, it would be appro- 
priate for him to tell something about 
California. Gen. Wilson responded in 
a humorous vein, and related many 
funny little incidents of his visit to 
the Coast. The reception was of short 
duration and Gen. Wilson left for San 
Francisco last evening. 

The general firmly refused to -be 
given a public reception in this city, 
but learning that Capt. Meyler would 
escort him to the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday afternoon, Secretary 
Wiggins hastily arranged for a _ wel- 
come. The directors’ rooms were deco- 
rated with flags and roses, and a bowl 
of the famous Wiggins punch was pre- 
pared. Then the secretary telephoned 
to as many of the members as he could 
reach, and to a number of prominent 
citizens, and when Gen. Wilson reached 
the chamber he was greeted by quite a 
large number, much to his surprise and 
pleasure. 

Gen. Wilson has been’ in Somthern 
California since Tuesday. The object 
of his visit was an inspection of the 
harbors of the Pacific Coast. Tuesday 
and Wednesday were spent at San 
Diego, and Thursday at San Pedro.

Oran Miller Writes, Asking That

There will be no change in the plans 
of the Third-street tunnel, at least not 
for the present. After a stormy meet- 
ing of two hours’ duration yesterday 
morning the Board of Public Works 
took the proposition to substitute brick 
for concrete and brick. under advise- 
ment. A majority of the members of 
the City Council announced themselves 
as uwpposing the proposed change. 

The restaurant men of the city have 
appealed to the City Council for a re- 
duction in their liquor licenses on the 
grounds that their business does not 
justify the price that they have to pay 
to sell liquors. The matter is in the 
hands of the Finance Committee. 

Mayor Eaton has appointed twelve 
tvell-known citizens as delegates to the 
annual session of the Transmississippi 
Commercial Congress, which meets at 
Wichita, Kan., May 31, and continues 
four days. 

The preliminary examination of J. 
F. Goytino, on the charge of having 
forged the mark of Jean Biscay to a 
check for $100, has so far only served 
to illustrate the gross ignorance of 
certain of the Basque popwiation. Bis- 
cay had considerable money, but in his 
financial dealings appears to have en- 
trusted everything to Goytino, and even 
the mark supposed to have been forged 
he said he thought he had not made 
because it wasn’t as big as his marks 
generally are. ‘

‘THIRD-STREET TUNNEL. 


PRACTICAL SETTLEMENT AFTER A 
LONG DISCUSSION. 


Proposed Change not to He Made. 
Board of Public Works Takes 
it Under Advisemeat—New Fire 
Apparatus Accepted. 


Although no final action has been 
taken by the Board of Public Works 
with reference to the proposition of 
the City Engineer to change the plans 
for the Third-street tunnel so as to 
make the lining of the tunnel of brick 
instead of brick and concrete combined, 
it is certain that such a change will 
not be made. The consideration of the 
matter attracted to the committee- 
room all members of the Council ex- 
cept Mr. Baker, the Mayor, City Engi- 
neer, several contractors and one or 
two attorneys. The discussion con- 
tinued nearly two hours, and at times 
there were efforts by nearly all those 
present to participate at once. City 
Engineer Olmsted explained his desires 
and the reasons for them, as he had be- 
fore the Council at the last meeting. 
Mayor Eaton then explained that his 
only interest was to see to it that the 
city secured the best tunnel possible. 
He openly declared in favor of a brick 
lining for it, but he did not quite agree 
with the City Engineer as to the com- 

onent parts of the concrete which will 

ve to be used in places. Councilman 
Vetter wanted to know how it hap- 
pened that the contractor was not in 
evidence, and asked why it was that 
when a request was made that was ad- 
mittedly for his benefit he did not ap- 
pear at all before the Council and in- 
dicate what "he intends to do. Attor- 
ney Charles McFarland appeared in 
the interest of the brick men and ar- 
gued for the brick lining, because it 
would give the city a completed tunnel 
much sooner than if any other material 
Were used, and would, he _ thought, 
meet all requirements. 

Councilman Toll took an opposite 
view, and in it he was supported by 
nearly all the other members of the 
Council. He argued that before the 
erect was let an opportunity had 

n given the brick men to bid, and 
their bids had not been low enough to 
secure for them the contract. He 
could not see why such bids had been 
called for if it was now within the 
power of the engineer to change the 
plans for the tunnel so as to substi- 
stute brick for concrete. He thought 
the intention of the Council had been 
clearly defined, and he saw no reason 
for changing it. President Silver de- 
manded to know to whose benefit the 
money saved by the change would 
inure, and the City Engineer replied 
that the contractor would be benefited, 
but the people would also derive some 
benefit by securing the tunnel much 
sooner than otherwise. To this Mr. 
Silver replied that it was simply a 
matter of whether the Council would 
change the plans for the benefit of a 
contractor, and at the same _ time 
change plans which until now had been 
satisfactory, and which are, he thought, 
still satisfactory to the neople. He 
for one was in favor of following the 
original intention and enforcing the 
contract. 

The matter was practically settled 
when Assistant City Attorney Hewitt, 
who had been called upon for an opin- 
fon, gave it as the opinion of the City 
Attorney that the change as contem- 
sates could not be legally made. At

The members of the committee ad- 
mitted that there was much of jus- 
tice in the request of the restaurant 
men, but they were unable to see any 
remedy for them. They promised.

Mayor Eaton yesterday returned sto 
the Council without his approval a 
lease recently entered into by the city 
with G. Bacigalupi for the rental of 
reservoir site No. 7, at $180 per year. 
The Mayor says he has received a 
proposition from another person to pay 
$300 per year for the same property. 
He calls attention to the fact that 
such lands usually bring a rental of 
$10 to $15 per acre per annum and re- 
minds the Council that seventy-five 
acres of this reservoir site is ag good 
land as there is in the county. He 
asks that the rate of rental be raised. 


New Engines Accepted.

FINANCIAL MUDDLE. 


J. F. GOYTINO EXAMINED ON THE 
. CHARGE OF FORGERY. 


Jean Biscay, the Basque Shepherd, 
Tells Little About His Dealings. 
Disputed Check amd the Mark 
Upon It 


The preliminary examination of J. F. 
Goytino on the charge of forging the 
merk of Jean Biscay, the Basque 
shepherd, again fizzled out yesterday 
in the Township Court. Not that it 
actually ended disastrously, but that 
by reason of the seeming ignorance 
of the prosecuting witness it did not 
seem possible for the prosecution to 
prove anything at allg Upon the com- 
plaint being drawn the defendant was 
charged with having forged Biscay’s 
name to a check for $100, and which 
was paid by the Farmers’ and “Mer- 
chants’ Bank. The papper was in favor 
of Fernando Doray, another Basque, 
purported to have been signed by Jean 
Biscay, and was witnessed by Goytino. 
When the prosecuting witness went 
upon the stand yesterday he was cer- 
tain that he had not made the check 
or authorized Goytino to make it for 
him. Under. cross-examination, how- 
ever, he became so tangled up that he 
didn’t appear to know just what his 
arrangements with the bank regarding 
his deposit had been. He didn’t even 
know the year in which he was born, 
and when asked what month the pres- 
ent one was answered that it was 
March. When the. alleged forged check 
was handed to him for his inspection 
by Attorney Appel the witness denied 
having signed the check, but did say 
that he had made the cross over his 
signature. If the latter concession had 
stood the case would have ended right 
there, for it was the cross or mark 
that Goytino was charged with hav- 
ing forged. 

Biscay, upon being further interro- 
gated, allowed that the, in company 
with the defendant. had drawn $1400 
from the First National Bank ir April, 
1898, and had at once deposited it with 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank. He 
denied that at that time he had au- 
thorized the bank to pay out from his 
money to the check of Goytino, and 
denied emphatically that Goytino was 
his agent or anything else other than 
an interpreter. 

When Walter Walker. one of the tel- 
lers of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank, went upon the witness stand the 
obscurity in which the entire financial | 
trans mn. 7 come rapidly in- 
volve more dense. He 
stated that when the.check in question 
was present an 100 it called for 
was deposite wthe credit of the in- 
dorser, ando Doray, and that 
there was an authorization in the bank 
for Goytino to indorse Biscay’s checks. 


What that latter statement amounted 


to could not be found out, the witness 


not being permitted to explain, as the 
authorization itself was the best evi- 
dence, and the defense insisted that it 
be produced. At this point the case 
was continued until this morning, when 
the written authorization will be pro- 
duced in court, and Banker Hellman 
will also tell wpon the witness stand 
what verbal instructions Biscay gave 
regarding Goytino having access to his 
money. 

The defense are seeking to show that 
Goytino was really the agent of Bis- 
cay, and that the latter had agreed to 
loan $400 to Doray in order that he 
might in turn make a loan on two 
notes to two fellow-countrymen. It 
was contended that Doray’s bank ac- 
count would show hat he had had only 
$950 to his credit at the time when this 
alleged forged check was passed, and 
that he -meeded $1350. AVith the check 
in question and the check for $300, upon 
which another criminal complaint has 
been based, Doray was enabled to make 
the loan, and in proof that it was so 
made it is contended that the two 
notes are now in the bank's possession. 

After the case had been continued 
yesterday it was intended to arraign 
Goytino on the second charge of forg- 
ing a note for $300, but in some mys- 
terious fashion the complaint had dis- 
appeared, and the arraignment also 
had to go over until this morning. 


DISAPPEARING ESTATE. 


Roman Catholic Charch Opposes the 
Supplemental Account. 

The estate of the late William Me- 
Dermott, proprietor ofthe Fashion. sta- 
bles, is, it is alleged, at the vanishing 
point, and although a contest to ‘the 
will wa8 filed, the estate having dwin- 
dled to a mere nothing, there will be 
neither profit nor glory in fighting over 
a will that is only valueless paper. 

McDermott died about fifteen months 
ago, leaving a will in favor of his wife, 
Mrs. Carrie McDermott was made spe- 
cial administratrix of the estate, and 
a nicely varied time she appears to 
have had of it since then. First, the 
-ontest to the will was filed, the prm- 
cipal ground of opposition being that, 
as was alleged, Mrs. McDermott was 
not the wife of the decedent, and not 
having informed him of that fact, she 
had induced him to make a will in her 
favor. - The ground for the issue thus 
raised was intimated to be that Mrs. 
McDermott had in earlier years been 
married to’a man from whom she had 
separated herself, and who she for a 
long time believed to be dead. In that 
belief she married again, and this sec- 
ond husband did actally die. Some time 
later she married McDermott, and at 
that time it was contended by the con- 


testants that she was aware of the fact_}. 


that her first husband was not dead 
at all, but very much alive. The actual 
fact, however, could only be shown at 
the trial of the contest, and it is very 
doubtful if that will now be persisted 
in. 
Meantime, after Mrs. McDermott had 
been appointed as special administra- 
trix, she continued to run the livery 
business for some time. Why this 
course was taken in preference to sell- 
ing out at once is at present a moot 
point, but at all events the business 
was carried on at a loss. The attorney 
to the estate advanced money as it was 
required, and finally an order of sale 
was obtained from the court and the 
stable was sold out. The estate realized 
$1900, and the first account of the ad- 
ministratrix was settled in January 
last. Now, on the submission of the 
supplemental and final account being 
offered in court, a strong opposition is 
being made. As representing the Bishop 
of Los Angeles and Monterey, Z. Mont- 
gomery, Esq., is making a vigorous ob- 
jection to the adoption of the report. 
The claim he represents amounts to! 
$130, and is for the funeral expenses, 
but as there is only about $30 in the 
estate at the present showing, it is un-. 
likely that even that moderate amount 
will be paid. The attorney contends, 
however, that the administratrix in 
paying out large sums of money from 
the estate, acted without any author- 
ity, and that the account does not 
show whether the money so paid out 
was for debts that had accrued before 
the death of the decedent or since that 
time. In any case, it is urged that all 
the moneys paid out were without any 
warrant of law, save in so far as they 
were made for family allowance. 

But right there is whére Mrs. Mc- 
Dermott ventures to speak for herself. 
Judge Clark made an order at the very 
beginning that she should receive $75 
a month for her support and main- 
tenance, but she avers that during 
the whole time since the order was 
made she has only received about $75 
as u total sum. Yesterday she was in 
court and complained bitterly of her 
extreme condition, saying that she was 
suffering from a cancer end was with- 
out any money to support herself. 

Judge Campbell set Saturday, the 


‘| 20th inst., for hearing the matter, and 


at that time the whole affair will be 
finally determined. 


PLAINT OF A CONVICT. 


Oran Miller Can’t Enjoy His Youth 
at Folsom. 

The career of Oran Miller in the out- 
side world was quite short, and very 
speedy, and from the confines of the 
State’s prison at Folsom he has indited 
a letter wherein he laments the fact 
that he is boxed up in the penitentiary 
when only 20 years of age, and when 
his ardent desire is to be on the out- 
side enjoying himself. 

Young Miller was a graduate from 
Whittier. Not. however, that he gradu- 
ated in the ordinary and proper way, 
for, as a matter of fact, he ran away, 
and in an ill-starred moment stole a 
gun. Shortly afterward he became in- 
volved in a quarrel with a fisherman 
near Redondo and shot him, the man 
dying from the wound inflicted. Miller 
was tried on the murder charge, when 
the insanity plea was raised, but with 
a minimum effect, for he was sentenced 
to twenty years in the State’s prison 
at Folsom. He was sent up about four 
years ago, and as he heard that Mr. 
Fredericks was a deputy in the. Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and had known 
him before his conviction, he wrote the 
letter referred to, in which he requests 
his good offices in his behalf. 

“T would like to get out and enjoy my 
youth,” writes Miller, “while I have it, 
as I cannot do so when I am old.” He 
then goes on to make the modest re- 
quest that the District Attorney take 
such steps as may be necessary to have 
his sentence commuted. He makes no 
allusion whatever to the poor old fish- 
erman that he killed; but states as a 
matter of surpassing interest that he 
is enjoying good health, and signs him- * 
self as “‘Your sincere friend.” 

Taking all of the circumtances of 
Miller’s case. into consideration, the 
District Attorney has no reason to 
think that the young fellow is in other 
than his proper place when under con- 
finement at Folsom, and so far as he 
is concerned at the present time, Mi1- 
ler will remain there and put in his 
full term. 


WHARF LICENSES PAID. 


Southern Pacifici Compaay’s Opposi- 
tion at an End. 

The fight between the wharf com- 
panies and the Board of Supervisors 
over wharf rates and licenses may now 
be considered at an end, for yesterday 
the Southern Pacific Company paid 
into the county treasurery the sum of 
$1300, the amount owing by the cor- 
poration for wharf licenses. 

The licenses were fixed by the Super- 
visors at $850 for the wharf at Port 
Los Angeles and $450 for the wharf at 
San Pedro, together making the 
amount paid in yesterday. The rail- 
road company did not make any stand 
against the charges for the big wharf, 
but strenuously objected to being made 


to pay a license for the wharf at San 
Pedro. It was claimed that under its 
franchise the corporation was empow- 
ered and permitted to extend its ter- 
minus at San Pedro into deep water, 
and that the matter was one between 
the company and the State, and not be- 
tween the company and the county of 
Los Angeles. Documents and maps ga- 
lore were filed in support of this con- 
tention, but 1: the final outcome the 
Southe.n Pacific has receded from the 
position taken, und has paid the license 
for the San Pedru wharf rather than 
have the matter adjudicated in the 
courts. 


SHAMEFUL PURSUIT. 


Girl Tells How Her Immature Com- 
panions Were Debauched. 

A young girl named Bertie V. Vliet 
was yesterday brought before Judge 
York as an incorrigible, upon the com- 
plaint of her mother, The girl is not 
quite 15 years old, and has lived with 
her mother on Sand street. Although 
in reduced circumstances the mother is 
in a measure a refined woman, and her 
daughter appeared in court well 
dressed and with a quiet and subdued 
manner that, according to the testi- 
mony, altogether belied her character. 

It was the same story that is told 
with greatest regularity whenever a 
girl is charged with bad behavior, of 
the gir! going with bad companions, re- 
maining out late at night, and defying 
the maternal authority. In the pres- 
ent case, however, a letter was put In 
evidence that effectually deprived the. 
girl of any chance of escaping commit- 
ment to the reform school. The letter 
was addressed to some boy, and was 
couched in the grossest and most Inde- 
cent terms.

PLEA FOR MATAAFA. 


ONE WILLIAM COOPER PREDICTS 
SAMOA BLOODSHED. 


His Brief Declares aa Attempt to 
Seat Tanu Would Cause Unpar- 
alleled Disaster and if No At-. 


Flouted With Impunity Hence- 
forth. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—A _ special 
plea for the cause of Mataafa has 
been received at the embassies inter- 
ested in the Samoan question from 
rather a peculiar source, namely, Wil- 
liam Cooper, late municipal magistrate 
of Apia, and a person believed to be 
a British subject, living in Auckland, 


Cooper’s brief, which is printed, pre- 
sents not only the law in the case of 
the succession to the kingship, but 
also shows an intimate acquaintance 
with the people and customs of Samoa. 
Cooper regards the situation as one of 
extreme gravity. He says that the 
powers have to deal with this dilemma; 
that if they undertake to enforce the 
decision of Chief Justice Chambers, 
seating Tanu, all previous scenes of 
bloodshed will be eclipsed, while if 


they fail to enforce the decision, the 
court will be flounted with punity. 
Cooper's brief referred to the pledge 


given by Mataafa upon his return nut 
to interfere im the government, and 
also to his intimate relations with the 
German government. He says’ the 
present situation is insufferable, and 
that there must be extensive modifi- 
cations of the treaty, in view of the 
fact that annexation of the islands by 
any one of the powers is improbable.

BRIGGS’S ORDINATION. 


Positively Stated it Will Take Place 
Somewhere Tomorrow. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 12.—In spite of all 
the influential opponents of the ordina- 
tion of Rev. Dr. Briggs, who have let 
Bishop Potter know how they feel about 
bis proposed advancement to the 
priesthood, the statement is made posi- 
tively that the ordination will take 
place samewhere next Sunday. Direct 
informatign. from the only authentic 
source, Bishop Potter, cannot be ob- 
tained, but it is expected that the 
bishop will announce the church at 
which the ceremony will be held. In 
that case the representatives of the cp- 
position to Dr. Briggs will be present 
to make a formal protest. 

In support of ithe statement that 
Bishop Potter will not be swayed from 
his purpose, Rev. Dr. John Peters, cne 
of the examination chaplains who fec- 
ommended Dr. Briggs for the priest- 
hood, is quoted as saying that he had 
not the least doubt that the ceremony 
would be performed May 14. He as- 
serted that there was only one form 
of protest that could stop it, and that 
was a charge against the moral char- 
acter of the applicant. Should such a 
protest be made the ceremony would 
cease. He argued that the rather am- 
biguous word in the challenge which 
the bishap must make suggests that 
the commission of a moral crime is the 
only impediment which can hage in- 
fluence enough ‘to stop the ordinagion. 

Dr. Peters adds that after the ordi- 
nation those who impute heresy to Dr. 
Briggs can lay their formal charges 
before the bishop, who may then refer 
the whole matter to an investigation 
committee'with power to sift the opin- 
ions of Dr. Briggs. 

The Churchman of this week says: 

“The sensational stories that have 
appeared in the daily press with re- 
gard to the ordination of Dr. Briggs 
suggests the necessity of giving to our 
readers certain information that may 
help them to a right judgment in the 

“The Rev. Dr. Briggs was ordained 
to the deaconate last year, having met 
all canonical regulations and after 
having been recommended by, a stand- 
ing committee composed of the Revs. 
Morgan Dix, Thomas R. Harris, Octa- 
vius Applegate dad J. S. Shipman and 
Messrs. Stephen/P. Nash, @- A. Miller, 
S. Nicholson Kene and Herman C. Van 
Post. He has {met all the require- 
ments for advancement to the priest- 
hood, and has been recommended again 
by this same committee with only 
change in its composition. 

“Many persons have been disturbed 
by passages quoted in the daily papers 
from Dr. Briggs’s late book. It is only 
fair to state that most of these passages 
appear to be wrested from their true 
setting.”’

Langley’s New Flying Machine Acts 
Worse Than the Last. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—Prof. 8. P. 


Langley, secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, inventor of the aerodrome, 


ordnance to experiment with his flying 
machine for war purposes, made his 
first test at Quantico, Va.; yesterday. 

Prof. Langley, with the amount of 
money placed at his disposal, built a 
new and larger machine than that with 
which he-experimented two years 
The machine was launched from the 
top of a houseboat anchored in a broad 
sweep of the. Potomac, about three- 
quarters of a mile from the island 
owned by the Quantico Rod and Gun 
Club. 

The results were not so successful as 
were Prof. Langley’s former experi- 
ments with the machine. The machine 
soared aloft to a height of 500 feet, but 
descended after a horizontal flight of 
800 feet. His former machine, which 
was propelled by a small steam engine, 
flew three-quartérs of a mile, and only 
descended when the steam was ex- 
hausted. It was understood that Prof. 
Langley was to overcome the limited 
capacity of the former machine by the 
use.of a condensing engine, which will 
repeatedly utilize the condensed steam 
from the boiler.

‘ RALEIGH SAILOR. . 


Dined by Princess Chimay at Cairo’s 
Swell Hotel. 


[Philadelphia Record:] Charles Har- 
ris, a seaman of the Raleigh, had a 
queer experience in Cairo on the way 
home from Manila. He was dined and 
wined in the Savoy, the fashionable 
hotel of Cairo, by the Princess Chimay, 
once Clara Ward of Detroit, t,he young 
woman whose wild doings scandalized 
continents. 

Jackie Harris was born and bred in 
Newport, R. I. His father years ago 
was editor of a paper there. A couple 
of years ago Harris went to Hong- 
kong, where he worked on the Trans- 
cript, an English newspaper. In a fit 
of war enthusiasm he gave up his place 
and joined the Raleigh’s crew. 

Of his recent experience he said to- 
day: “The Raleigh reached Alexandria 
February 15, and stopped seVaral days 
to coal. Sixty of the men and many of 
the officers went fo Cairo. At the Sa- 
voy were many rich Americans, and 
they went crazy over us. One of them 
was Reggie Norman, who knew me in 
Newport. While we were talking in 
the corridor a bellboy said a lady 
wanted to see me in the parlor. I went 
there, and the lady said: ‘Aren’t you 
Charlie Harris of Newport? I knew 
your father there, and you, too. I am 
the Princess Chimay, who used to be 
Clara Ward.’ 

“T wouldn’t have recognized her. She 
has grown stout, but she is still a beau- 
tiful woman. She doesn’t dress as 
flashily as she did at Newport years ago. 


She said: ‘I want to dime one of 
Dewey’s boys. Won't you have dinner 
with me?’ I went into the big dining- 


room with the Princess in my sailor 
togs. and you should have seen people 
stare. Next to our table was old Joe. 
our skipper, Capt. Coghlan, and I 
thought he would drop dead at the sight 
of one of his men dining with a Prin- 
cess. He was dining with a couple of 
ladies, but didn’t eat much. Every one 
knew the Princess by sight, but very 
few spoke to her. Some bowed as they 
passed, but that was all. 

“The Princess made me tell her about 
the action of May 1, what the shells 
did when they hit the Spaniards, and 
how we felt during the fight. She said 
it was a great thing to have shown 
other nations what tremendous folks 
we Americans are in a scrap. 

“After dinner, as my story was not 
half through, the Princess invited me 
to her suite. There I met Rigo. He is 
about the most miserable bluff. at a 
man I ever saw. How a fine woman 
like the Princess could lose herself over 
him I don’t understand. She seemed 
to be fond of him. 

“I showed her the American eagle 
tattooed on my arm, and she showed 
the American eagle she has tattooed be- 
tween her shoulder blades. The eagle 
on her back is a fine bit of coloring. 
Most people thought it was the Prince 
Chimay’s coat of arms. The Princess 
must have plenty of money, for she 
lives in style.”’ 


A CLERGYMAN’S WINDFALL. 


Rev. Edward Morgan of Bakersfield 
Falls Heir to a Fortumh, 


{Bakersfield Californian:] A fortune 
of between $50,000 and $75,000 has de- 
scended to Rev. Edward Morgan of this 
city. Mr. Morgan has been pastor of 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church here for a 
little more than a year, and has quietly 
and devotedly attended to his duties, 
gaining the respect and admiration of 
his parishioners and the public gener- 
ally. He has acquired a reputation for 
unusual piety. When seen last even- 
ing Mr. Morgan acknowledged that a 
fortune had been bequeathed to him, 
and related the story of the foundation 
of the estate. His father’s sister, 
Midy Morgan, was one of the pioneer 
newspaper women of the world. Some 
forty years ago she was employed on 
the New York» Times, and developed 
into the best live-stock reporter in that 
city. During the time she was writing 
up the markets, Miss Morgan was also 
dealing in horses, and before she died 
accumulated $100,000 in the business. 
One’ of her entervrises consisted in 
shipping horses to Italy from:the south 
of Ireland. Her Italian customer was 
the Italian King, Victor Emanuel, and 
in addition to paying her fabulous 
prices for the animals she disposed of 
to him, he awarded her the royal 
cipher set with diamonds and a gold 
medal. Only the fact that she was not 
an Italian subject prevented her from 
having.a title conferred upon her. Miss 
Morgan was a unique character. She 
was eccentric and even spectacular in 
dress, and, being more than six feet 
tall, she appeared masculine. In fact, 
she was once arrested while riding in a 
street car, the officer charging her with 
being a man masquerading as a wo- 
man, an offense against New York law. 
Her masculinity, however, was only 
apparent, those who knew her well as- 
serting that she was instead a very 
womanly woman. 

Miss Midy Morgan left her fortune to 
her sister, Miss Jane Morgan, a col- 
orist and sculptor of note, who had 
studied under the most eminent teach- 
ers in a number of European art cen- 
ters. It is from the latter, who died a 
few weeks ago, that Mr. Morgan of 
Bakersfield inherited the wealth he is 
about to come into possession of. Mr. 
Morgan will go‘'to New York early in 
June to receive his estate, and will 
then make a tour of England and Ire- 
land, and return here during the 
autumn to resume his ministerial la- 
bors.

The Art of Piling Up Money. 


[Philadelphia Record:] There is one 
expert in Philadelphia who, it is safe 
to say, stands entirely alone in his 
specialty. He is James Toughill, who 
has charge of the piling of coin bags at 
the subtreasury. Not only does he 
have charge of the piling of the bags; 
but he does it all himself, for there is 
a secret connected with this work that 
is known to only one man in the coun- 
try besides the Philadelphia expert. It 
does not seem at first glance to be a 
very difficult task, but those who have 
tried it and failed can be counted by 
hundreds, while the first man to do the 
work properly without a knowledge of 
the secret having been imparted to him 
is yet to be named. Not s0 many years 
ago there was only one person in the 
country who could do the work. Where 
he obtained his exclusive knowledge no 
one knows. On a trip to Philadelphia 
he met Toughill, and the two became 
fast friends. As a mark of his esteem 
the original expert taught Toughill the 
art of piling up money securely, and 
that is as far as the knowledge has been 
extended. The work consists of piling 
up bags containing 1000 silver dollars 
each, as high as the vault will permit. 
When built by the experts this silver 
wall is as solid and substantial as if 
built of bricks and mortar, and it is 
well this is so. If one of these walls 
should constructed on wrong prin- 
ciples it would surely fall, and a fall 
usually means serious injury to some 
one.

For ages we have enjoyed the glorious 
privilege of being the possessors of 
God's holy law; for ages it has been 
our boast and pride to rally around our 
inheritance, “the inheritance of the 
congregation of Jacob,’’ and esteem its 
intellectual wealth above the sheen of 
splendid jewels and the glitter of sil- 
ver and gold. 

Now, if our ancestors gloried in the 
title of Jew, when the name was a by- 
word and a reproach, when to be 
a Jew was to be an outcast, de- 
graded and despised, without a home 
or a resting-place, without a dwelling 
or a shelter, with no hope save the hope 
in Him who protects all that put their 
trust in Him; if in those dark days 
of horror we were not ashamed of our 
mame, our race and our nation, how 
much more reason have we now in this 

lorious land of liberty and freedom to 

proud of our name, our noble birth- 
right, our honored past, and the hope- 
ful future in store for us? Where Is 
the people with a nobler record than 
that of the suffering Jew? Where is 
the race who, mingling with every na- 
tion and dwelling in every clime, have 
yet maintained themselves as a clear 
stream amid the turbid waters through 
#hich it has flowed? Where is the re- 
ligion which has done more for the 
world’s advancement, for the progress 
of humanity, than the Jewish re- 
ligion? Where is the nation today 
purer in morals, more charitable in 
disposition, more ready to alleviate the 
distressed condition ‘‘suffering hu- 
manity than the people of Israel? 
Happy, indeed, are ye Israel; a nation 
of priests, with God for your king, and 
His law your heritage, whose honors 
are not of today, nor of yesterday, 
whose laws have become the basis of all 
humane legislation, and whose creed 1s 
the foundation of every faith. 

For eighteen centuries of bitter perse- 
cution has the Jew boldly and fearlessly 
walked before all the nations of the 
earth, heeding neither the threats of 
his enemies nor the insidious deception 
of his would-be betrayers. Tempted, 
feared, hated and despised, however 
weak he may have been, God has 
strengthened, spared and preserved 
him to this day. And why have we 

n thus sustained? Because the 


.wnity of God has been the base and 


the apex of our institution. “One God, 
One law and one nation’ has been our 
motto. It is because we have practi- 
Cally illustrated the old adage: “All 
Israel are bound oné unto the other.” It 
matters not where he is born, or what 
country gives him shelter, when he 

ears the magic words, “Hear, O, 


srael, the Lord is our God, the Lord. 


is One,’’ our hearts are open to receive 
him, and our hands are ready to 
serve and to assist. 

The Jews do not represent themselves 
as the representatives sent to conquer 
the universe and to make all people 
subservient to their interests. Israel is 
jl designated to be the predominant 
amily of the human race. Israel is 
appointed as a purely religious priest- 
hood, the unsalaried teachers of man- 
kind, and as enlisted soldiers of re- 
ligion. Once sworn in, they are forever 
in loyal service; they cannot, nay, 
they dare not desert their hereditary 
colors without deserting themselves, 
he This is indeed an 
idea whose grandeur is without paral- 
lel in all history; and in its execution 
the mission of the Jew baffles the 
philosopher, defies all the wise classi- 
fications of nations and races. 

Judaism is no exclusive faith; nor 
does it teach any secrets; it is open

Let, there- 
ore, parents, teachers and guardians

watch their conduct carefully, sanctify 
their life, purify their manners, prac- 
tice virtue, justice and love to every 
man of whatever faith or nationality. 
Practice religion in your homes, trans- 
form your tables into altars and your 
houses into temples of God. Work with 
incessant activity; shun the lie and 
worship truth; do not stay away from 
the house: of God; visit it with your 
children; listen to the word of instruc- 
tion; be not over wise in your own 
eyes; love to hear the words of our 
holy law, and practice its precepts in 
your life. Then, and only then, you 
“will be able to say to yourselves that 
you have taken good care of your chil- 
dren, and you will see a generation 
grow up by which, will be found the 

ingdom of truth and peace, of uni- 
vergal brotherly love 
worship of God. For 
mouths of your own children and babes 
the kingdom of God will be established 
forever and ever."

BURNED TO DEATH. 


MRS. A. MOORE LOSES HER LIFE 
NEAR SAN FERNANDO, 


Ranch House Destroyed by Fire, 
Thought to, Have Reen Caused 
by a Lamp Upset by the Victim, 
Body in a Ditch. 


Mrs. A. Moore was:burned to death 
in a fire which destroyed a ranch-house 
four miles east of San Fernando, late 
Thursday evening. An inquest over 
her remains yesterday resulted in a 
verdict of accidental death. It is sup- 
posed that the fire was caused by an 
overturned lamp. 

Mrs. Moore, who wae 52 years old, 
was the housekeeper for Henry Kegel, 
proprietor of a bee ranch at the mouth 
of the Little Tejunga Cafion: Kengel, 
accompanied by a friend named 
Stearns, who is the proprietor of the 
Summit saloon at Glendale, went to 
the mountains on a bear-hunting ex- 
pedition last Wednesday. Mrs. Moore 
was left alone in the ranch-house. It 
developed at the inquest yesterday 
that the housekeeper was in the habit 
of_drinking abundant quantities of 
wine when Kegel was absent. It is 
Supposed that she became intoxicated 
Thursday evening and overturned the 
lamp. A daughter of John Romayne, 
who is the nearest neighbor to the 
Kegel place, discovered the fire shortly 
after 10 o'clock Thursday evening. 
She notified her father, who started 
for the fire; followed by his wife and 
daughter. Romayne overtook Mrs. 
Bartholomew, another neighbor, just 
before he reached the burning house, 
and they arrived at the fire just as 
the roof fell in. The dead body of Mrs. 
Moore was found in an irrigating ditch 
a short distance from the ruined house, 
fearfully burned. Death had evidently 
been caused by the fire, which had 
almost entirely destroyed her clothing. 
Mrs. Romayne drove to San Fernando, 
from which place Coroner Holland 
was notified of the death. The wo- 
man’s body remained in the ditch until 
yesterday afternoon, when the Coro- 
ner arrived on the scene, and it was 
removed to San Fernando, where the 
inquest was held. 

From the testimony given at the in- 
avnest yesterday, it is thought that after 
the woman overturned the lamp, 
thereby igniting her clothing, she ran 
to the ditch and jumped into it, in the 
hope that a small amount of water 
there would quench the flames which 
were agonizing her. 

The deceased, who was the widow of 
John D. Moore, had been keeping house 
for Kegel for about eight years, hav- 
ing come to California from Missouri, 
where she left a family. The furniture 
in the burned house was her property. 

The damage to the ranch-house and 
its contents is estimated at $1000. 
Kegel is still in ignorance of the fire 
or the death of his housekeeper, ‘but 
friends have gone to the mountains to 
notify him. The woman’s body will 
remain in the charge of a San Fer- 
nando undertaker until Kegel can be 
located.

WATER ARBITRATION 


CITY COMES OUT VICTORIOUS 
AFTER A LONG FIGHT. 


Final Award of the Board Lower by 
Far Than the Compaay Had 
Expected. 


WALUE FIXED AT $1,183,591,42. 


ABXT STEP IS TO ISSUE BONDS TO 
RAISE MONEY. 


Gontest in the Courts Certain—Full 
Text of the Report—C. T. Henley 
Dissents—Different 
Views. 


The board of arbitrators appointed to 
étermine the value of the plant of the 
os Angeles City Water Company has 
completed its labors and filed its re- 


tion ie at an end, and has resulted in 
what all city officials and others not 
interested in the water company declare 
to be a signal victory for the city. The 
value of the plant as fixed in the re- 
port of the board of arbitrators, is $1,- 
183,591.42. This is the gross amount that 
is allowed the company, and includes 
all of several special awards that were 
made at the request of the attorneys 
for both the city and the water com- 
pany. Not a cent is allowed the com- 
pany for service connections. There is 
an allowance for extensions since the 
expiration of the waterworks contract, 
another award on account ofthe com- 
mercial value of the plant, and a third 
as interest on the capital expended in 


making improvements. 

The report of the board is signed by 
two members only, President George 
H. Mendell and James C. Kays. Charles 
T. Healey, who represented the water 
company on the board, dissented from 
the findings, as was expected. Indeed, 
it has been intimated that whatever 
the award might have been, it would 
not be unanimous for the reason that 
the company desires to engage in fur- 
ther litigation. Capt. Healey, however, 
was not permitted, under the ruling of 
President Mendell, to sign a dissenting 
report other than a brief statement 
that he did not agree with the finding 
of his associates, Mr. Mendell’s reason 
being that inasmuch as a_ stipulated 
form of award had been presented to 
the board, no ather form should he 
signed and filed as coming from. the 
board. 

The water company’s attorneys have 
given the expected notice that they 
will not abide by the decision of the 
board, and that they will fight out the 
matter in the courts. They have de- 
clared that they believe the award will 
not hold in the courts. One of them 
styles it a “pretended award.” 

The determination of the board does 
not settle the matter by any means, 
and there is in prospect a long fight in 
the courts, but the effect of the deci- 
sion will be to give the city the advan- 
tage in that contest after it is able 
to tender to the company the amount 
at which the board fixed the value of 
the plant. For the purpose of prepar- 
ing such a tender, it is the intention of 
the city authorities to take the prelim- 
inary steps at once by determining 
just what will be included in the bond 
proposition that is certain to be laid 
before the voters of the city. Work 
in that direction will be commenced to- 
day. It is of such a character that it 
cannot be completed in a day, but will 
require weeks of careful study and ef- 
fort. It is the idea of Mayor Eaton 
that the sooner the tender is made the 
better will be the position of the city 
to contest any action of the company in 
the Gourts. To that end the Mayor will 
at once confer with the Council to 
learn the views of the several mem- 
bers as to the best plan of procedure. 

“TIT consider this a decided victory for 
the city,’’ said the Mayor last night. 
“All we now have to do is to proceed 
carefully: and we will win out sooner 
than we expected. There is no politics 
in this. Tt is for the interest of the en- 
tire city, and the sooner we have the 
water system in the hands of the city 
the better the people will be pleased. I 
believe the people will willingly vote 
bonds in an amount such as has been 
awarded, and with the additional neces- 
sary amount for the improvement of 
the plant. I shall do all in my power to 
facilitate the completion of this effort 
to secure municipal ownership. There 
is much to be done; many plans to be 
prepared, and it must be remembered 
that this does not entirely settle the 
matter. It is only a long step in that 
direction. All that is needed now is the 
intelligent action of the city authori- 
ties, and we will win sure.” 

The report of the board was com- 
pleted yesterday shortly after noon. 
It was not finally signed, however, un- 
til nearly 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, and for that reason it was not 
made public until after 7 o’clock. The 
attorneys for the two sides were noti- 
fied to meet in the rooms ‘of the board 
in the Douglas Block yesterday after- 
noon, and when they assembled there 
it was announced that two. of the 
members of the board had agreed to 
an award, to which the other, Mr. 
Healey, dissented. The question as to 
whether Mr. Healey would file a dis- 
senting or minority report was consid- 
ered, and President Mendell held that 
as the form of report had been stipu- 
lated by the attorneys, there was noth- 
ing for the water company’s member 
to do but to indicate on their report 
that he dissented from their findings. 
After a long argument, this was agreed 
to by Mr. Healey. The report was then 
read to the attorneys present, among 
whom were City Attorney Haas and 
Messrs. Lee and Scott, representing the 
city; Messrs. White and Chapman, at- 
torneys for the water company: Audi- 
tor Drake and Vice-President Minor 
of that company. When the finding was 
announced one of the water company’s 
attorneys lost his temper somewhat, 
and appeared to be greatly dissatisfied 
with the result. What was said, how- 
ever, was not made public. A copy of 
the report was immediately furnished 
to Mr. Minor as a representative( of the 
company, and another copy was deliv- 
ered to City Clerk Hance, who was 
summoned to his office by City At- 
torney Haas to receive it. The third 
copy was retained by the secretary of 
the board. It will be retained until the 
fermal report is made to both parties 
to the controversy. The report in full 
follows:

a complete system now in operation 
and earning a large net revenue, and 
having its service connections estab- 
lished to the amount stated in the 
stipulations, towit, 19,173, of which 270 
has been put in since the 23d day of 
July, 1898, and up to November 1, 1898, 
and that they would introduce evi- 
dence upon the increased value result- 
ing on that account. 

The city contested this claim, and 
denied that any allowance or any in- 
creased value should be allowed on ac- 
count of the situation of the plant as 
a going concern, and having such serv- 
ice connections. 

Evidence was introduced before the 
board on the part of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company concerning the 
alleged value which the system pos- 
sesses on account of the facts’and con- 
ditions aforesaid over and above the 
mere cost of construction, and over 
and above the value of the real estate 
and personal property coming under 
the purview of said contract and stip- 
ulation. 

And the said arbitrators now find 
that the value is increased by reason 
of. said conditions over and above the 
structural value or cost of construc- 
tion, and over and above said real es- 
tate and personal property in the 
amount of fifty-eight thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-five ($58,835) dol- 
lars, and which said finding and de- 
termination is made by the vote or con- 
currence of two members of said board, 
namely, Kays and Mendell. 

And the said arbitrators also deter- 
mined that the said increased value 
should be allowed and is included in 
the sum total awarded, and the said 
fiinding, judgment or determination that 
the same should be included in the 
said award and said decision was made 
by the vote or concurrence of three 
members of _ said board, namely, 
Healey, Kays and Mendell. 

II. 

The city of Los Angeles claimed the 
service connections made prior to 
July 23, 1898, should not be considered 
as part of the property to be valued, 
and that no allowance should be made 
therefor, upon the ground that the 
said service connections do not be- 
long to the Los Angeles City Water 
Company, and are not required tod be 
made under the said contract. 

This claim was contested by the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, and 
evidence was introduced before the 
said board of arbitrators tending to 
prove the value of those service con- 
nections made prior to July 23, 1898, 
and the ownership thereof. 

And the said arbitrators now find 
that the value of said service con- 
nections js the sum of ninety-three 
thousand nine hundred and sixty-five 
($93,965) dollars, which said value is 
determined ‘ty the vote or concur- 
rence of two members of the board, 
namely, Kays and Mendell. 

And the said arbitrators further 
find as to the said service connec- 
tions that they do not belong to the 
Los Angeles City Water Company, 
and the value thereof has not been 
allowed, and is not included in 
the sum total awarded. And the said 
decision that the said service connec- 
tions do not belong to the said Los 
Angeles City Water Company, and 
that the value thereof should not be 
allowed or included in said award, 
was determined by the vote or con- 
currence of two members of. said 
board of arbitrators, namely, Kays 
and Mendell.

ments. made subsequent to July 22, 
1898, and the company contending that 
the value of the property should be 
determined by the arbitrators under

nation was made by the concurrence of 
two members of the board, as herein- 
after stated; and the said arbitrators 
did include the said sum of seventy- 
six thousand three hundred and eleven 
($76,311) dollars in the general award 
of value hereinbefore made. The fore- 
going finding that seventy-six thousand 
three hundred and eleven ($76,311) dvl- 
lars is a reasonable allowance for loss 
of interest as aforesaid and properly 
chargeable to construction was made 
by the vote and concurrence of two 
members, namely, Kays and Mendell.

CITY’S ESTIMATES SUSTAINED. 

Ever since it has been known that 
a report from the board might be ex- 
pected at any time there has been a 
great deal of guessing about the City 
Hall as toa, what the amount of the 
award would be, and some betting has 
even been indulged in. The opinions of 
those who were guessing (for it was 
all guess work,) ranged from $1,000,000 
to more than $2,000,000. The figure 
that was quoted by most of those who 
discussed the matter was between $1,-° 
300,000 and $1,500,000. It was never sup- 
posed by any great number of the city 
officials that the amount would fall be- 
low $1,250,000, and that the result would 
be what it was occasioned some sur- 
prise. Attention was at once called to 
the fact that the award of the arbitra- 
tors closely approaches the estimate 
made two years ago by then City En- 
On July 26, 1897, 
Mr. Dockweiler submitted his estimate 
of the value of the plant at $1,190,655. 
This estimate, however, included the 
Crystal Springs property. On the prop- 
erty that was under consideration by 
the arbitrators, Mr. Dockweiler’s esti- 
mate was $1,071,034, a trifle more than 
$100,000 lower than the award made yes- 
terday. It must be remembered that 
this estimate was made in 1897, and 
that since then the company has added 
fully $100,000 worth of improvements, 
so that the award of the board is taken 
as a vindication of the city’s estimate. 

The city board of consulting engi- 
neers, the experts engaged to deter- 
mine the value of the plant when the 
matter was submitted to arbitration, 
submitted a report July 22, in which 
they estimated the value of the plant 
at $1,408,571, and it was supposed by 
many of those who have been watch- 
ing the proceedings that the award 
would be about that figure. For the 
water company the estimates were 
much higher. That of Engineer Haw- 
good was $2,467,778. Engineer Percell 
estimated the value at $2,357,188, and 
Superintendent Mulholland of 
water company thought the plant was 
worth $2,182,891. That the award would 
not be as high as either of the water 
company’s engineers estimated was ex- 
pected, of course, the city considering 
their estimates high beyond reason. 

Just before the expiration of the con- 
tract last July the city called upon the 
company for a schedule of the property 
to which it had a title or claims a 
title, the purpose being to ascertain 
just what the company considered as 
being included within the terms of the 
contract. The schedule of property was 
filed, and the city, indicating what 
property it held to be “improvements” 
within the meaning of the contract, of- 
fered the cOmpany $1,000,000 for the 
plant. Of course the offer was not in 
the shape of a tender of that much 
money, but rather of an agreement to 
purchase the property at that price as 
soon as the municipality could _ raise 
the money. The company refused the 
offer. Its price, as officially stated to 
the City Council, was $2,000,000 for the 
property of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company and $1,000,000 additional for 
the property of the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company. This price 
was declined by the city, and this dis- 
agreement as to price left a settlement 
by arbitration the only method by. 
which the terms of the contract could 
be followed. On July 23 last James C. 
Kays was chosen as the city’s arbitra- 
tor. A short time afterward the com- 
pany announced the appointment of 
Capt. Charles T. Healey as its repre- 
sentative on the board. For a long 
time these two were unable to decide 
upon a third member, but finally they 
chose Col. George H. Mendell. Since 
that time the completed board has 
been wrestling with the question they 
were expected to settle. 

The official filing of the report of 
the board ends its labors. Col. Men- 
dell left for his home in San Francisco 
last night on the “Owl” train. 

WILL NOT ACCEPT IT. 


The attorneys for the water company 
will contest the award to the extent of 
their ability. It was admitted by one 
of them that the amount of the award 
was disappointing to. them, but that 
there is to be a contest in’ the courts 
was not at all unexpected. Before the 
members of the board of arbitration 
had left their room after delivering the 
report the water company attorneys 
announced that they would not abide by 
the aWard, giving then as their reason 
that it had not been signed by all the 
members of the board. They reserved 
the right therefore to make any and all 
objections and exceptions that they 
thought proper. The word “courts” 
was not mentioned, but every person

present understood that resort must 
finally be had ‘to those tribunals before 
the question is finally settled. 

Last night ex-Senator White, in the 
presence of his associate in the case, 
Judge Chapman, and two other gentle- 
men, dictated the following to a Times 
reporter for publication: 

“The board of arbitrators under the 
contract with the Los Angeles City 
Water Company are constituted under 
a “provision requiring the three mem- 
bers of such board to determine the 
amount due from the city of Los An- 
geles to the Los Angeles City Water 
Company. It is rumored that two of 
the members of the board have fixed 
upon an absurd sum amounting in the 
aggregate to about the amount esti- 
mated by_the eccentric Abs-Hagen and 
the singularly concurrent four members 
of the city board. This apparent har- 
mony involves far widely divergent 
premises. While the conclusions are 
seemingly harmonious the elements 
necessarily involved in reaching the re- 
sults are entirely divergent. The only 
object involved in these estimates ap- 
pears to be the final result. No one 


‘scientifically or otherwise disposed has 


ever been able to identify the process 
by which. the city of Los Angeles at- 
tained the verdict dictated to Messrs. 
Kays and Mendell.” 

Mr. White said that he did not be- 
lieve that the result of the arbitration 
asefgr as Messrs. Kays and Mendell 
were concerned was in any sense cor- 
rupt, but he did think that the conclu- 
sion reached indicated a condition of 
mentality which ought to have dis- 
qualified either of the parties referred 
to from participating in the delibera- 
tions. Added to this Mr. White said 
that the voluntary exile of Col. Men- 
dell prior to the signing of the papers 


| suggested that the colonel preferred an | 
‘early train and a pleasant departure. 


Concerning further proceedings it is 
the opinion of the attorneys for the 
water company that the pretended 
award is nothing less than absurd.. It 
is, they think, invalid, and is regarded 
by them as a portion of the eccentric- 
ity which has heretofore’ been. ineffect- 
ual. The water company points to the 
fact that the city has not a cent in its 
treasury to pay its debts to the water 
company’ and until its coffers contain 
an amount at least equal to the pre- 
tended award there will be no serious 


of the company’s equanim- 

“We have thus far had no opportu- 
nity of accurately investigating this de- 
cision of the majority of the arbitration 
board, but .its conclusions are in many 
respects absolutely eccentric. It is our 
understanding that the commercial 
value éstimate was not based upon any 
estimates, facts, precedent or truths. 
The majority of the board allowed a 
nominal s thinking thereby to. avoid 
the responsibility for the charge that 
commercial value was excluded, still 
the sum charged against the city for 
commercial value was 80 grossly inade- 
quate that we cannot but believe that 


its inclusion was nothing more than a 


subterfuge designed:-this particular ele- 
ment was in fact regarded. Without 
regarding all or many of the elements 
involved in this matter, we may look as 
the service connections, which involves 
pipes placed wholly in the street in an 
area within which the mains are laid. 
The decision of the two attempted dom- 
inant arbitrators is to the effect that 
the water company is not entitled to 
the value of these service connections, 
although owners of adjacent property 
have accepted receipts for the use 
(not the proprietorship) thereof; have 
never attempted to exercise any control 
over the same, and*have had the Los 
Angeles City Water Company keep 
such connections in repair, and have 
compelled the same corporation to pay 
all damages resulting from any misuse 
thereof. These are only fragments of 
the situation. The Los Angeles City 
Water Company is desirous of fair 


dealing. It will not allow anybody to 


run over it. Such efforts have hereto- 
fore been unsuccessful, and will con- 
tinue to be.’’ 


A few minutes later Mr. White said 
it was the opinion of the attorneys for 
the water company that the fact that 
one of the members of the board of ar- 
bitrators had not signed 
that this rendered the whole arbitration 
proceeding void.

Closed Its Annual Session 
There Yesterday. 


SMALLPOX AND VACCINATION. 


SUBJECTS DISCUSSED THURSDAY 


BY PHYSICIANS. 


Society Goes on Record in Favor 
of Vaccination—Entertained by 
Officiais—Vote of Thanks 
for The Times, 


Yesterday was the closing day of the 
twenty-third annual session of the 
California State Homeopathic Medical 
Society at Santa Monica. The mem- 
bers of the society spent the fore- 
noon as the guests of Mayor Jones 
and Gov. La Grange of the Soldiers’ 
Home, in a drive about the city. The 
home was visited and inspected. The 
physicians were especially interested 
in the hospital ward, and in the mod- 
ern and complete appointments of the 
culinary department. The home band 
discoursed excellent music, in honor 
of the visitofs, and the officers in 
charge were attentive and courteous. 
The city waterworks were also _vis- 
ited. At 2 o’clock the society reas- 
sembled for its final session. 

The: bureau of mental and nervous 
diseases was taken up, and devoted 
to a symposium on “Epilepsy,’’ the 
various phases of the subject being 
treated by ‘Drs. Arndt, Campbell, Mar- 
tin’ Richardson and Dolan. 

Under the bureau of gynaecology, 
papers were read by Drs. Bryant and 
Florence N. Ward of San Francisco 
— E. V. Van Norman of Los Ange- 
es. 

A noteworthy feature of the bureau 
was the report of a case of Caesarian 
section by Dr. F. 8S. Barnard, prob- 
ably the first succéssful case of the 
kind on the Coast. 

The final bureau was devoted to the 
discussion of “Diphtheria.’’ The path- 
ology was discussed by Dr. Pliny 
Watts, who considered the disease 
due to a specific bacillus, probably the 
Klebs-Loeffier bacillus. Dr. Francis B. 
Kellogg described the rarely-occuring 
disease diphtheria of the eye. Dr. H. 
L. Stambach outlined the proper ho- 
moepathic treatment for the disease. 

The antitoxin treatment was dis- 
cussed, and the consensus of opinion 
was that it is still on trial. 

After the close of the scientific work 
of the society, resolutions were passed 
expressing appreciation of the cour- 
tesy of the city officials and hotel 
management; the Los Angeles Times 
was also made the recipient of a vote 
of thanks for its excellent reports of 
the proceedings. 

SECOND DAY'S SESSION. 

The second day’s session of the State 
Homoepathic Medical Society meeting 
at Santa Monica opened at 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning, with an increased 
attendance. The first bureau to be 
taken up was that of the eye, ear, 
nose and throat; Dr. Francis B. Kel- 
logg, chairman. Dr. W. E. Waddell 
of Los Angeles described one mode of 
testing the eyes for glasses by means 
of a pencil of light thrown into the 
eye in a darkened room. 

Dr. Francis B. Kellogg followed with 
a paper, in which he explained the 
action and importance of the drops 
used by oculists to dilate the pupils 
in examinations for glasses: Dr. A. J. 
Forget advocated the use of a ball of 
sterilized sponge inserted in the 
socket after the removal of the eye. 

The Bureau of Clinical Medicine was 
devoted to diseases of nutrition. Dr. 
8. S. Salisbury discussed the subject 
of rheumatism from a homeopathic 
standpoint, and Dr. George H. Mar- 
tin presented & paper upon § scurvy. 
While scurvy ts generally considered 
as rare, except among sailors living 
largely on salted food, it has been dis- 
covered recently that it is not uncom- 
mon among infants, especially those 
brought up “on the bottle;’’ moreover, 
that the remedy is found in the chief 
food product of Southern California, 
viz., the orange or its juice. 

e Bureau of Obstetrics, under its 
chairman, Dr. Guy Manning of San 
Francisco proved interesting. Dr. 
Eleanor F. Martin contributed a paper 
upon “Sepsis of Mother and Child.” 

Dr. C. L. Tisdale of Alameda pre- 
sented a historic sketch of the devel- 
opment of the Hahnemann Hogepital 
College of San Francisco. “Since the 
foundation of the college its success 
has been encouraging, considering the 
many obstacles to be overcome. The 
culmination came in 1899 with the erec- 
tion of a beautiful and commodious 
building at the corner of Sacramento 
and Maple streets, San Francisco. The 
property as it stands today is worth 
$20,000, and is practically paid for.” 

The afternoon ‘session was opened by 
the Bureau of Surgery, Dr. E. R. Bry- 
ant of San Francisco, chairman. Dr. 
E. Cc. Buell’s paper on fractures wus 
highly commended. 

Dr. F. S. Barnard’s paper on vac- 
cination Was a strong vindication of 
the measure. He opened with a plea 
for absolute cleanliness in carrying out 
vaccination, and attributed most of 
the unfavorable results of former days 
to lack of attention te this feature. 

“With the almost complete control of 
variola by vaccination which exists at 
the present time, the fear of the dis- 
ease is being replaced by fear of the 
results of vaccination, and even some 
of the physicians of today are remem- 
bering the isolated cases of a bad re- 
sult of a badly-done Vaccination, and 
are forgetting the fact that before 
vaccination was introduced, great epi- 
demics were frequent, and numbered 
their victims by the hundreds of thou- 
sands, and’ in some cases by millions: 
while now the number of deaths is lim- 
ited to a few dozen. or at most a few 
hundred. Before the introduction of 
vaccination, smallpox in non-epidemic 
years destroyed one-tenth of all those 
who died. In epidemic vears one-half 
died of this disease. In Boston, before 
vaccination, the losses went in one year 
to 500, and in another to 850, while 
after vaccination the total deaths in 
nineteen years, from 1811 to 1830, were 
but fourteen. In Prussia. compulsory 
vaccination and revaccination has 
brought the death rate from smallpox 
= to three one-hundredths of 1 per 
een 

“This past winter has seen tests of 
the results of modern’ vaccination, 
which I considér remarkable. What 
may justly be called an enidemic of 
variola has spread over the United 
States from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
particularly in the Southern States. 
Few cities of arv size have ascaped, 
and yet look at the mortality lists: in- 
stead ‘of millions. a few thousand 
deaths in the whole country is the re- 
port.” 


A paper by Dr. Stambach of Senta 
Barbara, in opposition to vaccinatior, 
called forth the earnest protest of al- 
most every active practitioner vresent. 
Dr. C. B. Dickson geve a forcible talk 
based upon experience in the late epi- 
demic, in which he stated that all of 
the deaths were among those who had 
not been successfully vaccinated. Dr. 
"ames Ward followed with a dle- 


cussion of the subject, bristling with 
the most conclusivé statistics. The 
discussion. culminated in the adoption, 
with only two or three opposing votes, 
of a resolution wherein the society 
places itself upon record as thoroughly 
- favor of vaccination and revaccina- 
on. 

Dr. "Ward's paper upon “Ectopia 
Vesicae” was a complete exposition of 
the subject, profusely illustrated with 
charts and drawings. 

Dr. E. R. Bryant of San Francisco in 
his paper upon hernia showed illustra- 
tions of the largest herina on record 
epooessteny cured by radical opera- 

on 

In the Bureau of Hygiene and Sani- 
tary Science Dr. N. P. Crooks of Santa 
Barbara gave a simple procedure for 
the disinfection of rooms, with equal 
parts of formalin and water. 

At 8 o’elock last evening the society 
salt down to a banquet in the dining- 
room of the Arcadia Hotel. After 
dinner toasts were fesponded to and 
felicitations exchanged upon the suc- 
cessful session. Dr. Hawkes 
acted as toastmaster. 

The toasts were interspersed with 
tenor solos by A. Miller, who wa® ac- 
companied upon the piano by Mrs. W. 
D. Larrabee. 


FRIDAY MORNING CLUB. 


“Law of the Jungle” Presented by 
William A. Spaulding. 

“The Law of the Jungle’ was the 
subject of the paper written by Wil- 
liam A. Spaulding for the Friday Morn- 
ing Club, which met yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Spalding was unable to be 
present, and the paper was read by 
Mrs. Spaulding. 

With Kipling’s “Jungle Law” as the 
text, he drew an interesting compari- 
son between the code of the wolf pack 
and that of modern society, by no 
means flattering to the latter. 

Among the lower creation, the writer 
declared, the great compact between 
the Creator and His creatures is in- 
Stinctively obeyed, and the preserva- 
tion of species is the grand aim. Self- 
preservation is only a means to this 
end. In any species when disobedience 
becomes general, the species dies. 

Man is by no means exempt from 
nature’s code. From mere self-interest 
he must observe the rights of others. 
And since no species can stand still, 


and all must be either going forward 
or backward, the question was asked, | 
which way are we Americans going 4&s | 
a nation? 

The answer was given by shrewdly 
applying Kipling’s wolf code to our 
business, politics and society in general. 

e paper closed by a mention of 
some of the older nations of the world 
as they stand now, China, Spain, Italy 
and France, all on a rapid decline. Our 
own country, with all its greatness, is 
not free from those elements that 
make nations die. 

The applause which interrupted the 
reading, as well as the warm discussion 
following,. gave evidence of the strong 
impression made by the paper. 

Next Friday the seventh in problems 
of social and civic education will be 
considered. Two papers will present 
the Occidental and the Oriental views 
of “The Necessary and the Aesthetic,” 
read by Mrs. Jessie F. Waterman and 
Adachi Kinnosuke. 


JUSTICE AUSTIN’S COURT. 


Chickens Get Neighbors into Trouble, 
Rafael Corona Arraigned. 
Thomas Brooks, who lives at No.. 439 
Belmont avenue,. made complaint yes- 
terday against Mr. and Mrs. Steele, 
who live on Burlington avenue, alleging 
that the latter's chickens have com- 
mitted depredations in his yard.

TYISTRY HIT HARD. A decision 
Was rendered by the Supreme Court 
of the United States recently which 
strongly sustains the power of the 
State to enact anti-usury legislation.

YOUNG VANDALS WHO OPERATED 
AT OAK KNOLL RANCH, 


» 


Might Have Had Something to Do 
With Starr’s Disappearance—Oae 
Confession—More Water Meters, 
Woman’s Convention, 


PASADENA, May 12.—[Regular Correspond- 


ence.] The perpetrators of the vandalism at |. 


the power-house of the Mt. Lowe Railroad at 
Altadena were discovered this afternoon, and 
have confessed. They are two youngsters of 
12 and 13 years, respectively, who broke into 
the building last Wednesday, pried part of 
the machinery over and turned it upside down 
and stole some of the connections. These two 
little imps prove to be members of the ‘‘Red 
Fiannel Kids,’’ the gang of tough boys whose 
Operations have been attracting attention for 
three days and have grown in importance at 
@h amazing rate. The police are startled at 
developments which cropped out today. The 
Altadena outrage will cost the Mt. Lowe 
Company quite a sum of money, and was 
done for pure love of deviltry, as nothing 
could have been made out of the transaction. 
The management has not decided whether to 
prosecute the guilty babies, but probably will 
not, on account of their extreftie youth. 

More interesting than these facts, however, 
is the discovery that thése ambitious little 
sinners have been operating at Oak Knoll 
ranch, the scene of the disappearance of 
Hilary Starr. From members of the gang the 
Marshal reclaimed today sections of a porta- 
ble steam engine, which had been stolen and 
hidden. The engine had been used in cutting 
wood between the pumphouse and the ranch- 
house, and the sections were stolen a few 
days before Starr's obliteration. The boys not 
only dismantied the engine, taking connec- 
tions valued at $10, but stole tools from the 

umphouse. It appears like an almost ridicu- 

ous suggestion, but it is not impossible that 
the members of this vicious gang had some- 
thing to do with the taking-o:® or the mak- 
ing-off of Starr. The oldest of them is 17. It 
seemed to be their pride to do desperately 
mischievous things. That they ever profited 
financially does not appear. A Pasadena gen- 
tleman, who has been told some of the recrets 
of the gang, informs the Marshal that they 
had actually talked over a scheme for mak- 
ing way with an urchin who had made him- 
seif obnoxious to them and revealed some of 
their plans. They were perfecting a sort of 
juvenile Ku Klux Klan when ‘they were 
broken up. Some of the parents are broken- 
hearted over the disclosures. No arrests have 
yet been made.

A piece was bitten 
out of Moore’s trousers in the operation, and 
it was found impossible to free the dog’s leg 
without coming into contact with his rabid 
teeth, so the arshal shot him and thus 
ended his part in the story. The next day 
Moore addressed some remarks to his neigh- 
bor Hastings, whom he accused of making all 
the rumpus over the accident, which fanned 
an old flame and led to the complaint and 
warrant. As far as the dog is concerned, the 
queer feature of the case is that its owner, 
Mrs. Wmbrey, tells the Marshal that she 
wanted it killed, and was planning to do the 
job with chloroform when the trap closed its 
jaws on the cur. She has no complaint to 
meke, and probably none would have been 
made but for outside complications.

IN OIL, DEVELOPMENT, 


EVER 


New Companies Forming and Wells 
Heing Sank in the Santa Ana 
Valley—Surprises Looked For. 
To Visit Los Angeles. 


SANTA ANA, May 12.—({Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Greater interest is ndéw being 
taken in the development of oil in this county 
than ever before. Twelve years ago, when 
enthusiastic real estate men ventured to 
predict the development of oil and gas in 
the Santa Ana Vali¢y or the contiguous 
country, they were berated by old residents, 
who claimed the predictions were made £o'e.y 
for the purpose of creating fictitious values 
to land, in order that further wildcat specu- 
lation in realty could be indulged in. . There 
were evidences of both oil and gas here 
then, but the old inhabitant could not bring 
himself to the belief that nature had what 
now appears to be almost unlimited wealth 
stored in the bosom of this particular section 
of the earth, but such appears to be the 
case. 

With the development of oll in Los Angeles 
a few years ago came the sinking of wells 
in the northern portion of this county. Suc- 
cess apparently attended each effort, and as 
a result the oil producing district became 
enlarged. Further prospecting was done in 
Various portions of the county, with the re- 
sult that the belief has become general that 
a large portion of Orange county is underlaid 
with valuable deposits of oil and gas. At 
the little town of Fairview, six miles south- 
west of Santa Ana, are most encouraging 
evidences of large gas deposits, Twelve 
years ago, while boring for water, at a 
depth of but little over three hundred feet, 
the Fairview Development Company struck 
a flow of gas not entirely unlike the recent 

henomenal ‘‘strike’’ at Santa Fé Springs. 

e Fairview well was not such a gusher as 
that at Santa Fé Springs, but there was a 
great deal of gas with the water that spouted 
out. At that time the strike was enthusi- 
astically heralded abroad, but the collapse 
of the .“‘boom’’ and subsequent financial 
reverses of the poomevers of the enterprise 
so discouraged the Fairview Company that 
the lead they had obtained was never fol- 
lowed to a successful end. although the gas 
at the Fairview well has for the past ten 
years and is today being used for domestic 
purposes in the hotel at that place. It is 
separated from the water as it flows from 
the well by means of a crude gasometer, 
and is piped to both the hotel and the hot 
health bath-house. 

A few months ago several far-sighted busi- 
ness men incorporated. the Newport Oil 
Company, upon the recommendation of an 
eastern oil expert, who had examined lands 
contiguous to the bay of Newport, and this 
company is now sinking its first well with 
very flattering prospects of striking a large 
flow of oil at a less depth than are the 
hundred or more paying wells in the north- 
ern portion of the county. The gas springs 
west of Fairview on the old Alien ranch, 
where a lighted match will ignite gas on 
top of the water as it gurgles up from the 
mouth of a piece of sheet-iron pipe, is fur- 
ther evidence ot the existence of large de- 
posits of gas in that vicinity, while the work 
that is now being done at Newport and the 
recent striking of a freak hot sulphur well 
a few miles west of the town of Westminster 
may be considered as substantial evidence of 
the presence of some notable surprises in 
this neck o’ the wooks ere many moons. 

Two new oil companies have incorporated 
in this county the past few days, and there 
will probably be others in the near future 
if the filing of oil claims in various portians 
of the county continue at the present rate:

IAquid Air and Artificial Rain, 

H. GAYLORD WILSHIRE, Los An- 
geles: Surplusage may be simply a 
theory, but it is now a certainty that 
liquid air is already manufactured by 
steam power at 20 cents a gallon, and 
it is claimed by a New York company 
that they will soon supply it at 2 cents 
per gallon. 

The theory of artificially producing 
rain is perfect in theory, and simply 
needs experimental proof to be ac- 
cepted as a practical fact. 

The ideal method of producing cold 
in the upper regions by the expansion 
of gases is by the sudden turning 
out of a vessel of liquid air elevated 
in a balloon. A gallon of liquid air 
weighs about eight’ pounds, so it 
would be easy to send up, say, fifty 
gallons, or 400 pounds, in an ordinary 
hot-air balloon. The ascent to, say 
4000 feet elevation, would be accom- 
plished in a few minutes, and with 
no precautions to prevent evaporation 
the liquid air being placed in a wooden 
tub. for instance, there woald be prac- 
tically no loss in such a short time. 
When the 4000 feet elevation is reached 
the tub would be automatically over- 
turned, and the liquid air poured out 
suddenly into space. It would not fall 
in a liquid shape ten feet before the 
whole volume of liquid would be ex- 
panded into air. The fifty gallons of 
liquid air would expand 746 times, 
making 37,300 gallons of air at the ex- 
traordinarily low temperature of 312 
deg. below zero. A volume of air of 
this size and at such a low tempera- 
ture would at once congeal the mois- 
ture in all the surrounding air and 
unquestionably initiate a copious rain 
which, once started, might continue 
without any additional artificial stim- 
ulis for quite a time.

The éighty-horse 
power boiler will bein place in a day or 
two, as well as the large tandem pump. An- 
other well will be sunk at once, to which a 
centrifugal pump will be attached for the 
purpose of irrigating lands below the pump- 
ing station.

Young Woman Robs Her benefactor 
and Goes to Jail,

BE WORKED FOR. 


City Officials Will Proceed With 
Care om the Waterworks 
Proposition. 


GOYTINO’S CASE CONTINUED. 


ROMANDY’S LAST COMPOSITION 
REMAIN WITH WIDOW. 


TO 


Fielder’s Suit Against Althouse on 
Trial — Property-owners Ap- 
peal to Associated 
Charities. 


The city officials have already begun 
preparations to secure for the city the 
full benefits of the favorable decision 
rendered by the Board of Arbitrators 
in the waterworks question. For the 
purpose of laying the foundation for 
future action in the matter an informal 
meeting was held yesterday afternoon 
in the private office of the Mayor, 
which was attended by a number of 
Councilmen other officials. Al- 
though no definite steps were taken at 
this meeting there was a general dis- 
cussion of what is necessary to be 
done and an exchange of opinions 
which will be valuable to each of these 
who participated in it. Such meetings 
will be held frequently from time to 
time and a line of action planned which 
will make municipal ownership of the 
water system a fact as soon as it is 
possible to achieve that end. 

The proposition to license the in- 
Surance agents of the city will not be 
adopted by the Council if the report 
of the Finance Committee of that body 
is adopted. The committee, after a 
long discussion of the subject yesterday, 
decided to recommend that the pro- 
posed ordinance be placed on file. | 

The Gas and Light Committee of the 
Council has completed its work on 
the new lighting specifications and 
will make a very important report to 
the Council tomorrow. An effort has 
already been started by one of the 
companies to defeat the adoption of 
any of the plans for lighting except 
that now in use. 

City Attorney Haas has decided that 
the franchise of the Associated Press 
is subject to municipal taxation. 
The opinion was given in response to 
a request from the City Assessor, who 
is engaged in making his assessments 
against local corporations. 

It is seldom that the evidence in a 
damage suit is as positive as that put 
in by the defense in the suit of A. 
Fielder to recover $5075 from Harry Alt- 
house, proprietor of the St. Louis Café 
on Broadway. The plaintiff fell down 
a hatchway and alleges that he suffered 
serious injury, but almost every circum- 
stance in connection with the accident 
averred by the plaintiff was met with 
contrary evidence by the defense. Wit- 
nesses for the defense testified that 
after the accident the plaintiff stated 
that he had not been hurt. 

In the Goytino forgery case another 
continuance has been obtained by the 
prosecution, to permit the bringing into 
court witnesses who have been parties 
to the monetary transactions with Goy- 
tino and the prosecuting witness, Bis- 
cay. 

Judge Trask has handed down an 
opinion in the suit of Mrs. Lilian 
Cochens against Mrs. Dion Romandy, 
to recover the musical score to a vaude- 
ville song, which had an added value, 
as it was the last composition of the 
musical director. The court. holds 
practically that, as the score was held 
by the administrator of the Romandy 
estate, as part of the assets of the 
estate, and he was not made party to 
the suit, the plaintiff could not possibly 
recover from Mrs. Romandy, for whom 
judgment is given. 

It seems odd that an application for 
charity should be made by parties 
owning a home and other real property. 
That is just what happened at the As- 
sociated Charities the other day, how- 
ever, and the woman was highly indie- 
nant at her wants not being immedi- 
ately relieved. 


AT THE CITY HALL; 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


THE CITY OFFICIALS WILL WORK 
TOGETHER FOR IT. 


First Meeting for That Purpose Held 
in the Mayor’s Office—Associated 
Press aot Taxable by City—Not 
to Be Licensed. 


With a view to taking advantage of 
the award favorable to the city made 
Friday by the board of arbitrators and 
for the purpose of beginning at once the 
work on the plans which must neces- 
sarily be made before the full benefit of 
the award will accrue to the city, an 
important meeting was held yesterday 
afternoon in the private office of Mayor 
Eaton. In addition to the Mavor, the 
meeting was attended by several mem- 
bers of the Council. City Attorney 
Haas, Maj. Lee, who has been associate 
council in the case since its inception, 
City Engineer Olmsted and one or two 
others. It had been the intention to 
have all the members of the Council 
there, but the meeting was called too 
late to secure their attendance, aid for 
that reason the result of the session 
was not as complete as it would have 
been otherwise. 

In line with his statements made soon 
after the award was announced, Mayor 
Eaton stated that it was his desire and 
purpose to have the future deliberations 
on the water question participated in 
by all those interested officially on the 
city’s side. The purpose of this is to 
give to each of the officials who have to 
do with the question the benefit of the 
opinions of others. It ig his idea to have 
the various questions involved handled 
in a systematic manner, in order to 
avoid all possible complications, and in 
order that there will be no jealousy as 
to who shall have the credit, for any 
achievement that May be made. It is 
unfortunate, but true, that the entente 
cordiale between the Mayor and the 
Council has not been at all times what 
either of them had expected, or would 
like, and there has been sometimes an 


exchange of criticisms which have not 


always been complimentary. Mayor 
Eaton announced yesterday that he 
realized that in the settlement of the 
water question there was much to be 
done, the favorable award of the arbi- 
trators being only a long step in the 
direction of municipal ownership. 

Yesterday’s meeting was for the pur- 
pose of, laying the foundation of the 
plan to be followed.-It is kn?wn in a 
general way what that plan is to be, but 
there is much of detail that will have 
to be arranged before the city can do 
anything. It was. stated at the meet- 
ing, which was altogether informal, 
that the first achievement to be hoped 
for is that of a successful bond issue. 
This issue of city bonds will not be sim- 
ply for the amount of the award made 
by the arbitrators, but it is considered 
certain that at least twice that amount 
will be necessary to pay for ‘he im- 
provements and then make such addi- 
tional improvements as must be made 
by the city to place the plant in good 
condition. That such an enormous 
bond issue is necessary was the unani- 
mous opinion of all who attended -the 
meeting, but before the special election 
can be called it must be known just 
what is necessary to be done and what 
the money is to be used for. 

It is this work that will require the 
united effort of the city officials. The 
necessity for making the bond issue 
flexible enough to either pay the water 
company for its plant, or to use the 
money in the construction of an entirely 
new plant should that become necessary 
was mentioned and was agreed to. 
There are a number of other impor- 
tant questions which will have to be 
taken up in their turn and which will 
require the most careful handling in 
order to produce the best results. No 
final conclusions were reached as a re- 
sult of the meeting yesterday beceause 
of the absence of some of the members 
of the Council, but hereafter such ses- 
sions will be held frequently, and for 
obvious reasons the proceedings of 
many of them will not be made public. 


WILL NOT BE TAXED. 


Proposition to License Insurance 
Agents Will Be Filed. 
Although the Finance Committee of 
the City Council is divided on the sub- 
jeet of licensing the insurance agents 
of the city, a majority report of that 
committee will be presented to the 
Council tomorrow recommending that 
the proposed ordinance creating the li- 
cense be simply filed. Chairman Toll 
and Councilman Baker will sign the 
report and Councilman Pessell will de- 
cline ‘to do so, although he will. not pre- 
sent a minority report. What the 
Council will do with the matter will 
not be known until the vote is taken, 
but it is expected that there will be 

a division in that body. 

The regular meeting of the commit- 
tee was attended yesterday by a dele- 
gation from insurance agencies of the 
city, among them Messrs, Stephens, 
Mead, Montgomery, Whittaker, Phelps, 
Wheeler and Hall. Alfred Stillman, 
secretary of the Executive Committee 
of the Board of. Underwriters of the 
Pacific Coast, and Local Manager Stone 
of the same organization, were also in 
attendance for the purpose of oppos- 
ing the proposed licensing of fire-insur- 
ance agents. The question was dis- 
cussed at length. Those who favored 
the license being a committee appointed 
‘ata recent meeting of the fire insur- 
ance agents of the city, presented the 
following’ statement to the Finance 
committee, explaining their views. 

“The committee of fire insurance 
agents appointed at a meeting of the 
local fire insurance men, and represent- 
ing more than 80 per cent. of the fire 
insurance agencies of this city, indorse 
the proposed taxing of ‘insurance 
agents. We believe it will increase the 
city’s revenue from $1200 to $1500 per 
quarter, and as the people who in the 
first instance pay the great bulk of the 
increased tax are willing to pay it, we 
believe the ordinance should pass un- 
less it can be shown that it is in some 
way prejudicial to the interests of the 
public, or deprives some one of just 
rights. 

“In examining this feature of the 
matter we find the chief opposition 
from the agencies that appoint an un- 
limited number of solicitors and only 
pay one license for the whole lot. 
These people contend that the com- 
panies and not the agents should be 
taxed. Whatever the theory is, the 
practice of all agents has always been 
to charge all licenses taxes to their 
companies, and why should not a com- 
pany that wants forty or fifty solicit- 
ors pay as much tax per capita as the 
company that has only two or three? 
In what way could the public be in- 
jured or rates changed by a license tax 
that is exactly the same for each so- 
licitor? Is the business of any solicitor 
who is attempting to make a living out 
of fire insurance so small that his 


| company would refuse to pay a tax of 


19 cents a day rather than lose his 
business? We think such a contention 
will searcely receive serious considera- 
tion. 

“Why should not the local fire insur- 

ance agents receive the small increase 
of protection that this measure would 
incidentally afford them, while increas- 
ing the revenue of the city? The prin- 
cipal of incidental protection in munici- 
pal revenue measures was recognized 
by the City Council when the bill-post- 
ers’ license was increased at the re- 
quest of the bill posters themselves. In- 
cidental protection is afforded mer- 
chants by a license tax on peddlers. 
What would our merchants say to a 
proposition that a wholesale house 
which suplies goods to peddlers should 
be allowed to pay one license for the 
privilege of having fifty peddlers sell 
their goods? Yet such a proposition 
would in many respects be similar to 
the one to permit an insurance company 
to pay one license for fifty or more so- 
licitors. 
are not surprised that insurance 
companies and the Pacific Coast man. 
ager should object to the ordinance. 
The fact that they do object is the best 
evidence that they expect to have to 
foot the bill, but we do not believe that 
the false issues they have attempted to 
raise should or will influence the judg- 
ment of the city authorities.” 

Mr. Stillman’s opposition to the pro- 
posed ordinance, and the reasons for 
it are contained in the following com- 
munication from him, which was ad- 
dressed to Chairman Toll of the 
Finance Committee: 

“In information that the Honorable 
Council has requested a report from 
your committee on the proposed ordi- 
rance imposing on each fire insurance 


agent in your city a monthly 
license charge of $10, I take 
the liberty of addressing you 


in behalf of my employers, who are 
. large majority of the companies do- 
ing business in Los Angeles. The sense 
of this board is that the proposed 
eharge would be unjust and inadvisable 
for the following reasons: 

“That the license charges paid by 
agents are charged by them to their 
companies. A company having but one 
agent who represent no other company 
would pay $10 monthly; if it appointed 
an additional agent representing no 
‘ther company it would pay $20 per 
month; if this second agent represented 
but one’ other company; it would pay 
$15, and if two other companies, $13.50. 
if it were only represented by one agent 
who also acts for three other com- 


panies, it would have to pav but $2.50. trace stolen wheels. Some 


As the companies are at present repre- 
sented,

“Of the companies that would pay 
$2.50 each, three are among those doing 
the largest business, while several of 
those that would be required tov pay 
$15 or $20 have a comparatively small 
income. The above items are collated 
from a register which may be slightly 
inaccurate, but is in the main correct, 
though it does not include the agen- 
cies of one or two companies repre- 
sented in Los Angeles. 

“The proposed license fee would 
amount, as regards many companies, 
to a charge of 3 per cent. or more on 
their annual premium income from your 
city, without deducting fire losses or 
other expenses paid to your citizens. 

“We have been informed that the 
improvements to the fire department 
recently provide for will be completed 
close to July 15 next. The companies 
will recognize this and other improve- 
ments made since the last rating of 
your city under the rating schedule in 
use on the coast. This schedule as 
nearly as possible fits a proper charge 
for each defect in every business build- 
ing and for each defect in the fire de- 
partment, water supply, climatic con- 
ditions. or general construction of a 
city. The general objects are to_pro- 
mote proper construction and to fix a 
rate that will bring income just suffi- 
cient to pay losses, expenses and a fair 
profit. An increase of expense equal to 
3 per cent. of the income would-in the 
application of the schedule to Los An- 
geles produce a corresponding advance 
in the rates of insurance over the rate 
that the schedule would produce, ex- 
penses remaining as heretofore. 

“It may be answered by the agents 
who favor the adoption of. the pro- 
posed ordinance that they will not 
charge the license fees to their com- 
panies, still we fell satisfied that a 
majority of the agents would not be 
justified in becoming parties to such an 
agreement and the expense would be 
borne by their resvective companies.

The two foregoing communications 
contain substantially all the arguments 
used by those who appeared before 
the committee for and against the pro- 
posed ordinance. It was known that 
two of the members of that commit- 
tee were not disposed to favor the or- 
dinance for the reason that they be- 
lieved that its effect would be to In a 
measure monopolize the insurance bus- 
iness. At the conclusion of the discus- 
sion these members had not changed 
their views. report of the commit- 
tee was written, but it was announced 
later that the majority report would 
be » recommendation that the proposed 
ordinance be filed. 


CANNOT BE ASSESSED 


Associated Press Framchise not Sub- 
ject to Municipal Taxation. 

City Assessor Ward, in his efforts to 
include in his assessment lists all pos- 
sible prdperty that is subject to taxa- 
tion for ‘municipal purposes has been 
-making an investigation of the fran- 
chises owned in this city which have 
not heretofore been taxed. In _ this 
work his attention was called to what 
is known as the Associated Press fran- 
chise and with a view to ascertaining 
whether it would be possible for him 
to take that news, agsociation, he ad- 
dressed an inquiry to the City Attor- 
ney, asking for an opinion aS to 
whether tle Associated Press could be 
taxed. City Attorney Haas sent him 
the following reply: 

“With reference to your communica- 
tion of even date, asking my opinion 
as to whether or not the so-called As- 
sociated Press franchise is the subject 
of assessment by you I would say: The 
Associated Press franchise. as it is 
commonly called, is not a franchise in 
the legal acceptation of tha term, but 
it a contractural privilege granted the 
various newspapers enjoying it through 
a contract entered into with the Asso- 
ciated Press for a monetary consid- 
eration. The term franchise, as con- 
templated by law, is a license or right 
granted to private individuals or cor- 
porations to exercise some power or 
function otherwise belonging to the 
State or some political subdivision 
thereof such as a municipality. Even 
were this a legal franchise it would not 
be the subject of assessment. 

“Section 3628 of the Political Code 
provides that franchises other than 
those of railroad companies ‘if granted 
by the authorities of a county or city 
must be assessed in the city or cotmiv 
within which they were granted: if 
granted by any other authority such 
as the State, they must be assessed in 
the county im which the corporations, 
firms or persons holding them have 
their principal place of business.’ 
From the foregoing you will see that 
the so-called franchise is not assess- 
able.” 


CONDITION OF THE FUNDS. 


What the Weekly Report of the 
Auditor Shows. 

The weekly report of the City Audi- 
tor as to the condition of the standing 
funds of the city shows that but few 
of them are on the wrong side of the 
ledger. The cash fund shows a deficit 
of $9055.09: the East Los Angeles Park 
fund a deficit of $545.58, and the boiler 
permit fund a deficit of $56. Those of 
the funds which have balances to their 
credit are as follows: Salary, $279.95; 
fire department, $6577; common school, 
$37,214.42; library, $2729.16: new ‘water, 
$3498.78; general park, $1252.69; West- 
lake Park, $1854.83; Hollenbeck Park, 
$559.16: Echo Park, $715.36: Elysian 
Park. $830.73; Sunset Park, $602.17; park 
nursery, $452.51; street lighting, $6141.80; 
street sprinkling, $5779.80; outfall 
sewer, $1364.35: general sewer, $1101.77. 
The balance of cash under the control 
of the City Treasurer for the week 
amounts to $478,600.28. 


To Amend the Ordinance. 

At the request of the police depart- 
ment, and without the official sanction 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, 
the City Attorney is preparing an 
amendment to the recently-adopted or- 
dinance requiring the pawn brokers of 
the city to make daily reports of their 
business to the police on blanks fur- 


nished for that purpose. The nd- 
ment is intended ‘to include in e or- 
dinance, in addition to the pawn- 
brokers, all keepers of second-hand 


stores, junk shops and the dealers in 
bicycles throughout the city, including 
the bicycle repair shops. These deal- 
egs Will be required to make reports of 
all goods purchased from private in- 
dividuals by them, the purpose of the 
measure being to better facilitate the 
work of tracing stolen articles. With 
reference to the bicycle dealers the 
purpose of the proposed amefdment is 
to. make it easier for the oe to 
the re- 


pair men in the bicycle business will 
purchase almost any old wheel that is 
offered to them or will exchange a new 
bicycle for it upon the payment of a 
small amount. In this manner bicycle 
thieves have little difficulty in disposing 
of what they have stolen and the police 
find it almost impossible to trace stolen 
wheels, which are frequently remodeled 
in the repair shops. If the ordinance 
is adopted reports of all purchases will 
be made and the police*can tell from 
them what work to do to find stolen 
wheels. 


Street Lighting Report. 

The Gas and Light Committee will 
report tomorrow to the City Council 
the specifications upon which Will be 
based the call for bids for street light- 
ing under the contract, which § will 
take effect the first of next January. 
The contents of the specifications are 
already known, but just what the com- 
mittee will report besides has not been 
made public, in spite of the efforts of 
representatives of one of the companies 
interested to secure the information in 
advance. That there will be a strong 
lobby present and that efforts will be 
made to defeat the adoption of some of 
the specifications is almost certain. 
Last year when the specifications were 
about to be presented one of the com+ 
panies used every effort to defeat them, 
but failed This year a similar effort is 
being made and one of the members 
of the Council at least is said to have 
been induced to oppose them. of 
course, unless there is @ possibility of 
success and that does not seem possible, 
this opposition will not appear upon 
the surface, but the effort will be made 
whatever the attitude of the Council 
may be. The fight this year promises 
to be much more lively than last year, 
because of the presence of more bidders. 


Will Take Effect Tomorrow. 

The ordinance adopted at the last 
meeting of the City Council prohibiting 
the use in this city of all slot machines 
will take effect tomorrow § afternoon 
upon its publication. It was to have 
been signed by the Mayor yesterday 
afternoon’ and would have been so 
signed but for the press of other busi- 
ness. Mayor Eaton said last night 
that he would certainly sign the meas- 
ure the first thing tomorrow morning 
and would have it officially published 
tomorrow afternoon. 


Sprinkled With Oil. 


A protest is to be made to the City 
Council tomorrow against the action 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany in deluging a portion of Alameda 
street with oil. The oil was sprinkled 
on the street some time yesterday after- 
noon on the space occupied by the 
tracks of the company, and for sev- 
eral feet on either side of the rails. The 
purpose was to lay the dust and pre- 
vent it rising, whenever a train passed. 
Whether there is any ordinance against 
this is not known, but the property- 
owners on the street propose to ascer- 
tain» whether it cannot be prevented 
hereafter. 


Sewer Committee’s Report. 

The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council will report to that bodv §to- 
morrow, recommending that the bid of 
A. &. FPusicn to sewer Mignonette 
street, between Fremont and Beaudry 
avenues at 67% cents per lineal foot 
for sewer complete, be accepted, and 
the necessary resolution of award 
adopted. 

In the matter of the petition of H. 
Striclin for a rebate of $2.40 paid, owing 
to an erroneous assessment of frontage 
for sewer assessment on Hawthorne 
street, the committee recommends that 
the petition be granted, and that the 
City Clerk be directed to present a 
demand upon the general sewer fund 
for the amount. 


Postponed Two Weeks. 

At the request of a number of per- 
sons interested in lodging-houses, the 
Finance Committee yesterday post- 
poned for two weeks the consideration 
of the proposition of the Southern 
Californai Hotel Association to license 
lodging-houses on the basis of the 
number of rooms. None of the repre- 
sentatives of that association were he- 
fore the committee, and as it is de- 
sired to have a hearing of both sides 
the committee was not prepared to 
proceed. The lodging-house keepers 
prefer that the basis of the proposed 
license, if any license is charge1 them, 
be made upon the number of guests at 
their respective houses, and that this 
rule apply not only to lodging-houses, 
but to hotels as well. 


City Clerk’s Report. 


The weekly report of the City Clerk] 


to the Council tomorrow’ will inform 
that body that contracts for supplies 
will expire July 11, and will suggest 
the necessity of preparing for -new 
contracts. The supplies included in 
these contracts include groceries, drugs, 
fuel, hardware «21d other materials. 
The contracts which will expire on 
that date are with Anderson & 
Chanslor. Thomas Drug Company, 
Sale & Son, Off and Vaughn. J. W. 
Hellman, C. M. Jones Oil afid = Fuel 
Company, Standard Oil Company, W. 
P. Fuller. Company, and H. Roebling 
Sons. 

The clerk will also inform the Coun- 
cil that the time for protest against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the opening of an 
alley from Eighth to Ninth street be- 
tween Broadway and Hill, expired yes- 


terday, and that no protests were 
filed. It will therefore be in order 
for the Council to adopt the final 


ordinance ordering the work of opening 
the alley to proceed. He will! also 
advise the Council that no protests 
have been received against the pro- 
posed improvement of Twentieth street 
from Toberman street to Vermont ave- 
nue, and that it is im order to pass 
the final ordinance ordering the work. 


Want More Time. 

Some time ago the American Fire 
Engine Company, which has the con- 
tract for the construction of four new 
fire engines for the city, asked and 
was granted an extension of time in 
which to complete the contract to May 
20. It was expected that the engines 
would be delivered by that time. Yes- 
terday, however, the company, through 
R. S. Chapman, its agent, applied for 
another extension, to the first week in 
June. The reason given is that the 
company is supplying the engines to be 
furnished this city with all the latest 
improvements, and with reference to 
one of the engines at least is making 
an extra good machine as a reward’ 
for the award of the contract. The ex- 
tension will probably be granted, as 
there is no immedate need for the en- 
gines here. 


Salt Water Well. 
When several months ago application 


-Wwas made to the Board of Fire Com- 


missioners for permission to bore for 
oil in a certain tract in Boyle Heights, 
there was much opposition to it by 
owners of adjacent property. The per- 
mit was finally granted after investiga- 
tion by the board, and work on the wel 
was commenced. Friday the drill struck 
salt water and caused a strong flow 
of it to run from the well. Whether 
this means that the well is not of any 
value, or whether it will be possible 
to pump out the water cannot be stated 
as yet. A pumping plant has sent 
to. the well, and an effort will be made 


to pump out the water. OW experts pre- 
dict that no oil will be obtained there 
= — the well will have to be aban- 
aoned., 


Training School Exhibit. 

The training school attached to the 
public library is to haye an exhibit 
of the manner of doing its work and 
of the results of the same in the de- 
partment devoted to educational ex- 
hibits during the coming convention of 
the National Educational Association. 
This department of the library is one 
of the most important in this part of 
the country. From a small beginning, 
at first only experimental, it has grown 
to the extent that its students are now 
occupying responsible positions in libra- 
ries in other cities. The suggestion was 
made to the Executive Committee in 
charge of the arrangements for the~ 
meeting of the teachers here, and the 
chairman of that committee has ap- 
pointed as a committee to arrange this 
exhibit Miss Russ, Miss Dunn and Miss 
Wadleigh. They are now at work on the 
exhibit, which will be made as complete 
as possible. 


Will Resume Donations. 

In his perusal of the requisitions that 
will be presented to the City Council 
yesterday, Chairman Vetter of the 
Supply Committee. of that body yes- 
terday found a number of bills for meat 
furnished East Los Angeles Park. The 
amount of these bills was about $6 per ~ 
month. Upon inquiry as to why such 
supplies should be sent there, he 
learned that the meat was used to feed 
the animals in the small zoo in that 
park. He also ascertained that the city 
has been paying for such meat only 
since the recent financial embarrass- 
ment of Simon Maier. When Mr. Maier 
was in business he contributed to the 
city the meat that was necessary for 
the animals at that park, but since he 
has not been in active business it has 
been necessary for the city to buy food 
for them. With the resumption of busi- 
ness by Mr. Maier his donations will 
be resumed, and the saving to the city 
in a year will be considerable. 


iAT THL COURT HOUSE, 


HORSEMAN’S MISHAP. 


THE SUIT OF TURF HANDICAPPER 
FIEDLER ON TRIAL. 


Trying to Recover Damages from 
Harry Althouse—Fell Down a 
Hatchway and Claims to Have 
Been Injured—Continued. 


The suit of A. Fiedler a turf handt 
capper, against Harry Althouse, the 
proprietor of the St. Louis Café on 
South Broadway, for $5075 damages, 
came to trial yesterday in Judge ~ 
Trask’s department. The contention 
of the plaintiff is that on December 23 
of last year he was about town doing 
some Christmas shopping and went into 
the café. He inquired the way to the 
toilet, and was directed through a cer- 
tain doorway by some one connected 
with the establishment, but upon pass- 
ing through the doorway indicated he 
fell down an open hatchway and suf- 
fered serious injuries. Fiedler alleges 
that he was laid up and was made so 
ill that he expended $75 for medical at- 
tendance and medicines, and for the 
actual injuries he sustained and which 
it is contended have to some extent 
been permanent in their effect he 
claims $5000. 

As opposed to the averments of the 
plaintiff the defense, through its wit- 
nesses, denied absolutely every allega- 
tion that Fiedler had made. Several 
witnesses stated that the plaintiff was 
warned not to eo in the direction that 
he was pursuing, as the hatchway was 
open, and that more than one person 
called out to him. Other witnesses 
averred that the plaintiff didn’t fall 
down the hatchway in any case, but 
merely slid down the railing, and yet . 
others testified that, not only at the 
same time, but several days afterward, 
Fiedler stated that he had not been 
injured and that he suffered no pain 
or inconvenience. 

Taken altogether it was made to ap- 
pear by the very positive testimony of 


the defense that Fiedler had been so 
deliberately reckless gs to have slid 
down the hatchway with § intention. 


One witness went so far as to say that 
the hatchway was surrounded with 
chairs, as if to prevent any possible 
accident. 

Of course the plaintiff denied abso- 
lutely ‘that he had slid down the hatch- 
way, or that he had at once got up 
and remarked that he was not hurt, 
or that several days afterward he told 
any one that he had suffered no in- 
jury. The further hearing in the case 
was continued until Tuesday. 


A DISPUTED POWER. 


The Goytino Forgery Investigation 
Again Continaed. 

All of the parties interested in the 

charges of forgery preferred against 

J. F. Goytino, the Basque ex-editor and 


present deputy in the offtce of City 
Assessor Ben Ward, showed up 
promptly on time yesterday in the 
Township Court at 9:50, and without 


preamble the prosecution asked for a@ 
further continuance of the case. 

Mr. McComas of the District Attor- 
ney’s office explained that the witness, 
Fernando Doray, whose indorsement to 
one of the checks the defendant is 
charged with having forged, was not 
present, although a subpoena had been 
issued for him, and the prosecution de- 
sired his presence; also that it was 
desired to have the man Bedart in 
court, because it was being contended 
that he had received the loan from 
Doray, and for whose especial benefit 
Doray obtained the $400 involved in 
this case from the Basque shepherd 
Biscay. Attorney Appel opposed the 
application for a continuance, and said 
that his client did not want to lose his 
position in Mr. Ward's office; that Mr, 
Ward had investigated the charges, 
and being satisfied of the falsity of the 
accusation, was standing behind Goy- 
tino in the matter, but that notwith- 
standing the case against the defend- 
ant ought to be disposed of as. quickly 
as possible. 

In response to the urgent insistence 
of the defense the hearing was pro- 
ceeded with, but no very great head- 


way was made. First of all, Mr. Mc- 
Comas moved that Maj. Bel! be asso- 
ciated with him in* the gprosecution of 
the case. object, defending 
counsel, “to the association of Maj. 


Bell as counsel in this case,/and oppose 
any such thing.” 


-Mr. Appel spoke so forcibly as to 
draw from the court the reminder 
that he must_be fully aware that his 
motion was ¥bsolutely useless when 
such a motion was made by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

“Well.”’ responded Mr. Appel, “T 


think an objection can be taken when 
any—one, 
fendant joins the case merely out of 
vindictiveness, and Maj. Bell objected 
to mv coming into a case under similar 
‘circumstances. “Yes, but that was on 
account of your” great ability,” inter- 
jected Maj. Bell: “I didn’t want you 


to convict my \client, and you did,” 


After this preliminary sparring be- 
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ween counsel, President Hellman of 
he Farmers and Merchants’ Rank 
was called to the witness stand. He 
testified to Goytino and Doray having 
come to the bank in October of last 
year, and depositing certain money. and 
Doray having then left an authoriza- 
tion, made out on one of the bank's 
printed forms kept for just such pur- 
pose. 

This was the power of attorney that 
had been alluded to by the defense and 
the supposed empowering words on the 
card read as follows: “Below please 
find signature which you will recognize 
in payment of funds, or the transac- 
tion of other business on my account, 
ratifvine all he may do in the prem- 
ises.”” This authorization was signed 
by Goytino, Doray testifving by his 
mark. and the execution of the docu- 
ment being witnessed by John Alton, 
one of the paying tellers in the bank. 
Mr. Hellman went on to tell of Biscay 
having also visited the bank in com- 
pany with Goytino to make a deposit, 
the witness not being present at the 
time, howeverv. Later he met Biscay 
and the following instruction was left 
with the bank: “Cannot write. Checks 
are only to be paid on witness of the 
undersigned.” This instruction was 
signed bv Goytino, Biscay putting his 
mark. It was shown that this order 
left by the depositor was to insure 
Biscav's identity, and that any known 
and reputable citizen visiting the bank 
with Biscay would have sufficed for 
the latter to draw what noney he 
might require. Indeed, in one instance, 
Biscay did draw $50, with Mrs. Julie 
Laronde as the witness. 

On the other hand the defense con- 
tended that the above instruction was 
really an authorization to Goytino, and 
several checks alleged to have been 
made out entirely by the defendant 
were submitted to Mr. Hellman, and 
he was asked if they had not been paid 
by the bank. As the witness could not 
have any personal knowledge of the 
fact. payments of checks falling with- 
in the province of the paving tellers, 
the question was withdrawn for the 


time being. 

Attorney Appel asked that the _sec- 
ond charge against Govtino be _§ dis- 
charged, on the ground that it had 


been shown that the defendant had a 
power of attcrney from Doray to act 
for him, and thet even supposing that 
a crime had beon committed that it 
certainly was not forgery. The prese- 
eution would not consent to the mat- 
ter being so disposed of. and argued 
that the document termed a power of 
attorney did not.amount to an authori- 
zation to Govtino to pay out money 
from the bank account or to give re- 
ceints. 

The metter rested then. the case go- 
ing over until next Tuesday afternoon, 
when an effort will be made to have 
Doray and Bedart both in court. 


IMPUDENCE, NOT POVERTY. 


Property-owners Make Application 
for Charitable Relief. 

A rather striking case has been 
brought under the notice of the Associ- 
ated Charities wherein a man and his 
wife demand relief, and are at the same 
time owners of property. And what 
makes the case otherwise exceptional 
is the fact that under ordinary circum- 
Stances the people would move the 
hearts of the too susceptible public, for 
the man is blind and is therefore de- 
barred from pursuing any trade or 
other means of making a steady iiveli- 
hood. 

The man is of French birth, and is 
about 45 years of age, his wife, who is 
a native of Wisconsin, being about the 
Same .age. They live on Merchant 
street in their own little home, and own 
also another house which yields them 
a rental of $6.50 per month. During the 
past week these people applied to the 
Associated Charities for relief, and also 
for medical attendance. The latter was 
furnished, but Secretary Stuart mildly 
inquired of the woman if it was not 
true that she owned some _ property. 
But that question made the applicant 
for relief very angry. 

“Can you eat property?” she inquired. 

Mr. Stuart ventured to say that he 
didn’t think he could until it had been 
transferred into other things more pal- 
atable than lath and plaster. 

“Well, I'm not going to transform my 
property by putting a mortgage upon 
it,” answered the woman in a wrathy 
tone, and which became sharper still 
when Mr. Stuart plainly told her that 
there was too much abject’ poverty 
for the Associated Charities to give 
help save to those who were without 
means of any kind, or who were in ur- 
gent need. That sufficed to close the 
interview, the woman departing with 
the assertion that she would rather die 
than go to the poorhouse. 


ROMANDY’S LAST COMPOSITION. 


Mrs. Cochems Brought Suit Against 
the Wrong Person. 

Mrs. Lillian Cochems has lost her 
lawsuit, wherein she sought to recover 
from the widow of Dion Romandy the 
musical score of a song for which she 
averred that she had herself written 
the words. 

Mrs. Cochems aspired to shine  be- 
hind the footlights, and claimed thag 
she had paid Mr. Romandy to com- 
pose the music to the words; that he 
did so, and delivered the score to her, 
But took it back merely to make a 


clean copy, when he became ill and 
died. Mrs. Cochems demanded the 
Score from Mrs. Romandy, but the 
widow refuses to surrender it, and 
handed it over to T. D. Reymert, 
who, subsequently to the commence- 


ment of the suit, was appointed .ad- 
ministrator of the estate of the de- 
ceased Dion Romandy, and he held the 
musical score as part of the assets 
of the estate. 

“No decree in this action can be en- 
forced against Mrs. Romandy,” says 
Judge Trask. in an opinion handed 
down yesterday. “The personal’ es- 


ministrator, and his heirs. have no 
legal interest in his personal estate, 
but their right thereto is limited to 


their shares remaining after debts, 
funeral expenses, costs of ‘administra- 
tion, etc., have been paid. If the 
property in litigation be property of 
said estate, the title thereto of the ad- 
ministrator would relate back to the 
time of the death of Dion Romandy. 
The administrator has not derived any 
title or right to the property from the 
defendant. Therefore, this is not a case 
where one has purchased property in 
suit during the litigation with notice 
thereof. In such case the intermeddler 
would be bound by the result of the 
litigation, as conclusively as though 
he had been a party thereto. But such 
result can follow only where the inter- 
meddler acquires or claims a right or 
title to the property from or under a 
party to the suit. Here the claim of 
the administrator is one that can be 
a only by an action against 

m. 

“No judgment could be given 
against Mrs. Romandy, under the pro- 
visions of the section of the code un- 
der which this action has been brought, 
other than for a deliver 
erty to the plaintiff. his could be 
enforced against her only as an order 
of the court. If the property belongs 
to the estate. no such order should be 
made, and that question cannot be 
adjudicated in this action. Judgment 
is ordered for the defendant, for costs 
and dismissing the action.”’

THE WHISKY COMBINE UNDER 
CONSIDERATION.

Distiller Clark of eoria Thinks All 
Trasts Will Fall of Their Own 
Weight—No Restrictive Legisia- 
tiom Necessary. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Whisky 
Trust was under investigation by the 
industrial commission today. Charles 
C. Clark, a distiller of Peoria, Ill., was 
the witness. He outlined the history of 
all combinations of distilleries in the 
United States from 187 to the organiza- 
tion of the present so-called trust. 

The present organization is a combi- 
nation of the American Spirits Manu- 
facturing Company and the Standard 
Distilling and Distributing Company. 
The two companies codperate, being 
controlled practically by the same 
owners. Prior to the organization of 
the Standard company the combination 
had not been sufficiently strong to hold 
up prices, but for the past year and 
until the first of the presen month, the 
additions made by the Standard com- 


prices to a profitable margin. Within 
the past week or two, however, there 
had n a reduction below the cost 
of production. 

Speaking of the organization of the 
Standard company, Mr. Clark said the 
method of getting rival concerns in 
was to put a valuation on a discillery, 
pay the full value in cash, and then 
give their value in preferred stock and | 


ists behind the enterprise also get the 
full amount .of the valuation in pre- 
ferred stock, and one and one-half times 
this amount in common stock. The wit- 
ness said he knew this to be the method 
for dealing with the owners of indepen- 
dent distilleries. for such an offer had 
come to him direct. As a matter of 
fact, the distillery which he operated 
was, he said, simply leased, and had 
been sold out under him, and when his 
lease should expire he would be com- 
pelled either to go out of business or 
build. He thought the present com- 
bination controls about 75 per cent. of 
the output. 

Mr. Clark believed that in the end 
trusts would fall of their own weight 
and no legislation was necessary to con- 
trolthem. As to the special advantages 
enjoyed by the combination, Mr. Mark 
could not say that the trusts had got 
any better railroad rates than he had. 

“T would not want to say that I had 
any railroad rebates,”’ he 
said. 

“Would you want to say that you had 
not received any?” asked Mr. Living- 
ston. 

“That would depend upon what court 
T was before.”

REFORMS IN CUBA. 
The progress which is being made 


in Cuba, under American control, is 
much more rapid and thorough than 
we had any reasonable right to ex- 


pect, in view of the complex prob- 
lems to be solved, and the many 
serious obstacles to be overcome. 
The old régime of misrule, injustice 
and corruption is steadily giving way 
before American ideas and methods. 
It was not expected that tlt’ many 
reforms which are necessary to the 
establishment of a just and stable 
government jin Cuba jcould be ac- 
complished at once. Time and pa- 
tience and’*wisdom are nécssary to the 
accomplishment of substantial prog- 
ress in these reforms. 

What has been brought about thus 
far has been accomplished with far 
less friction than was anticipated. 
Indeed, the more intelligent Cubans 
and Spaniards appear to recognize the 
superior skill and judgment of the 
Americans in matters of government, 
and to be willing to be led in right 
paths to ends which will be tg their 
own benefit and assistance. 

One of the encouraging features 
of the situation is found in the fact 
that some of the leading newspapers 
in the island are heartily supporting 
the reforms introduced by the Ameri- 
cans, and are strongly indorsing the 
American administration of affairs. 
La Patria, one of the ablest journals 
of Havana, in a recent editorial re 
ferred in terms of high praise to the 
reforms which have been instituted 
under the American régime, saying, 
in part: 

“If any shadow of doubt could re- 
main as to the absolutely imperious 
necessity of the expulsion of the old 
Spanish régime in order that Cuba 
might have true liberty and progress, 
it must vanish when one analyzes 
the series of phenomena developed 
before our sight day by day. We 
are eliminating traditional impedi- 
ments and getting rid of the appar- 
ently impassable obstacles which four 
centuries of evil training in podlitical 
administration had thrown in our 
path. Formerly, there was agi- 
tation among the people; 
ink and tons of paper were used; 
floods of oratory were poured out, 
and then everything ended at Madrid 
in the froth of Spanish promises. On 
the other hand, in these days cf fruit- 
ful, though silent, work, we learn of 
the most radical reforms when tiey 
are published in the Official Gazette 
without being preceded by a magnifi. 
rent conglomeration of oratory and 
colored fire. An order of six lines 
with a very short preamble will rep- 
resent some bold and beneficent meas- 
ure. I might say that for us a thin 
sheet of paper separates the medieval] 
world from the nineteenth century, 
and oftentimes the writing Is not 
indispensable to enable us to pass 
from darkness to light.” 

These are generous, appreciative 
and hopeful words. If they represent, 
as is claimed, the prevailing senti- 
ments of the better elements among 
the inhabitants of Cuba, the task 
which we have set ourselves’ will 
mot be nearly so_ difficult of ac- 
complishment as has. been anticipated. 
With hearty and intelligent coépera- 
tion on the part of the inhabitants 
of Cuba, the establishment of a just 
and stable government in the {sland 
can be accomplished without much 
difficulty, though considerable’ time 
will necessarily be required to com- 
plete the work, even under the most 
favorable conditions. It is extremely 
gratifying for the present to know

battle of Omdurman were unfounded, 
and it is now hoped that the publica- 
tion of Lord Kitchener's official denial, 
in the form of a Parliamentary pa- 
per, will silence the few sensation 
mongers who have hitherto persisted 
in propagating the calumnies.” 

On the same subject the Army and 
Navy Journal, the able and independ- 
ent representative of the united serv- 
ice, says with truth and force: 


“That certain critics in our own 
land are preparing. for crusade 
against Maj.-Gen Otis on the same 
lines is evident from the systematic 
currency which particular journals 
are giving to statements in letters 
from private soldiers in the Philip- 
pines. These statements are accepted 
in some quarters 
child-like faith, although they bear 
all the earmarks of the bravado and 
exaggeration with which jaunty 
young fellows who are off to war for 
the first time in their lives, often color 
stories intended for family consump- 
tion. The dry narrative of facts 
would not sufficiently excite’the won- 
der of the prosaic old folks at home, 
and the chance to appear as ‘banquet- 
ing on horrors’ may b2 too attractive 
to be lest on the volunteer soldier, 
much of whose compensation for his 
trials in .war he expects to receive 
in the wide-eyed wonder with which 
his tales will be read at the country 
store, and in his consequent eleva- 
tion into a local hero. 

“Has it never occurred to the hor- 
ror-hunters of the daily press that 
it is a strange phase of American 
character if we had to wait till we 
went to war with such a people as the 
Filipines to display our natural love 
fer cruelty, although we had passed 
through many Indian wars, in which 
we would have had every excuse for 
cruel reprisals without a stain on cur 
national honor? Why have*® we 
treated with humane . consideration 
Apache and Cheyenne prisoners only 
to break loose with almecst savage 
vindictiveness upon the Filipino? It 
is not so long ago that the fathers of 
many of the volunteers now in the 
Philippines took up arms tq-defend 
their homes against redskins, and is 
it reasonable to suppose that the 
children will be less merciful to their 
Filipino prisoners than were their 
fathers to the Indian marauders who 
had laid waste town and farm and 
slaughtered women and children with- 
out discrimination? Why are-onr sol- 
diers so gentle at home and so merci- 
less abroad? Why should they find 
in the comparative ‘squareness’ of the 
-Filipino’s methed of warfare fustifi- 
cation for a cruelty which their 
fathers would have been ashamed to 
show even to those who had toma- 
hawked their loved ones? What !s 
there in a sea voyage that ‘transforms 
our soldiers from warriors of honor 
into demons of rage? If there ts any 
transformation going on now it is less 
in the character of the soldier than 
in those who seize with greedy avidity 
upon irresronsiblet defamation of our 
army as a pretext for undermining 
popular resnect for the government 
that is seeking to realize the people's 
best ideals.”

THE CITY WATER SUPPLY. 

Now that the dispute between the 
city and the water company has ad- 
vanced to ,the point where a report 
has been presented, signed by a ma- 
jority of the arbitrators, it is about 
time for the Council to consider the 
question of the water supply of Los 
Angeles, on a broad and systematic 
basis. It is not merely the acquisi- 
tion of the city water plant that we 
shall have to consider, but the devel- 
opment of a water system that shall 
be equal to the growing needs of a 
large city. 

Los Angeles has grown with such 
amazing rapidity during the past 
twenty years, from a population of 


10,000 to one twelve times as great,” 


that should this growth be miintiined, 
or even increased—ias is by no means 
improbable—we shall find that we 
have outgrown our water facilities. 
Even now, the northwestern part of 
the city is deplorably short of water, 
both for fire and domestic purposes. 
During the past few months, there 


have been two fires out on the hills, | 


where the owners of the houses have 
been compelled to stand by and see 
their property destroyed, without any 
possibility of aid from the fire de- 
partment. 

Then, again, there is a possibility 
that the present water supply from 
the valley north of the city, may be 
seriously lessened by the numerous 
water locations that have been made 
of late in the San Fernando Valley, 
beyond the city’s source of supply. 
The underground investigations that 
have been made in this section, as 
a result of the past dry seasons, have 
conclusively proved that there are 
ample deposits of pure water within 
a reascnable distance of the city, to 
supiplement the present system as 
soon as it shall be necessary. There 
is no danger of a permanent shortage 
of water in Los Angeles, but it is 
time that we should begin to plan for 
the future, or before.long we may 
find ourselves in temporary need. 


A Cabinet officer is quoted as saying 
that the Cabinet has at no time dis- 
cussed the subject of the future dis- 
position of the 'Philippines. “It is 
the present that we are thinking of,” 
said he, “and there is not the slight- 
est intention of deviating from the 
present programme.

Troubles That Led Them to Open 
What is Now the Best Hotel. 


[Chicago Record:] They say that the 
best hotel in Texas is to be found at 
Belton, a town on the Santa Fé road, 
and it is kept by “seven sanctified 
| sisters,” as the proprietors are*® popu- 
| larly called. Several years ago a wo- 
‘Man in that place and her husband 
quarreled over the best way of ex- 
pounding the Scriptures to a Sunday- 
school class, and were so stubovorn 
that they separated and were finally 
divorced.

FAILED TO REPORT. 


County Health Officer Proceeds 
Against a Physician. 
County Health Officer E. N. Mathis 


applied at the District Attorney’s office | 


yesterday for a complaint against Dr. 
E. C. Manning for the alleged viola- 
tion of the law which requires all phy- 
sicians to report all cases of contag- 
ious or infectious diseases which may 
come under his professional notice. Dr. 
Mathis asserts that Dr. Manning failed 
to properly report diphtheria in a fam- 
ily named Hansen, residing on Western 
avenue, half a mile west of the Colum- 
bia school. 

Two children of this family took 
diphtheria and the day after Dr. Man- 
ning was called they died. A _ third 
child died of the disease soon after- 
ward, and on Friday a fourth death oe- 
curred in the same family. Dr. Man- 
ning reported the matter to City Heakh 
Officer Powers, who is said to have re- 
ferred him to the County Health Officer, 
but the City Health Office issued the 
burial permits. When the matter came 
to the knowledge of Dr. Mathis he vis- 
ited the place and learned that there 
are two other cases of the disease in 
the family. The school near the home 
of the family had been closed on ac- 
count of the disease, which had also 
appeared in another famlly. 

Dr, Mathis sent for Dr. Manning and 
asked why the cases had not been re- 
ported. The latter replied that he had 
reported them to Dr. Powers, knowing 
nothing of the county ordinance re- 
quiring- reports to be made to Dr. 
Mathis. At the suggestion of Dr. Mathis 
he took placards to the Hansen” home 
there. 
Learning of the fourth death inthe fam- 
ily, Dr. Mathis also went there and 
posted cards. He then decided upon 
prosecuting the doctor. When he ap- 
plied for a complaint and explained the 
matter the District Attorney expressed 
doubt of conviction, as a report had 
been made to Dr. Powers, but agreed to 
look into the matter. 

Dr. Manning said last night that he 
had been in practice here sixteen years, 
and this was his first case of contagious 
disease outside of the city. He has al- 
ways reported those in the city, but 
knew nothing of the county law. He 
resented strongly the imputation that 
he had been careless, and asserted that 
he had taken every precaution in these 
cases. He furthermore said that Dr. 
Mathis seemed to understand the mat- 
ter, and assured him that there would 
be no trouble over it. It is probable that 
no warrant will be issued.

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ON RAINMAKING. 


A CORRESPONDENT HAS CONTRA 
CONVICTION ON THE SUBJECT. 


He Declares That the Kansas Ex- 
periments Were Fakes, Pure and 
Simple, 2nd That We Must De- 
pend Upon Jupiter Plavius for 
Our Wetni ss, 


The rainmaking question appears 
about to become leading again, and 
as it is well to hear both sides of all 
questions, The Times is pleased to ac- 
cord space to the following communi- 
cation, which speaks for itself: 

POMONA (Cal.,) May 12, 1899,—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] I notice in 
your issue of today a long article in 
regard to the Rock Island's rainmak- 
ing efforts in Kansas in 1893-4. I lived 
on the line of that road in Northern 
Kansas at that time, and know all 
about the work done by Mr. Jewell, 
the company’s “rainmaker.” The orig- 
inal Kansas rainmaker was 
Frank Melbourne, who tried to 
make it rain by withdrawing .himself 
from public gaze and remaining se- 
cluded without food or drink until—' 
well, generally, until it refused to rain. 
Melbourne finally committed suicide in 
Denver. As a rainmaker he was a 
fraud, pure and simple. Afterward 
came Mr., Jewell, who had a theory 
that because by a single process of 
mixing gases in a closed vessel a di- 
minutive rain could be precipitated, he 
could liberate gases enough into the 
boundless and ever-moving billows of 
Kansas air to produce rain. He ap- 
proached the Rock Island Company, 
and probably because the birthplace 
of the corporation was in the sucker 
State, it bit. Altogether eleven spe- 
cially fitted cars were built. In these 
cars the ‘“rainmaker’ mixed his 
Rases and performed his incan- 
tations. Generally five days were re- 
quired in which to make the rain. By 
closely .observing the weather, and 
putting off the beginning of the five 
days, the fakir could get a good rain 
without his aid almost in sight, then 
begin. Even then 90 per cent. of the 
attempts were failures. I lived in 
Kansas twenty-five years, and 1894 
was the most complete crop failure I 
ever saw. The Rock Island did not 
haul any more produce than did the 
roads that had not “blown” themselves 
on a rainmaker. And after that year 
the Rock Island remodeled the rain- 
making cars into ordinary freight 
cars and quietly went out of the rain- 
making business. The people of Kan- 
sas were willing and able to pay hand- 
somely for rain—often several thou- 
sand dollars would be raised and de- 
posited to pay for a couple of inches 
of rain—after it had fallen. If the 
rainmaking scheme could have been 
made a success there would have been 
millions in it. Every rainmakine 
scheme ever heard of was tried in 
Kansas, and the people finally settlea 
back on the proposition that if God 
Almighty wanted it to rain it would 
rain, and if He didn’t it just wouldn’t 
that was all. 

Let me assure you that the people 
of California who are worrying their 
brains and spending their time and 
money with rainmakers are = being 
played for suckers.

SANTA ANA, May 13.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The future of the city 
of Santa Ana in clectrical conveniences 
@t the present time is exceedingly 
bright. Unfortunately, it has long been 
known as the poorest lighted city of 
its size on the Coast, but in all prob- 
ability this will be greatly changed 
within a few months. George H. Bar 
ker, president of the Edison Electric 
Company of Los Angeles, has just

Pliances. Mr Barker represents’ the 
company, which now has a bid in the 


hands of the City Trustees for an elec- 
tric light arid power franchise, and if 


this bid is accepted, and it probably 
will be, work will begin within the 
next few weeks on the installment of 
a large and well-equipped light and 


power plant. Mr. Barker also visited 
Orange and Tustin, and while he was 
not inclined to talk a great deal as to 
the purpose of his visit to those towns; 
it is not improbable that the system 
Will, in course of time, be extended 
to both places.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) May 11.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Frank M. Mur- 
phy, president of the Santa Fé, Pres- 
cott and Phoenix Railway, is again at 
home in Prescott, after an absence of 
nearly a year, spent in search of 
health. . He returns much improved 
and will resume.active management of 
the railroad and mining interests un- 
der his charge. ae 

On his return from the Bermudas, 
Mr. Murphy spent several weeks in

Whip- 
ple has at last been recognized by the 
War Department as one of the most 
important of strategic points, whence, 
with the advantage of excellent rail+ 
way facilities, the most remote por- 
tions of the Southwest can be readily 
reached. 

The Arizona Grand Lodge Knights of 
Pythias is in session in Jerome, where 
the mast elaborate preparations have 
been made by the townspeople for the 
entertainment-of the visitors. A ride 
on the famous corkscrew. railroad and 
a sight of the immense reduction works 
of the United Verde copper mines were 
in themselves sufficient cause fer the 
gathering of the largest assemblage 
of’ the order ever Known in Arizona. 
The order in the Territory has a mem- 
bership of 711, wjth fifteen lodges. The 
lodge at Phoenix leads in membership, 
Tucson being second. The receipts of 
the past year were $9531, of which 
$2976 was disbursed in sick benefits. 
The order within the Territory has 
assets of $16,770. The grand officers 
ave: Grand Chancellor, J. A. Knob- 
lock of Jerome; Grand Vice-Chancel- 
lor. Charles H. Moore of Phoenix; 
Grand Prelate, R. M. Ling of Prescott; 
Grand Master of the Exchequer, C. H. 
Noble of Flagstaff; Grand Keeper of 
Records: and Seal, Harry Drachman 
of T h. 

The Santa Fé is being equipped with 
rolling stock such as it or few other 
western roads have never before known. 
The old Atlantic and Pacific was re- 
markable for the fact that retrench- 
ment in expenditures always first 
struck the motive power department. 
The new management has changed 
this. All the rolling stock is being put 
in the best of condition and ten im- 
mense engines are being received from 
the East for service on the Arizona divi- 
sions. To insure entire safety under 
the new weights, a number of bridges 


‘and trestles are being reconstructed. 


The most important work of the kind 
is at Cafion Diablo, where an entirely 
new iron bridge is to be built beside 
the older one, which is then ‘to be 
torn down. 

Apache county has made a final set- 
tlement. with the Santa Fé Pacific Rail- 
‘way for tax delinquent on roadbed and 
improvements, a tax lately declared 
invalid by the United States Supreme 
Court. -Alfred- Ruiz, District Attorney 
of the county, lately returned from Los 
Angeles, where he effected a compro- 
mise with the officials of the company. 
The railroad agreed to pay 50 per cent. 
of the disputed tax, on condition of re- 
ceiving full cancellation of back tax 
charges. 

The last smallpox case in Northern 
Arizona is reported from a little Mexi- 
can settlement six miles from Winslow, 
where there are six cases. The patients 
are closely guarded and kept in isola- 
tion. 

Little fruit will be marketed this year 
from the Upper Verde Valley, a district 
that usually supplies peaches and ap- 
ples of the finest quality. The frosts of 
the past fortnight have been so severe 
as to kill almost the entire crop along 
the river and in the foothill valleys. 

Four miles from Jerome on Oak 
Creek, a tributary of the Verde River, 
Fisher Bailey and four other young men 
from Tempe have located the flow of an 
immense spring, whence they expect to 
take 800 inches of water, a flow approx- 
imating 720 gallons a minute. They are 
constructing a ditch from the spring 
to a 1500-acre tract of land, which they 
will cultivate and irrigate in common. 
A large acreage is to be planted in ap- 
ples, for the growth of which the local- 
ity appears peculiarly suited.

by Justice of the Peace Moore, with 
the understanding, however, that it 
should be operative only in case Scott 
took longer than five days in getting 
out of the Territory. He got. 

Too often in Arizona the trouble with 
the rainfall is not the lack of quantity, 
but the unequal distribution. A case 
in point was a cloudburst above Skull 
Valley a few days ago, that made itself 
a new riverbed and bore away a desert- 
ed cabin. But it brought little or no 
grass to the starving cattle.

ACTIVITY IN THE MINES. 


Building a Railroad—Chiloride Has 
Boom—Lynx’s Attack. 
CHLORIDD May, 11.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] The Kingman and 
White Hills Railroad Company is at 
work in earnest, and the brush cufters 
will soon reach the suburbs. The 
shovelers and graders are also at work 
in force, and more men are being put at 
work as fast as they can be had.. The 
promise of the completion of the rail- 
road to this city at an early day has 
Started a building and locating boom 
in Chloride, and all the vacant ground 
in town and suburbs is being staked 
out and many kinds of habitations are 
being erected. Several private claims 
have been jumped and relocated, as well 
as the site adjoining the town hall for 
the public school building. Several new: 
Stores are “to start. A lumber yard 
was’ started two weeks ago and an- 
other one is céming. One new saloon 
and new Chinese restaurant are almost 
completed and more of these are yet 
to come. Many strangers are in the 
camp, with a view of going into busit 
ness, and the one hotel and all the 

restaurants are crowded. 

The mines were never better in the 
Chloride district than now, and new 
prospects are being added to the list 
of paying properties. 

The Tennessee mine is working a 
twelve-foot body of lead ore in its 300- 
foot shaft that will average eighty 
ounces silver to the ton. Through this 
great mass of ore runs a streak of 
ruby and a streak of native silver, 
something the oldest miner never saw 
before. The concentrator is being taxed 
to its utmost capacity to keep up with 
the output, and great quantities of rich 
concentrates are be!ng sent out daily. 

The Elkhart mine likewise possesses 
great masses of bonanza ore, but the 
concentrator lacks water to run on 
more than half time, hence there is a- 
great accumulat'er -* ore on the dumps. 
Dr. Comstock, general manager and one 
of the principal owners of the mine, 
has returned from Scotland and is hav- 
ing many changes and improvements 
made in and about the mine. The force 
of men under direct employment now is 
thirty-five, but many more are employed 
in an indirect way. One new enter- 
prise started since his return is the de- 
velopment of a larger water supply. 

The Minnesota mine, belonging to 
John Barry. has succeeded in getting an 
additional water supply from the moun- 
teins, two miles away, and the concen- 
trator is enabled to make much better 
time than heretofore I.‘ke the other 
mines, the ore body in the Minnesota 
is very large and very good. The mai: 
shaft in this mine is now nearly three 
hundred feet down, with drifts running 
hoth wevs from the lowest level on fine 
ore bodies. 

The mines at White Hills are hoist- 
ing a large amount of ore. The com- 
pany’s mill is treating a quantity of ore 
for outside parties, from near by mines, 
and both mines and mill are working 
two and three shifts of. men. 

The three men arrested here the past 
week for alleged counterfeiting were 
Ed I. Haney, his son Pat, aged about 
16 years, and CC. Haney, a brother of 
the former. Ed Haney and son Avere 
formerly residents of Chloride and 
‘Gingman and were well known in 
both places. All three are in jail at 
Gingman, where they are held by 
United Ctates Commissioner Blakely 
for further evidence. In their posses- 
) sion the arresting officers found sev- 
eral crudely-made counterfeit dollars 
and in the ashes of their campfire were 
two plaster of Paris molds, in which 
the counterfeit coins had been cast. 

Joseph A. Carrow is a rancher on 
the Big Sandy, in Southern Mohave 
county. For a month he has been 
losing poultry and goats through the 
depredations of a lynx. A few days 
azo the lynx attacked Carrow’s six- 
year-old son, who was playing only a 
short distance from the house. The 
lad fought pluckily. according to the 
story his father tells. The boy’s cries 
brought from the house an elder sis- 
ter. who choked the lynx. to death. 
While her brother did his share by 
clinging to the animal's fore feet, pre- 
venting it from using its claws. The 
boy was bitten through the hand, and 
has been taken to Gingman for medical 
attendance. 

An immense amount of ore in small 
lots is now being handled by the 
Kingman sampling works, a very ap- 
preciable number of dollars thus being 
placed in local circulation. The ore 
is almost entirely from the prospects 
and smaller mines of the county, and 
the proceeds are almost invariably 
used toward the better development 
of the property from which the rock 
comes. 

A number of French stockholders in 
the Temple Bar Placer Mining Com- 
pany lately visited the works of the 
corporation on the Colorado. On their 
return from the river they expressed 
themselves well pleased with the 
demonstrated richness of the work4 
ings and the manner in which che 
wealth of the gravel bars is to be se- 
cured. 

In Mohave county is produced the 
greater part of the Silver credited to 
Arizona, Silver mimes are not being 
neglected in the mining revival and 
the production of the white metal. is 
heavier this year than at any ‘ time 
for a decade past. Much of the ore 
being shipped runs 100 ounces of sil- 
ver to the ton,. and usually carries 


‘as well a considerable amount of; 
gold. 
The Sheeptrail mines, across’ the 


Colorado River, have been sold to the 
New. England and Arizona Mining 
Company, for $100,000. On the mines 
a ten-stamp mill is already in opera- 
tion. _ The new ownership will at 
Once start the erection of two twenty- 
ateanp mills of the most approved pat- 
rn, 

A curious feature of Mohave county 
mining is the discovery during the 
Past month of considerable values of 
gold in several copper ledges in dif- 
ferent districts. :

Spies of the allegations made by 
Schultze. The fact was learned by 
Catron, who has since been actively 
working out the theory that Schultze 
was prompted to make the accusa- 
tion in regard to the proposed pois- 
oning and other matters by other 
parties at the penitentiary. It was 
expected to discover from Schultze 
facts for the purpose of reaching par- 
ties suspected of hatching the con- 
spiracy. Schultze’s first affidavit was 
made last fall in the District Court, 
but kept quiet while Detective Cook 
of Denver and the parties accused of 
planning the murder investigated. 
Schultze has been in jail three weeks, 
and alleges he was influenced at the 
penitentiary. 

The principal testimony is Schultze’s 
statement. The affair has created a 
sensation, but unless Witnesses. can 
corroborate it, it will have little 
weight in court. Schultze asserts 
.that while waiting to get into the 


prison, he‘ visited El Paso, Los An- | 


geles, Tucson and Albuquerque, sell- 
ing hair dye, acting under instruc- 
tions. Several Albuquerque citizens, 
from which place Schultze was sent 
to prison, are mixed up in the story 
that would put to shame an ordinary 
nickel novel in its circumstantial nar- 
ration and numerous details..

After a Visit to His Native aLnd He 
Will Return to America in the 
Autumm and Spend His Life Ma- 
turing Plans of Benificience.

drew Carnegie has nothing to say” 
about his business affairs, except to} 


express his gratification that the time) 
has come when he can refuse to make | 
any more money and devote his leisure 
to a_ wise administration of his 
fortune. While he has been. misquoted 
in saying that he considers it dis- 
‘graceful for a man to die rich, he 
intends to spend the remainder of his 
life in carrying out his own gospe!} of, 
wealth. When asked for a statemm@nat 


of his views for retirement of rich | 
men from business, he made the fol-| 


lowing response: 

-.“Well, there are only two 
for multi-millionaires to follow. Some 
may feel, although they have plenty 
to retire upon, they have very little 
to retire to. Many men who retire 
from business, become very unhappy. 
They have not cultivated other sources 
of pleasure or occupation. 
millions own them, and the multi- 
millionaire is only a slave. 
will, no doubt, be less miserable 
they continue the end and die 
Macbeth, with the harness on 
backs. 

“We Americans do not rely on our- 
selves generally as the British do on 
themselves, because the Briton, as a 
rule, has a hobby apart from his 
business. He is not half so strenuous 
a’ business man as the American, but 
he usually has intense pleasure in his 
country place, in which he spends sev- 
eral days a week. He may be an 
authority upon gardening; if he goes 
in for roses, his roses take the first 
prize in the flower show. One friend 
I had went in for pigs. He was a 
great manufacturer; he had a species 
of pig called after him. It does not 
matter what it is, so that it is some- 
thing. He may breed horses at a 
loss. ipal..wine merchant of 
the .world does so. 

‘“‘When such men make a competence 
and arrive at years of discretion—I 
mean 60 and over—and retire, they 
have sufficient interest in other things 
to give them happiness. Besides this, 
there is a wide field of usefulness in 
district or local pablic life, which I 
have been privileged to see during my 
visits paid to several well-known man- 
ufacturers in this country. In this 
way the Briton makes a success of 
life. No one can call human life a 
success who does not so train himself | 
as to enjoy a happy, useful, dignified, 
graceful old age. 

“Although this course is less gener- 
ally pursued by the American than the 
Briton still. America has its illustrious 
examples. Take Mr. Marqland; what a 
noble example. He retired from business 
and the Metropolitan Museum is his 
darling care. Few people in New York 
know the debt the city, yes, the coun- 
try, owes t othe erect, gracious old gen- 
tleman. Take Mr. Kennedy, my fellow- 
Scot, who retired from business. As 
Mr. Kennedy told me long ago, he is 
busier than ever. But busy in what? 
About the Presbyterian Hospital, about 
the coming public library, the Untted 
Charities building. and many .other 
such institutions, Take Mr. Jessup; look

Take 
Seth Low. who had a large business, 
which he left to assume the presidency 
of Columbia University.

They are laboring for the 
good of others. I could mention other 
names, -this this is sufficient for illus- 
tratién.

have far greater fortunes than any of 
these, but nevertheless are found still 
immersed in the struggle for more per- 
sonal gain. the final summons finding 
them amid their useless hoards from 
whic hthey are torn, and which, as a 
rule, are used after their death iIn-a 
way that would rouse their indigna- 
tion if they could look down. It is the 
part of wisdom, then, for millionaires 
to devote their declining years to put 
their otherwise useless milllions to 
some good use. Brilliant as many of 
their ‘investments may have been, 
surely such investment of their wealth 
would eclipse them all.” 

Mr. Carnegie will go to Scotland on 
Tuesday and return to America in the 
autumn, where he expects to remain 
the rest of his life, disbursing his 
wealth wisely and maturing plans of 
beneficence, and taking an active in- 
terest in politics. He grimly savs that 
his worst enemy is the man who will 
tell him how to make more money. 


DEWEY’S WIFE. 


the Daughter of a War 
Governor. 

{Cincinnati Enquirer:] While in 
Portsmouth Lieutenant-Commander 
Dewey, who was then 30 years of age, 
first met the young woman who won his 
heart and whom he married, October 
24, 1867, says the New York World. 
She was Miss Susan B: Goodwin, a 
daughter of Ichabod Goodwin, the war 
Governor of New Hampshire, known 
far and wide as “Fighting Gov. Good- 
win.’ The father-in-law at Lincoln’s 
‘call for wolunteers had at his own ex- 
pense fitted out a regiment of fighting 
men and sent them to the front. 

A story is current that two gallant 
naval officers wére rivals for the heart 
and hand of Susie Goodwin. They were 
Lieut. Dewey and Commander Rhind, 
the latter then preparing for a cruise 
in foreign waters. The calls of the one 
alternated *witH those of the other, and 
the gossips in Portsmouth society won- 
dered what would be the outcome of 
it all. 

The lieutenant, however, won his suit. 
. Commander Rhind sailed away, and 
‘Lieut. Dewey and Miss Goodwin were 
married. It is now recalled that the 
odde were heavy against the older and 
* more dignified officer, because, in addi- 
tion to the favor which the young lieu- 
tenant had won in the eyes of the young 
woman, the approval of her father was 
thrown into the balance, for the old 
gentleman had remarked: 

“George is sort of reckless sometimes, 
but I can’t help liking Nim. He's hon- 
est and full of grit, and he'll be heard 
from one of these days.” 

Shortly after his marriage Dewey 
was assigned to duty at the Naval 
Academy. at Annapolis. ‘Two years 
later he was placed in command of the 
Narragansett, and on April 13, 1872, he 
was promoted to the rank of com- 
mander. 

Then came the great sorrow of the 
young officer’s career. On December 23 
a son was born to bear his-name,-but 
five days later the mother died. The 
‘boy was christened George Goodwin, in 
honor of his grand-father, and grew t» 
vigorous manhood. The death of his 
wife was a cruel blow to the brave 
young commander. His sister is av- 
thority for the statemént that he felt 
as if in no small measure his career 
‘had ended at the grave of his wife.

WHEELMAN DASHED TO DEATH 


ON THE PAVEMENT. 


‘ 


William H. Rounsefell Tries te Pass 
Between Tro Sprinkling Carts 
and is Thrown Under the Heels 
of the Horses. 


Another wheelman has paid the pen- 
alty of reckless riding, and now lies 
stiff and stark at the undertaking rooms 
of Peck & Chase on South Hill street. 
The name of the victim of the sad ac- 
cident is William H. Rounsefell of No. 
166 West Twenty-eighth street. He 
was considered by his friends as an ex- 
pert bicycle rider, but lost his life 
in trying to pass between two sprink- 
ling carts. Death occurred at 12:10 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

Rounsefell had for the past four years 
been in the employ of J. C. Cunning- 
ham. trunk manufa¢turer at No. 222 
South Main street. Yesterday noon he 
started home on his wheel as usual, 
going south on Main street, and at the 
corner Seventh overtook two 
sprinkling carts going in the same di- 
rection. The carts were quite near one 
another, and Rounsefell attempted to 
pass through the narrow space between 
them. By some mischance his bicycle 
struck on the hub of one of the carts, 
throwing him under the feet of the 
horses attached to the other cart. The 
animals became frightened and 
plunged frantically forward, and be- 
fore the driver could stop his team the 
cart had passed beyond where the 
young man lay. 

Rounsefell’s limp body was removed) 
from the street and the patrol wagon 
was summoned to take him to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, but before its arrival 
it was discovered that life was extinct, | 
and Coroner Holland was notified. 

The body was removed in Booth & 
Boyleson’s conveyance, but was turned 
over to Peck & Chase, deceased being 
a nephew of Mrs. Chase. 

It was at first supposed that the 
wheels of the sprinkling cart had 
passed over Rounsefell’s body, but an 
examination of the remains shows that 
such could not have been the case. 


There are only a few slight discolora- |. 


tions on the young man’s chest, and 
the indications are that his neck was in- 
stantly broken by the fall. Coroner 
Holland will hold an inquest on the re- 
mains at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon 
at the undertaking parlors of Peck & 
Chase, from where the fumeral will be 
held tomorrow afternoon. 

Deceased was a nephew of Mrs. F. 
W. Chase and Mrs. J. C. Cunningham, 
and in addition to father and mother 
leaves an elder sister and younger 
brother. He was about 19 years old. 
William Rounsefell, the father, is a 
well-known contractor.

The increase of the week over the 
corresponding one in 1898 was 43.7 per 
cent.

' NEW TEA. About the first of next 
week small arrivals of the first pick- 


ings of tea are due at San Francisco.’ 


These invoices are usually so small as 
to have littlé effect on the general 
trade. It will run along in June before 
any arrivals of the second pickings may 
be looked for. Advices from the Orient 
are to the effect that prices are 2 to 3 
cents higher on the first pickings than 
last year. The fact that silver is higher 
will affect the lay down cost of tea, for 
all settlements are finally made in that 
metal. What the cost of second pick- 
ings will be is not yet clear. It will 
not be less than last year. The exclu- 
sion of low-grade teas raises the price 
of the best qualities admitted much 
above what was the average before the 
law went into effect. The duty of 10 
cents per pound also tends to shut 
out some of the cheaper iteas..._For 
example, those which used to cost 20 
cents to lay down now cost 30 cents, 
am increase of 10 per cent., while a tea 
costing 50 cents is only raised to 460 
cents, an increase of 20 per cent. The 
20 cent tea used to retail at very close 
to 40 cents, and now costs over 50 cents.

NEW YORK, May 13.—Speculation 
opened in a highly demoralized condi- 
tion today, owing to the sudden death 
of former Gov. Fowler. General 
news was scant, but many rumors con- 
nected with the properties identified 
with the late financier were circulated. 
The flood of liquidating orders and 
the activity after the initial break car- 
ried all of the Flower specialties down 
ot a terrific rate. The extreme breaks 
in these properties, as compared with 
yesterday, were: New York Air Brake, 
60 points; Brooklyn Transit, 18%; Peo- 
ple’s Gas, 18;. International paper, 
Federal Steel, 11%; Rock Island, 45%, 
and Atchison preferred 4. In the gen- 
eral railway list the extreme declines 
renged in the active shares up to 4% 
in Burlington, In the speculative 
specialties American steel dropped 11%, 
Sugar 8%, Colorado Fuel 7%, Manhat- 
tan and Metropolitan 6% each; Ameri- 
can Smelter 6 and National Steel, Conti- 
nental Tobacco and Anaconda mining 
over 4 points each. Thé appearance

bargain hunters, together with large 
covering of short lines, brought about 
a very material raly, which was em- 
phasized in the properties which had 
suffered most earlier.

The announcement by a 
member of the firm of Flower & Co., 
that Mr. Flower had no stocks on hand 
that were not paid for, and that they 
would not come to this market, had a 
reassuring effect. That firm, more- 
over, Was a purchaser for clients of a 
large line of stock on the decline. Lon- 
don sold some 20,000 shares at the open- 
ing, and later was a smal] purchaser. 
The bank statement was not fully up 
to the expectations of some, and realiz- 
ing and the putting out of fresh 
Short lines against depressed prices 
after the rally, still eft quotations 
much above the lowest. The net losses 
are generally less than half of the ex- 
treme declines. In the Flower special- 
ties net losses are: New York Alr- 
brake, 21; Brooklyn Transit, 11%: Peo- 
ple’s Gas, 6%; Federal Steel, 6%; Inter- 
national Paper, 3%, and Atchison and 
Rhode Island, about 2% each. 

The dealings for the day aggregated 
about three-quarters of a million shares 
during the two hours’ trading, and the 
lightning changes of quotations as tre- 
mendous blocks of stock changed own- 
ership was bewildering to the ordinary 
traders. The opinions of many old op- 
erators were widely divergent, and the 
quotations quickly proved the useless- 
ness of attempting t6 guess . the 
course of prices. After the first fifteen 
minutes comparative quiet ensued, but 
still compared with other days, the 
dealings were enormous. The market 
closed under pressure, but materially 
above the lowest. 

The market this week suffered two 
violent declines, the first on Tesday, 
when agitation as to the probable ef- 
fect of the Ford Tax Bill worked havoc 
with values. This was followed by an 
irregular recovery until the announce- 
ment of the death of ex-Gov. Flower 
today gave a shock -to the market, re- 
sulting in a dip below the figures of 
Tuesday for his specialties, and bring- 
ing the general list nearly down to the 
low level established earlier in the 
week. A recovery of part of. the loss 
took place before the énd of the day’s 
session. The net losses in the railways 
range from fractions up to over three 
points in Burlington. Lackawanna 
lost three points, and Central 
Pacific, Southern Pacific and WNorth- 
west are over a point each for the 
week. In the specialties the more pro- 
nounced losses for the week were New 
York Air Brake, 2%: Broo yn Tran- 
sit, 22%; People’s Gas, 10: Federal 
Steel, 8%, and Atchison preferred and 
International Paper, over 6 points each. 
All these are properties in which the 
Flower interest was promiuent. Among 
the local shares which suffered because 
of the probability of the Ford Franchise 
Bill becoming a law were Metropolitan 
Street Railway, 16%; Third Avenue, 13: 
Consolidated Gas, 7%, and Manhattan 
6. Sharp declines were likewise maae 
by American Tobacco and the iron and 
steel shares. 

The government crop report was at 
first favorably received, but later the 
decrease in acreage was pointed out as 
a discouraging factor, with a resultant 
depressing effect upon the grangers. 
Money ruled fairly easy, and sterling 
exchange receded on the announce- 
ment that all the needed exchanges 
had been secured for the settlement of 
the Spanish indemnity: Another influ- 
ence on the exchange market was the 
enormous purchases of stocks for for- 
eign account, which aggregated about 
200 shares, only a tenth of which were 
rescld on the announcement of Mr. 
Flower’s death. The deposit of the 
final $5,000,000 warrant for Spanish in- 
deranity with a local bank which was 
announced for Monday, was expected 
to be reflected in a continued improve- 
ment in next week's bank statement. 
The traffic returns for April compared 
favorably with recent months, and with 
the corresponding month in the last 
four years. The reports of failures for 
the first week of May showed tte 
smallest liabilities of anv week in six 
years. This was not ujinaturally ac- 
companied by favorable trade reports, 
especially in the iron and steel indus- 
tries where higher quotations for many 
class of the output was noticeable. The 
market was highly professional in stock 
dealings, and while some holdings were 
sacrificed, confident buying was not 
lacking by large interests of declines. 
Increased activity was noted 
week's bond market, and a generalliv 
higher level of prices was established 
for the gilt-edged issues. Speculative 
bonds, however, suffered, moving pretty 
much in unfson with stocks.

Flower, which included ea number 
of specylative properties on the New 
York Stock Exchange, the bear fac- 
tion, who have been very demonstrative 
of late toward securities of this class, 
prepared for a concerted raid egainst 
these stocks at the opening this morn- 
ing, and they obtained a substantial 
following from the rank and file of 
traders, who hkve no decided attitude 
in the market and are prepared to go 
short or long as the case may be when 
a favorable opportunity presents itself. 

Before the opening commission-house 
clients. were called upon to put up ad- 
ditional margins in order to insure a 
comfortable leeway for the expected 
drop. The opening was very wide in 
the Flower specialties and immense 
blocks of stocks came out on a scale- 
down of from 5 to 19 points, the, latter 
in Brooklyn Transit. People’s Gas 
slumped 15 points, and Federal Steel, 
Rock Island and other Flower issues 
were thrown over in Brooklyn-Transit 
during the first fifteen minutes. New 
ae Air Brake dropped 60 points to 


The fact that an extremely favorable 
bank statement was expected was ig- 
nored for the momént and the irresis- 
tible downward rush of the specialties 
carried everything else | with it: 
Standard stocks average 3% points 
down.

The attendance on the floor of the 
exchange was unusually large and 
many brokers who generally are ab- 
sent on a Saturday put in an appear- 
ance.
